Last week I had talked to you briefly about a letter that we have prepared to be 
sent to the US Dept. of Interior. Mr. Katz has it ready to be delivered when I give it 
the green light.

JUNEAU -- A $4.3 billion supplemental budget is expected to move quickly through the 
Legislature despite its prodigious bulk and unconventional makeup, according to House and 
Senate leaders. 



The bill, scheduled for the House Finance Committee on Monday, covers more than 
unanticipated spending in the current fiscal year, which is what's typically found in a 
supplemental budget. 
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It left the Senate bearing a $3.6 billion savings plan, $180 million to cover three years 
of revenue sharing, $300 million in weatherization and energy efficiency rebates and $50 
million in capital projects that were vetoed by Gov. Sarah Palin last year. 



The last item has drawn sharp criticism from Palin, but finance committee co-chairman Rep. 
Kevin Meyer, R-Anchorage, said he doesn't expect that will delay the bill or jeopardize 
its other elements. 



"The supplemental is moving fast, " Meyer said. " (Palin) could choose to veto the capital 
items and everything else could still go forward." 



Meyer said the House committee does plan to swap out some of the Senate projects that may 
not meet Palin' s guidelines for education, safety and transportation infrastructure 
improvements . 



Meyer said $300,000 for a Sitka ball field and $10,000 for a Fairbanks climbing wall 
probably would not survive House scrutiny, while a $10 million expansion of the Port of 
Anchorage and $1.4 million in Juneau airport safety improvements probably would. 



The list also includes traffic improvements in Anchorage, community center renovations in 
rural villages, computer lab upgrades at schools, and water and sewer improvements. 



House and Senate leaders have said they are in general agreement over other key elements 
of the bill, such as the savings plan, revenue sharing and weatherization grants. 



That bodes well for the more conventional items awaiting critical funding, such as $18,5 
million for senior benefits that lawmakers passed in special session last summer. 



Lawmakers approved income-based monthly payments of $125 to $250 for about 10,000 low- 
income seniors. They did not appropriate the money for it, however, leaving that task for 
the regular session. 



The state has made up the difference with money borrowed from the Adult Public Assistance 
Program. Now that program will be out of money by the end of the month, according to state 
officials. 



Funding for senior benefits, labor contracts and inmate health care are just a few of the 
governor's supplemental requests for the fiscal year that ends June 30. 



Meanwhile, the Senate Finance Committee will take up the House version of the state 
operating budget on Monday. Discussion of the capital budget is expected to begin later in 
the week.

The Board of Game will limit the taking of big game by nonresidents and 
nonresident aliens to accomplish that purpose. 
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I would like to know where you received your information from??? I was present at the 
Spring 2007 meeting of The Alaska Board of Game. The only proposal from the Alaska 
Department of Fish and Game was proposal 158 5 AAC 85.055 (a) Hunting seasons and bag 
limits for Dall Sheep, Create a new Dall Sheep drawing hunt area within Units 13D and 14A, 
Chugach Mountains. Pages 149, 150 and 151 of the spring 2007 Alaska Board of Game 
Meeting. That proposal clearly stated, that the reason behind that proposal was the 35 
percent reduction in total number of rams observed during survey flights. That proposal 
also states that the level of contribution of horn size attributes passed on by ewes, as 
far as Dall Sheep are concerned, HAS YET TO BE DOCUMENTED!!!!

U.S. Senate Passes Second Chance Act 

The U.S. Senate passed today the Second Chance Act of 2007. This landmark 
bill, introduced by Senators Joseph Biden (D-DE), Sam Brownback (R-KS), 
Patrick Leahy (D-VT), and Arlen Specter (R-PA), provides critical resources 
designed to reduce recidivism and increase public safety. The legislation 
passed the Senate by unanimous consent and now proceeds to the President's 
desk for signature. 

"The passage of the Second Chance Act reflects the strong consensus that 
improving prisoner reentry is not a partisan issue, but a matter of public 
safety, improving lives, and making effective use of taxpayer dollars," said 
Assemblyman Jeffrion Aubry, Justice Center board member and chair of the 
New York State Assembly Correction Committee. 

The Second Chance Act includes key elements of President Bush's Prisoner 
Reentry Initiative, announced in the 2004 State of the Union address, which 
provides for community and faith-based organizations to deliver mentoring 
and transitional services. The bill will also help coimect people released from 
prison and jail to mental health and substance abuse treatment, expand job 
training and placement services, and facilitate transitional housing and case 
management services. 

"It is vitally important that we do everything we can to ensure that, when 
people get out of prison, they enter our communities as productive members 
of society, so we can start to reverse the dangerous cycles of recidivism and 
violence, " said Senator Leahy. "I hope that the Second Chance Act will help 
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us begin to break that cycle." 

According to the U.S. Department of Justice, Bureau of Justice Statistics, an 
estimated 95 percent of all state prisoners will be released- with half of these 
individuals expected to return to prison within three years for the commission 
of a new crime or violation of their conditions of release. This cycle of 
recidivism not only compromises public safety, but also increases taxpayer 
spending. A February 2007 report fi-om The Pew Charitable Trusts stated that 
if federal, state, and local policies and practices do not change, taxpayers are 
expected to pay as much as $27.5 billion on prisons alone from 2007 to 20 11 
on top of current corrections spending. 

"The Second Chance Act will provide an opportunity for realistic 
rehabilitation for the more than 650,000 inmates who return to their 
communities each year," said Senator Specter. "The bill's focus on education, 
job training, and substance abuse treatment is essential to decreasing the 
nationwide recidivism rate of 66 percent."

It was good talking with you yesterday. 



I left you a message earlier today to apprise you of a situation that occurred this 
morning. Senator Green, in a meeting with the Governor, said that the Governor publicly 
declared financial support for the Miners when she and I attended Governor's day at the 
park last summer.

Brown is a lifelong angler who has traveled extensively to experience new fishing opportunities. He received 

a Ph.D. in economics from the University of Colorado and spent many years as a professor of economics, 

most recently at the University of Alaska Southeast. Brown owns and operates a reel repair business. 

The seven members of the Alaska Board of Fisheries are appointed by the Governor to conserve and develop 

the fishery resources of the state. The board sets seasons, bag limits, methods and means for the state's 

subsistence, commercial, sport, guided sport and personal-use fisheries, and it sets policy and direction for 

the management of the state's fishery resources. The board is charged with making allocative decisions, 

while the Department of Fish and Game is responsible for management based on those decisions. All 

appointees are subject to legislative confirmation.

Hello Talis, 

Thanks for having taken the time to listen to our woes. 

The Knik River Public Use Area Management Plan will determine the future of the community of Butte, its quality 
of life, its economic impact to Mat-Su and its opportunity to take advantage of the beauty and high value 
recreational opportunities. The plans that DNR has for us at this point will ensure that "da Butte" will never be able 
to live up to its potential. We have been bearing the brunt of those who come into and surround our community to 
create dust, noise, bury bodies, contaminate Bodenburg Creek and destroy its waterfowl and fish habitat. 

Butte Area Residents Civic Organization (BARCO), members and supporters, participated fully in the DNR 
process. Our priorities and our comments to proposed management alternatives, based on the consensus of our 
group, have largely been ignored by DNR. After detailed review of DNR's interpretation of all our comments, we 
found that DNR did not do justice summarizing and interpreting those comments which did not agree with their 
proposals. While they acknowledge the importance of the natural resources, they are belied by their proposed 
management actions. 

Attached is an advertisement which we placed into Petroleum News last year following the notice that DNR wants 
to change the "Generally Allowed Rules On State Lands" to allow rutting, erosion and vehicles up to 10,000 lbs in 
Knik River Public Use Area to benefit motorized recreation. Industry has a strong incentive of big fines if they 
were to occur the damage which DNR wants to allow for recreational purposes here. 

Since DNR has ignored our comments, we now feef compelled to run a similar ad - more to the point - asking that 
respondents appeal to our Governor. It's not fair to allow rutting, erosion and 4x4s contaminating anadromous 
waterways to benefit and accommodate increased motorized recreation, while at the same time fining industry big 
bucks for like damage caused by industrial adivities. 

Thank you for taking the time to listen to our concerns regarding DNR having ignored Butte residents' opposition 
to a number of proposed management actions and regulation changes specifically for Knik River Public Use Area, 
from DNR Public Notice, October 12, 2007 - http://www.knikriver.alaska.gov/rea chanqes/knikjn.pdf - and 
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October 24, 2007: 

"This is a supplement to tfje public notice Issued on October 12, 2007 by the Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) regarding its proposal to adopt regulation changes in Title 11 of the Alaska 
Administrative Code (AAC), specifically 11 AAC 96.10 dealing with the Uses Requiring a Permit, 11 AAC 
96.14 dealing with the Special Use Lands, 11 AAC 96.18 dealing with the Uses Requiring Registration, 11 
AAC 96.20 dealing with the Generally Allowed Uses and the proposal to adopt new regulations in Title 11, 
of the Alaska Administrative Code, specifically 11 AAC 96.015 dealing with the Designated public use 
areas. " 

DNR received overwhelming comments opposing rescinding rules as proposed in the initial Management 
Alternatives, " ...Specific to this unit, regulations will be developed rescinding, in part, restrictions on 
highway and off-road vehicle use that causes significant rutting or ground disturbance as described In 
11 AAC 96.020 (a)(1)(D)(E). Additionally within this unit, conditions for highway and off-road vehicle use 
will be rescinded as described In 11 AAC 96.025 (1)(2)(3)(A-C)i...'.

I wish the Administration could Investigate the flawed process of how DNR-managed lands in the Knik River 
Valley were admittedly considered "sacrificial" (according to Bob Loeffler and Rick Thompson) for many years and 
how this status is being perpetuated by the draft management plan for the Knik River Public Usea Area (HB 307) 
which accommodates Sen Huggins' "sideboards" of HB 307 to manage the Knik River lands on behalf of the 
radical contingent of AOC and AOAA and the auto and ORV industry. (Campaign funding). 

Here is a brief background of residents' futile efforts since the 1990s as indivkluals and/or with a previous 
Community Council, Valley Center for the Environment, Knik River Watershed Group, BARCO: 

• Cleanups of roads, trails and neighbor-to-neighbor actions. 

• Ask for help from DOT, DPS, F&G, DNR to stop the excesses and Knik River and Jim Creek 

• Work with Mat-Su Borough, public land owners and Ekiutna Inc.. South Knik River Community Council to 
create a Cooperative Management Plan resulting in a resolution to the Borough, which the Borough sent 
on to Mr. Thompson of DNR. In spite of many efforts to contact Mr. Thompson and ask for signing off on 
this, there was no response from DNR. In the meantime, the former Butte Council received a Grant from 
USFWS for public education, partnering with Palmer Soil & Water Conservation District Produced posters, 
a video, screensavers and fliers, worked in cooperation with the Borough holding a poster and poetry 
contest at Butte Elementary, designed, printed and distributed a brochure for ATV users, co-flinded agn 
posts and displays with Borough at Knik River, Pavilion, and Maude Rd trail heads, wori<6d with AST and 
MSB on pnscess to dispose of burned and junked vehicles, worked with the first and subsequent National 
Guard Cleanups and held public meetings to get us on a path to multi-use recreation. This resulted in the 
formation of the Alaska ATV Club that proclaimed for ATV owners to band together to fight us "closing of 
the trails and Jim Creek." We attempted to draw nnotorized into the group by ensuring a motorized 
representative (Mr. Ken Badger) would represent these interests at the Trails Committee and invited the 
motorized community to help with cleanups. 

• The mayhem and chaos in the area continued. Several of us kept documenting the damage, but also gave 
up on trails and Knik River cleanups, discouraged by the non-involvement of DNR and their inability to 
keep a handle on the mayhem, dumping of trash, burning of cars, shootings, parlies and the non-chalance 
exhibited by Alaska Fish & Wildlife Troopers that would not enforce the crossing permit regulations at 
Bodenburg Creek. 
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• The Knik River Watershed Group was formed and arranged for a meeting with MSB, DNR, BLM, AST to 
find a solution on how to get a plan going for the area that would be compatible with past plans, i.e. Susitna 
Area Plan, the unique fish & wildlife habitat as well as demand for multi-use recreation, the MSB (John 
Duffy) and DNR (Rick Thompson) agreed that it would be a good start to ask our legislators, Messrs. 
Stoltze and Huggins, for an appropriation of $250,000 to DNR to start a public planning process. The 
request went to our legislators - but no news were received regarding the appropriation to DNR. 

• Shortly before the end of the session, we received news that Messrs. Stoltze and Huggins had introduced 
draft legislation for "Knik River Public Use Area For the Purpose of Motorized Recreation." This action 
was a clear betrayal of the public's trust. 

• During the second year of the session, we were able to get the legislation changed to reflect the 
importance of the natural resources and their protection and to include the enhancement of non-motorized 
recreation. However, the proposed management actions which include buying up private properties to 
allow motorized activity to encroach even more adjacent to residents, and rule changes that would allow 
rutting and erosion, rather than mitigation of existing erosion, such as the dunes, and will allow dust and 
noise from the river to creep into our homes and yards are unrealistic and inexcusable. 

• DNR has allowed the violation of its own and of federal rules for many years and this management plan will 
not be able to undo the damage, but further it. For instance, DNR will continue to violate state and federal 
laws, including the Clean Water Act and the Migratory Bird Act, and will allow airboats, other 
powerboats and recreational rigs - big and small - to slice up the wetlands, intmde into waterfowl, moose 
calving and fish habitat, and putting our water supply and its quality at risk. 

• On the positive side: Rep. Stoltze honored our request to introduce legislation to marke car burnings a 
Class C Felony, HB 268. This legislation has passed the house and is going to Senate Judidaiy on 
Wednesday. Also, DOT, after years of neglect, has put up "No Motorized Signs" on the pathway from Knik 
River to Palmer. This pathway was built in the 1980s by the Mat-Su Borough for the safety of pedestrians, 
but has been abused until we were successful in getting the signs reinstated. The fine for offenders is $100 
and AST's efforts have reduced the 200-300 fouro/heelers and dirtbikes racing on the bikepath every 
weekend. 

We have photo and descriptive documentation of "recreation gone wild." It's a huge undertaking to catalog it so 
we can put it up on our website to show the worid the kind of neglect the State of Alaska is allowing to happen 
to this beautiful area, at the headwaters of the northernmost outpost of the Pacific Ocean. 

Talis, this did get a bit longer than I had anticipated, but it's not easy to give you only a brief mn-down of the 
cun-ent state of affairs without delving into the long-time history. In the past, our group has contacted the 
Commissioners of DNR, Public Safety, DEC, Fish & Game. I'd be happy to share their replies with you. 

Thank you again. Please help us so that the area we call home will not be condemned to be perceived as 
substandard forever. There is too much economk; loss at risk, both to Mat-Su and the State of Alaska.

I was disappointed to read Senator Stevens' comments about the position of the 
Palin administration on Congressional earmarks in today's ADN. I thought that we 
had addressed his concerns in our meeting with him a couple of weeks ago. 

Apparently, the State can't do anything right on this. If we respond to the 
consistent messages of the Congressiongd delegation and the Bush administration to 
reduce earmark requests, we are somehow making it more difficult for the delegation 
to obtain earmarks for Alaska. If we fail to heed these messages, including a State 
or local match, then we are ignoring the realities and making it more difficult for the 
delegation. 

When I drafted the Op-Ed piece you requested, I didn't know about Sean 
Cockerham's impending article. However, I do think that it addresses the points 
raised by the Senator. 

I presume it's still best to seek publication of the Op-Ed, but I wish we could put all 
of this behind us and the delegation. Senator Stevens is right about one thing; this 
constant conflict in the media hurts Alaska. 

Perhaps, this would be a good issue to take up with Senator Murkowski while she's 
in Juneau next week. What we are actually doing on earmarks simply has no 
relation to the public commentary.

Then he went on to describe how difficult it is to work with "those Native people" on the 
Federal Subsistence board and that they really ruined everything by throwing out "the 
Native card" all the time. He thought it was funny that 'they' though HE was depriving them 
of their "Native rights", and he and his companion had a good laugh about it. His comments 
were denigrating and clearly contemptous of the folks he works with. It is clear that this 
man has no intention of working cooperatively with anyone, and the fact that he had the 
arrogance to announce it in the Jimeau airport has me quite angry. 
I imderstand both as an Alaskan Native and person familiar with the political process that 
having people in positions of power who agree ■with your position aren't always possible, but 
I would hope that even if folks disagree that they don't publicly denigrate their opponents in 
public places. I keep trj^ng to figure out what is making me more angry- that he was 
pompous and arrogant enough to say those things in a line from Juneau to Anchorage, or 
that this person with *clearly* impaired judgment would be considered for a position that 
would further allow him to treat people disrespectfully.

MATH EDUCATION 

Yesterday (March 13), the National Mathematics Advisory Panel released its final report. The panel, 
created by President Bush in April 2006, was charged with making recommendations to the 
President and the Secretary on the best use of scientifically based research to advance the teaching 
and learning of mathematics, with a specific focus on preparation for and success in algebra (grades 
PK-8). Why algebra? It is a "demonstrable gateway to later achievement," needed for Higher math 
in high school. Also, completion of Algebra II correlates significantiy with success in college and 
future earnings. Panehsts, including mathematicians, cognitive psychologists, and educators, held 12 
meetings across the country (receiving testimony from 200 individvials and 150 organizations), 
reviewed 16,000 studies, and scrutinized surveys from 743 algebra teachers. The result is 45 findings 
and recommendations on a range of items, including instructional practices, materials, assessments, 
and teacher professional development. Below are some highlights. 

Core Principles of Math Instruction 

• The areas to be studied firom pre-ldndergarten through ei^th-grade should be streamlined, 
and a well-defined set of the most important topics should be emphasized in the early grades. 
Any approach that revisits topics year after year — without brining them to closure - should 
be avoided. 

• Proficiency with whole numbers, fi:actions, and aspects of geometry and measiurement are the 
foundations for algebra. Of these, knowledge of fractions is the most important skill not 
developed among American students. 

• Conceptual understanding, computational and procedural fluency, and problem-solving skills 
are equally important and mutuaDy reinforce each other. 
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Students should develop immediate recall of arithmetic facts to free the "working memory" for 
solving more complex problems. 

More students should be prepared for and offered an "authentic" a^ebra course in the eighth-grade. 
The major topics of school algebra include symbols and expressions, linear equations, quadratic 
equations, fiinctions, polynomials, and combinatorics and finite probability. 



Effective Instruction Matters 

• Teachers' regular use of formative assessments can improve student learning. 

• The belief that children of particular ages cannot learn certain content because they are "too young" 
or "not ready" has consistently been shown to be false. 

• Explicit instruction for students who struggle is effective in increasing learning. 

• Gifted students should be allowed to accelerate their learning. 

• Publishers should produce shorter, more focused, and more mathematically accurate textbooks. The 
excessive length of some U.S. textbooks is not necessary for high achievement. 



Other Findings 

• Much of the public's "resignation" about math education is based on the erroneoxzs idea that success 
comes from inherent talent or ability, not effort. A focus on the importance of effort in learning will 
improve outcomes. If students believe that their efforts to learn make them "smarter," they show 
greater persistence in learning. 

• Teachers' math knowledge is important for students' achievement. The preparation of elementary 
and middle school educators should be strengthened. Also, the use of teachers who have specialized 
in elementary math could be an alternative to increasing all elementary teachers' content knowledge 
by focusing the need for expertise on a fewer teachers. 

• The National Assessment of Educational Progress (NAEP) and state assessments in math should be 
improved in quality and should emphasize the most critical knowledge and skills leading to algebra.

NCLB UPDATE 

Continuing her national tour, Secretary Spellings visited three more states to discuss critical issues in K-12 
education: North Carolina (3/5), West Virginia (3/7), and New York (3/10). Moreover, maximizing the 
agency's outreach, Deputy Secretary Ray Simon visited four states: Arkansas (3/10), Colorado (3/12), North 
Dakota (3/13), and New Mexico (3/14). At each location, they presented state-specific No Child Lift Behind 
information from a new tool recentiy unveiled by the Department (see 

http://www.ed.gov/nclb/accountability/results/progress/) . These two-page "dashboards" provide 
statistics on state and NAEP test scores, graduation rates, schools making Adequate Yeariy Progress (AYP), 
highly qualified teachers, parents taking advantage of choice and supplemental educational service options, 
state participation in flexibility options, and more. The simple format, with charts and graphs, reveals bright 
spots as well as concerns. Next week, using feedback from these visits, the Secretary will announce a series 
of assessment and accountability actions. 
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On March 6, the Secretary delivered poignant remarks at the Reading First State Directors Conference. 
"Just last week, we learned that, for the first time, more than one out of every 100 Americans is 
incarcerated," she said. "Reducing these numbers starts early. It starts with giving our young people the 
knowledge and skills to succeed in school and in the workforce. I don't need to tell you that reading opens 
the door to history, science, literature, geography, and more. Reading opens the door to opportunity. So, 
instead of cutting funding for programs that are proven to work, let's make them more available!" In Fiscal 
Year 2008, Congress cut ftinding for Reading First by 61%. President Bush has proposed restoring funding 
to $1 bilHon.

In a letter to Chief State School Officers (http://www.ed.gov/admins/lead/account/saapr5.pdf) . Assistant 
Secretary for Elementary and Secondary Education Kerri Briggs announced the Department's revised peer 
review process for science assessments. Responding to concerns that the process is not transparent and 
does not furnish timely feedback, she is offering states the opportunity to have face-to-face conversations 
with peers and receive technical assistance from these experts. Also, in keeping with changes made last fall, 
states may select one of the peers from the list of approved experts for the state's review. This is the first 
year science assessments are required to be administered once each in grades 3-5, 6-9, and 10-12. The 
assessments are not included in determinations of AYP. 



AMERICAN STARS 

The Department is still accepting nontiinarions for its 2008 American Stars of Teaching awards, which 
recognize educators who are boosting student achievement ~ using irmovative instructional strategies ~ and 
making a difference in the lives of their students. Anyone (students, parents, colleagues, administrators, etc.) 
can nominate an American Star. After die Department receives a nomination, a verification form is sent to 
the teacher's principal. One teacher will be recognized from each state and the District of Columbia. The 
deadline for nominatiions is March 31.

INTEL SCIENCE AWARDS 

On March 13, Secretary Spellings joined Intel Chairman Craig Barrett to honor Intel Science Talent Search 
(ST^ finalists. STS is America's oldest (1942) and most prestigious high school science competition. (Since 
1998, STS has been sponsored by Intel.) More than 1,600 students entered the contest this year; the 40 
finalists hailed fimm 19 states and 35 high schools. The top prize went to Shivani Sud of Durham, North 
Carolina, who developed a model that analyzed the specific "molecular signatures" of tumors from patients 
with Stage II colon cancer. She then used this information to identify those at higher risk for tumor 
recurrence and propose potentially effective drugs for treatment. She joins some esteemed alumni: six 
Nobel Laureates, three National Medal of Science winners, 10 MacArthvu: Foundation Fellows, and two

Q: Will you tell us about yourself? 

After graduating from law school, i worked for 
Congressman Howard Pollock and Sien for 
Senator Ted Stevens before moving to Alaska 
in 1971. In 1972. 1 was appointed counsel to 
ttie Federal-State Land Use Planntng 
Commission for Alaska, which was established 
by the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act. 

I have worked for the State of Alaska in various 
capacities for 29 years. In early 1979. 
Governor Hammond appointed me as his 
Special Ctxinsei to represent Alaska's interest 
during Congressional oonsideratiwi of frie 
Alaska Nations^ Interest Lands Consen/atkin 
Act, whidi was enacted in December, 1980. 

The Governor later asked me to serve as Commissioner of the Department of (statural 

Resources, where I remained until January. 1983. 

Since then, I have served six Governors as Director of State-Federal Relations and Special 
Counsel to the Governor in Washington, DC. In 1994. 1 received an honorary degree from 
the University of Alaska, Anchorage and have been commended twice by the Alaska 
Legislature. 

I appreciate the privilege of representing State interests in D.C. and of working on a wide 
variety of interesting and challenging issues. I also enjoy the opportunity to work with 
capable and dedicated people within the State administration and in the many Alaska groups 
and organizations that do business in D.C. 

Q: What do you miss most about Aiasita? 

1 am often homesick and say that D.C. is habitable as long as I never think of it as home. 
What I miss most is the opportunity to interact in person with my friends and colleagues in 
Alaska and the ability to experience quiet and solitude without traveling many miles to do so 

Q: When was Alaska's D.C. office created? 

Alaska's ofTice originally vras eslaWished by Governor Bill Egan in the early 1970s. The 
responsibilities of the office have changed over time in relation to State interests and the 
wishes of the incumbent Governor. 

Currently, the principal functions of the office are to identify and monitor issues which arise in

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Congress and federal agencies in D.C, analyze and help formulate State policy on these 
issues, and advocate policy in appropriate federal fonims. 

Q: What's unique about the D.C. office? 

Some 36 states and territories have established offices in DC. The functions of these offices 
vary widely, depending upon gubernatorial mandates, issues and budgets. 

The uniqueness of this office results from the issues we work on. Alaska is still a young state 
with a complex and evolving relationship to the federal government, a large federal land 
mass, a major military presence, and numerous federal programs designed to benefit Alaska 
Natives and other citizens. 

Hence, we deal with a number of issues thai other stales resolved decades ago or that are 
unique to us for reasons of geography or resource potential. Two good examples are 
Alaska's efforts to commercialize North Slope natural gas and the possible designation of 
polar bears under the Endangered Species Act. 

Q: What are some things you tell Alaskans visiting D,C.? 

Every month, we meet with representatives of local governments, interest groups and 
individual Alaskans. Usually, they come here for a specific purpose, such as appropriations 
requests, and we discuss (he merits of these proposals and how they migW be received by 
Congress or the federal agencies. 

Often, we will take the opportunity to discuss policies of the Palin administration that might 
be of interest. And, some folks want to know how (o get to the closest shopping malls and 
museums. 

Q: What are some of the big issues that you are dealing with? 
The D.C. office works on the full spectrum of federal issues with which the State is 
concerned. At any given time, between 1 00 and 120 issues are active. At»ut 60 percent of 
this workload involves legislation in Congress, and the remainder concerns matters pending 
before federal agencies and administrative tribunals. 

The office spends much of its time on Alaska-specific natural resource and environmental 
matters. The remainder, among other issues, is devoted to health, jobs and families, 
education, transportation, appropriations and international affairs. 

Q: How do you worit with Alaska's Congressional delegation? 

The Governor's D,C. office is the primary contact with the Congressional delegation. This 
entails meetings, phone calls and emails virtually every day with the delegation or staff. 

Often, we explain administration positions on federal issues and seek consensus with the 
Congressk>nal delegation. We frequently work together in developing strategy and 
advocating Alaska's interests. The office also responds to numerous requests for factual 
information on particular issues. 

Q: Earmarks have been in the news lately, will you explain how earmarks wotk? 
The term "earmark" means different things to different people. We use this tenri to connote a 
sum of money for a spedfic project or program that is added to an appropriations bill by a 
member of Congress, often to.benefit that member's constituents. 

This year. President Bush and the Congressional leadership have said that the total dollar 
amount and number of eamiarks must be reduced significantly. Recognizing the 
Constitutional authority of Congress to formulate the federal budget, Governor Palin has 
responded to this directton by reducing the total number of State earmark requests from 54 
last year to 31 and from $550 million to less than $200 million, 

0: What questions do you get the most about Alaska? 

This office is oriented toward public policy. So, most of the questtons we get relate to policy 
issues pending In Cor^iress or the various federal agencies. 

At the moment, we are receiving a lot of inquires concerning energy issues, such as ANWR, 
the gas pipeline, and clean energy: the possible listing of polar bears under the ESA; climate 
change: appropriations: and fish and wildlife concerns. We also receive numerous questions 
from people in the lower 48 states about the Permanent Fund, what it is like to live in Alaska, 
and summer travel. 

Q: What are the most common impressions of Alaska? 

For many Americans, Alaska is a mysterious and intriguing place. They know that we 

possess vast quantities of oil, gas, hardrock minerals and oUier natural resources that v/e 

are ready and willing to provide to the rest of the country. These same people also perceive 

Alaska as a state with vast wilderness and bountiful fish and wildlife that should be 

protected. 

The polls I've seen show that a majority of Americans toist us to strike the right balance 
betwisen responsible development and environmental protection. In addition, they want to 
know more about our State and what our people think and do.

Q: Will you tell us about yourself? 

After graduating from law school, I worked for 
Congressman Howard Pollock and then for 
Senator Ted Stevens before moving to Alaska 
in 1971, In 1972, 1 was appointed counsel to 
the Federal-State Land Use Planning 
Commission for Alaska, which was established 
by the Alaska Native Claims Settlement Act. 

I have worked for the State of Alaska in various 
capadties for 29 years. In early 1979, 
Governor Hammond appointed me as his 
Special Counsel to represent Alaska's interest 
during Congressional consideration of the 
Alaska National Interest Lands Conservation 
Act, which was enacted in December, 1980. 

The Governor later asked me to serve as Commissioner of the Department of Natural 
Resources, where 1 remained until January, 1983. 

Since then, I have served six Governors as Director of State-Federal Relations and Special 
Counsel to the Governor in Washington, DC. In 1994, 1 received an honorary degree from 
the University of Alaska, Anchorage and have been commended twice by the Alaska 

Legislature. 

I appreciate the privilege of representing State interests in D.C. and of working on a wide 
variety of interesting and challenging issues. I also enjoy the opportunity to work with 
capable and dedicated people within the State administration and in the many Alaska groups 
and organizations that do business in D.C. 

Q: What do you miss most about Alaska? 

I am often homesick and say that D.C. is habitable as long as I never think of it as home. 
What I miss most Is the opportunity to interact in person with my friends and colleagues in 
Alaska and the ability to experience quiet and solitude without traveling many miles to do so. 

Q: When was Alaska's D.C. office created? 

Alaska's office originally was established by Governor Bill Egan in the early 1970s. The 
responsibilities of the office have changed overtime in relation to State interests and the 
wishes of the incumbent Governor. 

Currently, the principal functions of the office are to identify and monitor issues which arise in 
Congress and federal agencies in D.C, analyze and help formulate State policy on these 
issues, and advocate policy in appropriate federal forums. 

Q: What's unique about the D.C. office? 

Some 36 states and territories have established offices in D.C. The functions of these offices 
vary widely, depending upon gubernatorial mandates, issues and budgets. 

The uniqueness of this office results from the issues we work on. Alaska is still a young state 
with a complex and evolving relationship to the federal government, a large federal land 
mass, a major military presence, and numerous federal programs designed to benefit Alaska 
Natives and other citizens. 

Hence, we deal with a number of issues that other states resolved decades ago or that are 
unique to us for reasons of geography or resource potential, Two good examples are 
Alaska's efforts to commercialize North Slope natural gas and the possible designation of 
polar bears under the Endangered Species Act 

Q: What are some things you tell Alaskans visiting D.C? 

Every month, we meet with representatives of local governments, interest groups and 
individual Alaskans. Usually, they come here for a specific purpose, such as appropriations 
requests, and wre discuss the merits of these proposals and how they might be received by 
Congress or the federal agencies. 

Often, we will take the opportunity to discuss policies of the Palin administration that might 
be of interest And, some folks want to know how to get to the closest shopping malls and 
museums. 
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Burgess acted quickly and. disregarding 
his own safety, rescued many of the 25 
trapped people. Burgess' brave actions 
that day resulted In numerous lives being 
saved.

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Q: What are some of the big issues that you are dealing with? 

The D.C. office works on the full spectrum of federal Issues with which the State is 
concerned. At any given time, between 100 and 120 issues are active. About 60 percent of 
this worl<load involves legislation in Congress, and the remainder concerns matters pending 
before federal agencies and administrative tribunals. 

The office spends much of its time on Alaska-specific natural resource and environmental 
matters. The remainder, among other issues, is devoted to health, jobs and families, 
education, transportation, appropriations and international affairs. 

Q: How do you work with Alaska's Congressional delegation? 

The Govemor's D.C. office is the primary contact with the Congressional delegation. This 
entails meetings, phone calls and emails virtually every day with the delegation or staff. 

Often, we explain administration positions on federal issues and seek consensus with the 
Congressional delegation. We frequently work together in developing strategy and 
advocating Alaska's interests. The office also responds to numerous requests for factual 
information on particular issues. 

Q: Earmarks have been in the news lately, will you explain how earmarks work? 

The term "earmark" means different things to different people. We use this term to connote a 
sum of money for a specific project or program that is added to an appropriations bill by a 
member of Congress, often to benefit that member's constituents. 

This year. President Bush and the Congressional leadership have said that the total dollar 
amount and number of eamarks must be reduced significantly. Recognizing the 
Constitutional authority of Congress to formulate the federal budget, Governor Palin has 
responded to this direction by reducing the total number of State eannark requests from 54 
last year to 31 and from $550 million to less than $200 million. 

Q: What questions do you get the most about Alaska? 

This office is oriented toward public policy. So, most of the questions we get relate to policy 
issues pending in Congress or the various federal agencies. 

At the moment we are receiving a lot of inquires concerning energy issues, such as ANWR, 
the gas pipeline, and clean energy; the possible listing of polar bears under the ESA; climate 
change; appropriations; and fish and wildlife concerns. We also receive numerous questions 
from people in the lower 48 states about the Permanent Fund, what it is like to live in Alaska, 
and summer travel. 

Q: What are the most common impressions of Alaska? 

For many Americans, Alaska is a mysterious and intriguing place. They know that we 
possess vast quantities of oil, gas, hardrock minerals and other natural resources that we 
are ready and willing to provide to the rest of the country. These same people also perceive 
Alaska as a state with vast wilderness and bountiful fish and wildlife that should be 
protected. 

The polls I've seen show that a majority of Americans trust us to strike the right tialance 
between responsible development and environmental protection. In addition, they want to 
know more about our State and what our people think and do.

I noticed that there's a short but very good editorial in today's ADN about our 
earmark policy. 

I believe that Matt decided not to publish my Op-Ed piece on the grounds that the 
subject matter has received enough coverage by them. But, I'd like to think that he 
felt a little bit guilty and then decided to write his own editorial, which is probably a 
better result anyway. 

Perhaps, another newspaper which has not devoted as much coverage to earmarks 
would be willing to publish the Op-Ed. I think it's a reasonable summary of the 
current situation in DC and does contain some new information on transportation 
earmarks, which precipitated the problem to begin with. 



Earmarks 

Pork with a sense of proportion 

Sen. Ted Stevens complains that Gov. Palin's anti-earmark rhetoric is hurting 
Alaska's cause in Congress. It's harder for him to get federal funding for Alaska 
projects, he says, when critics can say your own state doesn't like earmarks. 

Maybe so. But the Palin administration hasn't said all earmarks are evil. It has 
merely scaled back the state's list of funding requests, using some sensible 
criteria, like whether the project involves any federal responsibility aad has 
strong public support. 

The governor recognizes that legitimate federal funding requests may come 
from other sources, like local governments and the university. 

In short, when it comes to federal pork, Gov. Palin is talking about reduced 
portions, not going without. That's the reality these days, thanks to past 
earmarking excesses. Cutting the list of earmark requests and using tighter 
criteria to screen them should make it easier to defend the Alaska projects that 
do get federal funding.

Governor, 

There is a hearing tomorrow on the unemployment insurance bill. The bill proposes to raise the average weekly 
unemployment benefit from $248 to $370. Alaska's unemployment Insurance rates rank 48* lowest in the nation. 
The new amount if enacted would place Alaska in the middle of the pack. There have been numerous attempts 
over the years to adjust the rates but the unions and the business community have not been able to reach an 
agreement. 

The bill has picked up more momentum this year. It may be due to the recent announcement about the employer 
rates being reduced and the lowest in many years. The current version of the bill would increase the amount of 
the employer paid insurance from $470 per employee per year in 2008 to $495 per employee per year in 2014. 
The net increase for employers would be $25 over 6 years. The 2014 amount at $495 is still lower than the $584 
amount last year. The employee costs will remain flat for two years but will result in a $34 increase over 6 years. 

The state chamber and the associated general contractors support the bill. They believe higher unemployment 
insurance will help with the high cost of living and result in a strong er workforce by maintaining workers to fill 
seasonal jobs. Commi ssioner BishoolPrivilftnfifrnr Pftr.<innal Mfo date has been neutral in his comments to

To Whom It May Concern: March 15, 2008 

I am writing to ask for your help, to ask you to help me help the people of Alaska. Alaskans 
from all regions, all races, and all religions are suffering firom epidemic levels of sexual assault, 
domestic violence, alcohol induced shootings and property crime of all varieties. 

I am an Alaska State Trooper. I see the misery and suffering these crimes cause my fellow 
citizens every day. I do the best I can every day to prevent or, at the very least, catch the 
perpetrators who commit these crimes. 1 find the job becoming more and more difficult, and 
more and more dangerous with each passing year. At the same time, I see the pride of my fellow 
State Troopers decreasing year after year as more and more of our Troopers leave us for better 
paying jobs elsewhere. After 3 years of exhaustive and expensive recruiting, DPS has only 
managed a net increase of 3 Troopers. This speaks volumes about how much the incentives to 
become and stay an Alaska State Trooper have decreased over the years. 

Recently I experienced a situation which I would like to take a moment to relate to you, so that 
you can, for a moment, experience this problem from my perspective. 

I currently work as a Wildlife Trooper, focusing the majority of my energy on enforcing the 
state's wildlife laws, while at the same time having all the duties and responsibilities of a patrol 
State Trooper. 

Approximately 2 years ago I received a call from a yoimg woman reporting that she had been 
sexually assaixlted over the weekend while at a party. As the only Trooper of any kind available 
at the time, I took it as my duty to, at the very least, contact this victim and let her know that 
someone believed her, that someone cared. I went to her home, listened to her cry and blame 
herself as she related the sordid details of what happened to her. I did my best to comfort her, to 
explain what would need to be done to collect evidence, and, eventually, earned her trust at a 
time when she would trust no other man. Because of this ttust, I feh obligated to see the case 
through to its conclusion and not hand it off to a "blue shirt" Trooper. I did and still do wish a 
"blue shirt" Trooper, with the experience in these types of cases necessary, had been available 
that day. For 2 years I did the best I knew how, tracked down witnesses, collected DNA, fought 
with District Attorneys to look over the case, and finally, this past week, brought the suspect to 
trial. After a week of trial, I stood beside this yoimg woman and walked with her into a 
courtroom where, between fits of sobbing, she related the most shameful moments of her life to 
perfect strangers for the first time in 2 years. At the conclusion of this, the man was found not 
guilty of sexual assault. I was then forced to call this woman, and violate her all over again with 
the news that her attacker was free. 

As I sit here writing this to you today, I cannot help but wonder if this victim could have found 
justice had there been an adequate number of State Troopers at the time. I did the best I knew 
how, but the problem was, I really didn't know how. I had no experience with this type of crime, 
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I did what I was taught at the academy, I have been told I did a good job with the case, but still, I 
wonder, could this victim have been better served if someone with more experience had handled her 
case instead of a Wildlife Trooper. 

How many other victims are there out there who will never receive justice due to the continuing lack of 
State Troopers? How many rapists, child molesters, spouse abusers and drunk drivers will go free and 
unpunished because the current administration flatly refuses to make the career of an Alaska State 
Trooper competitive with other agencies? How soon until Troopers, over worked and understaffed, 
begin to suffer emotional and psychological problems due to the overwhelming stresses being placed on 
them, with no help forthcoming? 

As I write to you today, I am mad, I am angry and I am frustrated. I am mad that I may not have done 
my job well enough, and a rapist has gone free. I am angry that this administration has taken such a 
flippant attitude toward the hundreds of brave men and women who wear a State Trooper uniform. I am 
frustrated that the people of Alaska will ultimately suffer the most and pay the highest price for this 
administrations lack of action and failure to make public safety a priority. 

What will it take for this administration to accept that the Department of Public Safety is on the brink of 
a fiill blown crisis? How many citizens have to be victimized needlessly because there are not enough 
Troopers on the streets and in the villages to even respond to the crimes that have already been 
committed, much less prevent new ones? How many Troopers have to resign and seek other 
employment so they can support their families? How many lawsuits have to be filed against DPS and 
the state for failing to provide the basic law enforcement services mandated by statute? How many 
Troopers lives are you willing to risk, working alone, without backup, due to the manpower shortages? 
How many Troopers' grieving widows would you care to hand a flag to before your eyes are opened?

Honorable Governor Palin, 

I am writing this letter concerning the above proposals because of the negative impact this would 
have on the neighborhood and environment I live in. I have witnessed the increase in drift boat 
traffic over the fifteen years my husband and I have lived at 52080 Tall Grass Ave. By putting in 
a State public access-boat launch the road traffic will greatly increase and so will the noise, 
vandalism and trespassing. The thought of having road traffic at all hours of our summer nights 
is something I never expected to happen in this neighborhood. 

But more important are the environmental issues involved in this proposal. The Trujillo site at 
river mile 3.5 is an old cannery. The demolition of these buildings could put the area (long 
established quiet residential subdivision) at risk of exposure to hazardous building materials and 
ground wastes. The Trujillo riverbank side now has an old drift boat landing and a dirt parking 
lot, which floods during high tides. There are rye grass tidal flats where birds (sandhill cranes, 
geese, ducks) come in from April to May. I would urge you to have an environmental impact 
statement under the national environment policy (NEPA) act done. 

I urge you not to fund the Department of Fish and Game's proposal (Reference No. 44823) to 
buy the Trujillo property. Having a powerboat launch on the lower Kasilof River would cause 
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the same bank erosion, noise, pollution, and overcrowding that is ruining the Kenai River.

Halfway through 

The Legislature is well into the second half of the session, already eclipsing the halfway mark a 
week back. Both sides are feverishly attempting to put a wrap on the state's operating budget. 
The operating budget, which covers the operating costs for all state functions such as funding for 
state troopers, Medicaid programs, road maintenance, airports etc., will likely be the largest 
operating budget in state history. As passed by the House last week, the operating budget 
exceeded 10 billion in total funding, close to a 10% increase from the previous year's budget. 
With action by the Senate expected this week, final action on the state operating budget could be 
completed by both sides as early as next week. 

Funding Measures and Surpluses 

A supplemental funding bill is also going through both sides of the legislature. This is a normal 
operating procedure for the administration and the legislature as unforeseen costs are annually 
adjusted in a supplemental funding bill to the previous year's enacted operating budget. 
However, this year things are a little different. As you may recall from last year, the legislature 
passed a rather large capital budget vdth many Legislators projects vetoed by the Governor. 
Well, strangely many of the projects deleted by the Governor have been added into the 
supplemental budget requested by the administration. As one legislator put it, "this is our way to 
let the Governor know who is the appropriating body." U! nder the Constitution only the 
legislature can appropriate money, while the Governor holds the veto power. The new approach 
at funding capital projects in the state's supplemental operating budget will likely create a few 
fireworks as the session draws to a close next month. 

Save a Buck Campaign 

Additionally, revenue forecasts have suggested the state may have an additional 3.5 to 4 billion 
dollars this year. The supplemental bill also carried a provision inserted by the Senate to dump 
2.6 billion into the constitutional budget reserve (CBR). As Rep. Mike Hawker astutely pointed 
out at the Chamber of Commerce annual legislative fly-in, any measure to put money into the 
CBR is simply political posturing. So do legislators need to make appropriations to the CBR? 
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No, all they need to do is not appropriate the money and it automatically rolls into the CBR as Rep 
Hawker explained to attending folks. 

Look for members of the House to jump on the bandwagon to see who can save the most money. 
Regardless of bragging rights, the state chamber has made it a top priority to encourage our legislators to 
save as much as is feasibly possible. With a gasline potentially many years away, oil production is 
dwindling fast. Even with tiie high price of oil, it is expected the state budget will be busted in 10 years 
or less. Less if the legislature continues to spend without looking to the future. 

State Chamber Legislative Fly-In 

Last week, the Alaska State Chamber of Commerce held its annual fly-in with business folks coming to 
Juneau from all over the state to participate and learn about issues affecting Alaskans. The first day's 
session took attendees through an in-depth look at the political, logistical and competitive issues 
surrounding Alaska's gas pipeline. Analysis and interpretations on gas issues were presented by Rep. 
Ralph Samuels, Dan Fauske (administrations AGIA team), Tony Pahner for TransCanada, and Brian 
Wenzel for Conoco-Phillips. The gasline presentations brought together a mix of perspectives on a very 
complex issue surrounding the future of Alaska's! gas pipeline. Some folks were optimistic after the 
presentation and discussions, while some folks felt much work is yet to be done to get the project 
moving. 

We also heard from legislators on other issues including Rep. Mike Hawker on the budget surplus and a 
fiscal plan and Sen. Johnny Ellis on unemployment insurance. Dan Barr presented information on the 
potential to develop an Alaskan business plan. Later in the event, a seminar was held in the Senate 
Finance Room with legislators stopping by to discuss a variety of personal and business issues. Those 
folks included: Senator Hollis French on health insurance, Senator Gary Wilken on financial issues and 
uses of the permanent fiind. Rep. Beth Kerttula on growing up in the Capitol and what it means to be a 
legislator, and Rep. John Coghill who covered a variety of issues. Senate President Lyda Green, and 
Speaker of the House John Harris, each made individual appearances, and were both able and 
knowledgeable presenters to the Alaskan business co! mmxmity. 

The two day event was topped off by a formal board meeting with a casual reception held for legislators 
and staff at the mid-way point in the two day process. The reception sponsored by Wal-Mart and the 
Alaskan Brewery Company drew more than 100 plus busmess and legislative participants. More than 
half of the elected members from the Senate and the House made an appearance to mix with Alaska's 
best in business. 

In the midst of a 90-day session, we at the State Chamber found it particularly rewarding that so many 
members of our Alaska Legislature were able to juggle very tight schedules to participate with us. It 
was truly a generous gesture to give us so much of their time.

I am writing to oppose funding for the Lower Kasilof Boat Launch. 

I object to the state using the Trujillo parcel for a public boat launch and parking area. I live in 

the residential subdivision between that parcel and the state highway, and I would be severely 

affected by this decision. Our roads are over 30 years old and were never designed to handle that 

much traffic, and still provide safety and accessibility for our homeowners and children playing 

outside. 

The Kasilof river currently has a very limited motorized boat us, due to river conditions. It is 
primarily a drift boat fishery, and I believe it is not allowed to fish from any motorized boat as 
well. Why provide access for power boats, then? The ADF&G uses a boat equipped with a jet 
drive and this boat can be heard quite clearly and loudly in my yard, 2 blocks from the river! The 
Kenai river is now addressing water quality issues of pollution from hydrocarbons, as well as 
noise and bank erosion from the boat traffic there. Should we not know the impact this may have 
on a much smaller river, before that damage is done here? 

There has been no public process or notification, and our neighbors are very concerned about the 

impact this would have for us. 

I ask you to please deny funding for this bill.

This smells like a 2 week old humpy. The ADFG Sportfish Division proposal #44823 contained 
in House Bill 3 1 1 really stinks. Without any public process, the Sportfish Division and State 
Parks are continuing to promote a plan to build a large boat ramp and parking facility on the 
lower Kasilof River. The Kasilof River now has a drift-boat only sport fishery and as a result of 
that has none of the hydrocarbon pollution, txirbidity and boat wake erosion problems that plague 
the Kenai River. One of the sites being considered for the new facility is a small privately owiied 
boat ramp. The owner does not allow use of his ramp to anyone before 7am as the access road 
goes through a residential subdivision and trucks pulling boat trailers down a gravel road are 
extremely noisy, boats with motors are also not allowed to use the ramp. The proposed facility 
would allow 1 times as many users with no restrictions. 

We already have enough social and environmental problems in the lower Kasilof River due to 
lack of planning and zero enforcement. The Kasilof River Personal Use Fishery is a good 
example of an environmental disaster in progress. This fishery attracts thousands of users from 
all over the state and because no agency is in charge of crowd control these people can camp for 
weeks and weeks on the dunes at tiie mouth of the river. These campers run their ATVs through 
the fragile grasses that help protect the dunes and dump their trash and sewage on the dunes and 
in the adjacent wetlands. In contrast, the City of Kenai last year spent over $95,000 managing the 
Kenai Personal Use Fishery and the city adrninistration recommends they spend an additional 
$75,000. 

I suggest that the state should work to fix existing problems before creating new ones. Please 
strip this ill-conceived proposal out of the budget and start talking to the local people about what 
the community really needs.

I|Cannot support the funding of this proposal 
because the Trujillo parcel is where Kenai River Sportfishing Assoc, targeted, while floating 
with Fish and Game, as their ideal boat launch, that will be used primarily for commercial guide 
drift boat interest, but in order to obtain the use of Federal money from the tackle tax, they need 
to create a motorized boat launch for public use. I am concerned that what is happening to the 
Kenai River with overuse of motorized boats and increased traffic, how can we let the same 
devastation happen to the Kasilof River? 

I have lived in this neighborhood for. 16 years and am very concerned at the detrimental impact 
this will have on us and the Kasilof River. The Trujillo landing has only been used primarily as 
a puUout for commercial guide boats, in a limited capacity with limited hours of operation. The 
river now has very limited motorized boat use with Fish and Game using a riverboat equipped 
mih a jet drive and it disturbs the peace and quiet in my yard three blocks from the river. I feel 
that increased traffic on the river would be unsustainable and have detrimental impact to water 
quality, noise levels, and the overall peace that we now enjoy.

Various municipalities throughout Alaska 
need help to reopen facilities that were closed in recent years. 



• Safe and sanitary plumbing should be brought to rural communities. This really 
should have been done a long time ago. 



• Prosecute grant fraud for charities who fail to deliver service. There are many 
organizations fronting as charities to obtain grant money, bank their profits, and not 
fulfill the purpose of the charitable organization stated in their federal tax nonprofit 
paperwork or Alaska license paperwork. The State of Alaska should begin rejecting these 
grant proposals and perhaps private enterprise can develop which will answer some of the 
business needs in our communities through the establishment of new small businesses.

At your request, I reviewed HB 287. The bill Virould place a number of new obligations on the 
Alaska Permanent Fund, including divesting from companies that do business with Sudan. 
(The Sudanese government is accused of sponsoring genocide against civilians in Darfxir) The 
bill's prime sponsors are Rep. Lynn and Rep. Gara. 

The bill has been heard once this session in House State Affairs. Mike Bums of the Permanent 
Fund testified against the bill ("we do not believe that investment decisions made for social or 
political reasons are in the best interest of the permanent fund.") The permanent fund also 
produced a fiscal note estimating costs at nearly $11 million for FY 2009, and about $8 million 
a year for every year thereafter. The permanent fund attributes most of these costs to fund 
managers raising their rates for having to change how they handle their portfolios.

A budget can be a dynamic beast, sometimes bom of little more than a hazy crystal ball 

and a heap of educated guesses that metamorphose into sometimes frightening forms 

through a fiscal year. 

But the beast should at least have recognizable parts — an operating budget, a capital 

budget, a supplemental budget. Some emergency reserves are part of the picture, too. 

When Gov. Sarah Palin insists that $70 million in capital projects that she vetoed last 

summer not be shifted to last year's supplemental budget, she is on solid footing. She 

said putting the items in the supplemental is simply inappropriate. Alaskans will see the 

logic in her stance. 

Still, the state House voted unanimously Monday and 38-1 on Tuesday to pass the 

supplemental budget with the $70 million in projects included. 

The Senate agreed on Tuesday, passing the supplemental budget 15-5. The bill now goes 

to the governor for her signature — and quite possibly some line-item vetoes. Lawmakers 

can try to override the vetoes, or they could try to put these items back in the 2009 capital 

budget. 

With a near-unanimous vote for the supplemental budget in the House, it appears that 

going the veto-override route may be tempting to legislators. 

Indeed, the supplemental budget manages billions of dollars. There are factors in that bill 

that are extraordinarily positive. It is a popular one overall. 

And, admittedly, there are some items among that $70 million for Fairbanks that we 

would like to see in the state's budget. Our delegation does need local support for these 

things, which include improvements to the J.P. Jones Community Development Center 

and reconstruction of the Tanana Valley Sportsmen's Association building, among other 

projects. 

But backtracking to insert these vetoed items into a supplemental budget, however 

popular, doesn't fit the purpose of a supplemental budget. These expenses, though small 

in relation to the total package, are hangers-on to what is otherwise good legislation. The

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problem is that they do not have to be there and, in fact, there is a better and more logical place 

for them. 

It may be feasible in the politics of the moment to insert $70 million in the supplemental budget, 

but the public understands what is a capital budget item and where those expenses should be 

logged; a capital expense is a capital expense.

I understand that Fish and Game proposal #44823 is in your capital budget, but I would like to request 
that you veto this funding. How can l=^&G get funding to buy private property, to put in a public access 
motorized boat launch, before there has been any environmental assessments, public concerns, and 
input from the local residents, on how this will impact the river and our community. We do not want any 
motorized public access this far up the river, if there is a need for a motorized boat launch then it should 
be centrally located at the mouth of the Kasilof River where all the other boat traffic is located. We are 
concerned that once F&G get funding for this proposal we will have no recourse to keep this out of our 
neighborhood and protect the Kasilof River. 

I am aware that Fish and Game say they are going to evaluate two sites for this proposal, the Trujillo 
parcel and Foxhill Estate Subdivision. I cannot support the funding of this proposal because the Tmjillo 
parcel is where Kenai River Sportfishing Assoc, targeted, while floating with Fish and Game, as their ideal 
boat launch, that will be used primarily for commerdal guide drift boat interest, but in order to obtain the 
use of Federal money from the tackle tax, they need to create a motorized boat launch for public use. I 
am concerned that what is happening to the Kenai River with overuse of motorized boats and increased 
traffic, how can we let the same devastation happen to the Kasilof River? As residents of this community, 
do we not have the right to express our concems and have them heard before F&G have the funds to 
purdiase one of these sites? 

There are many people, myself included, that are very concerned with the issue of more traffic on the 
Kasilof River, especially with motorized publfc access, when the Kenai River is being purged of two-stroke 
motors, where will all those displaced dipnetters and fisherman end up? This is bigger than F&G wanting 
to use access through our neighborhood, this is going to be devastating to the Kasilof River and our 
community. 

Last year you vetoed this project. Unfortunately, it has passed the House and Senate process this year, I 
urge you to veto it again.

The bill would place a number of new 
obligations on the Alaska Permanent Fund, including divesting from companies 
that do business with Sudan. (The Sudanese government is accused of 
sponsoring genocide against civilians in Darfur) The bill's prime sponsors are 
Rep. Lynn and Rep. Gara. 

The bill has been heard once this session in House State Affairs. Mike Burns of 
the Permanent Fund testified against the bill ("we do not believe that investment 
decisions made for social or political reasons are in the best interest of the 
permanent fund.") The permanent ftmd also produced a fiscal note estimating 
costs at nearly $11 million for FY 2009, and about $8 iiullion a year for every year 
thereafter. The permanent fund attributes most of these costs to fund managers 
raising their rates for having to change how they handle their portfolios.

Honorable Governor Palin, 

Just over 3 weeks ago my neighborhood found out by accident the Department of Fish 
and Game was again trying to get funding to biiy the Trujillo property for a public access 
power boat launch. The access to this boat ramp would be ttirough my neighborhood. 
Hopefully you have had a chance to view our correspondence to the State regarding this 
project. 

As far as we know the State has had no public input on the effects of this project on the 
river, the commercial fishing industry, critical habitat, or the local residents. There is a 
big pxish to buy Trujillos when it is not even knovm if it is an acceptable site for a power 
boat launch. The Swanson property is also being considered for this boat launch but we 
have found no fimding proposal to buy it too. ^y would the State buy one but not the 
other before the site assessment is completed? 

When my neighborhood first began the fight against this power boat launch at Trujillos 1 
just wanted it to be somewhere else on the river. In tiiese few weeks I have thought about 
it a lot and have come to the realization that I do not want another public access power 
boat launch any where on the Kasilof River. The Kenai River has so many problems now 
because of the high numbers of power boats. The Kasilof is a much smaller river and I 
believe it will be devastated if large nimibers of power boats come here, and they will if 
the State provides easy access to the lower river. 

Last year you vetoed this project. If this fiinding proposal makes it through the Senate 
and House process this year I urge you to reject it again.

Governor: 

Mike Bamhill from LAW, Russ Kelly, and I spent about an hour v/ith Senator Dyson. Basically, he has 2 issues. 

1). Use of Legislative intent Language. Senator Dyson wants the legislature to be able to control the size and 
other details of state construction projects through "intent" language in the budget An example he gave relative 
to the Eagle River Loop Road project was that he wanted the speed limit to be lower and the median to be about 
200 feet shorter. (He has constituent(s) with a business who are concerned customers will have a harder time 
making left turns to his business because of the median) He wants the legislature to be able to control these 
kinds of details through intent language. Mr. Barnhill explained the legal issues and we discussed that DOT is 
usually in a better position to determine these details through their engineers and safety experts. He said he 
understood, but wants to pursue the issue through a court case if necessary. 

2). Changes to Eagle River Loop Road. Senator Dyson wanted several changes to the project. DOT made 
some changes, like partially nan-owing the width of the project to the existing ROW, but refused to make other 
changes, like lowering the speed limit and shortening the median. Senator Dyson said this upset him and he was 
still going to submit his letter to the editor of the Eagle River Star. 

DOT said they get put in a difficult position on projects like this. They design and build roads to serve the 
numbers of people using the road. On a high volume road like this, it has to be built a certain way to be safe and 
keep traffic moving, but this can cause problems with the people living or having businesses on the frontage part 
of the road. DOT held 10-12 public meetings and says that at some meetings, public comments were well in 
favor of the bike paths. DOT feels they made reasonable changes to the project to the extent they could without 
getting into safety issues. 

I will continue to work with Leo on a plan to get DOT out and communicate with legislators during the interim on 
the STIP, eamiarks, etc. We may be able to head off issues like this in the future with more communication and 
there is clearly a high level of frustration by many legislators with DOT.

Therriault explained his no vote on the Senate floor. He argued that it was inappropriate to include the 
capital items in a supplemental budget, which is generally used to cover unexpected expenses incurred 
over the course of the yesi. And he accused majority members of including the items in the budget, 
which covers fiscal year 2008, to make the 2009 capital budget look smaller. 

He also suggested majority members were deliberately not cooperating with the governor. 

"It just leads me to believe that tiiere must be some otibter reason (for not putting the projects in the 
coital budget)," he said. 

Therriault said later he thought there might be some effort "to keep some members agitated at the 
governor," but wouldn't be more specific. 

On the floor, members of the bipartisan majority defended the bill by pointing to the savmgs elements 
and fiaiding for certain programs. 

The five members of the Republican minority were the only senators to vote against the bill.

Dear Board Metnt}ers: 

I am addressing this board once again because of difficulties tiiat I am having in successfully 
working as a physician assistant in the positions that I have attempted to t>e hired in, but mainly 
because of the difficulty that I am having in satisfying the demands of this board for obtaining a 
coBaborative physician in the Anchorage bowl. AlUiough I have addressed several different physicians 
in the area, I have been unable to find one that is willing to act as a coUaborative physician in my 
business endeavor. Sadly, although one wouM Hke to thhk that there are no ramifications from oth^s 
conceming a history of akxihollsm, In real life this is not the case. I have mentioned before th^ I tnjiy 
regret rny past actions vnhile actively practidng as an alcotwtic. I have now t»en sober for 7 1/2 years 
and am trying to get my life back together again. This has been an upward battle all the way. I am not 
expecting others to feel sorry lor me, I am not trying to make eccuses, and I do not expecX that "the 
world owes me". Be that as it may, it is dear to me that the public at large stHI has a very negative 
attitude towards recovering alcoholics and addicts. 

This is not just a statement, this is a fact I have personaAy experienced this situatnn over and 
over again. Major hospitals in the area have reflised to hire me into positions that I am w^l-quaHfied for 
even though at the time they have had a shortage of qualified personnel applying for these posttions. 
Several posittons as a physician assistant ttiat I have applied for in pri^^ie clinics, I have never made it 
past the interview. It seems as soon as I mentioned that I am a recovering alcoholk;, or that i am 
workftig under a Memorandum of Agreement wRh the State Medical Board, interest seems to 
completely die off. I realize that the underlying reasons for this discriminatory behavior stem Itom nty 
past history, but that is just it-it is past history! Once again I remind this board that I have been dean 
and soba- for about 7 1/2 years. 

There are several new members sitting on this board now that may not know my history. I am 
ttierefore going to brieBy review the history of my rrtteradton v\^ this board. In Noven*er of 2000, 1 
realized that my corisumptton of alcohol had become completely out of control. I voluntarily admitted 
myself to a world renowned treatment program for healthcare professionals Tatt)ott Recovery Center" 
and spent the next four months in npatient treatment. I invested ail this time and money because I felt 
like I needed to do this to save my life. When I was discharged from this fadlity, t returned to Alaska 
with the intention of returning to work as recommended by my treatment counselors. I approached 
both the Alaska State Nursing Board and the Alaska State Medical Board with the intention of being 
completely open and honest with these boards as to my past ftansgressions and my Intention for long 
tenn sobriety for the future. Interestingly encsigh, both these boards are under the umbrella of the 
Department of Community and Economic Development, the supenrisor of which at that time was Rick 
Urton. The nursing board, after reviewing my history and the recommendatk»is of the treatment fadlSy, 
eleded to allow me to go back to work with a Memorandum of Agreement that wouM appropriately 
supervise my employment as a registered nurse. (I was at that time Iteensed tx>th as a registered 
nurse and a physician assistant). The executive diredor of the nursing board even helped me obtain 
myfirstjob. 

However, when I approached the medteal board, I had a completely different reactkm. The 
chairperson (Martha Gotten) blatantly stated during that meeting tiiat "if it were up to me you wouM 
never get your physteian assistant license again (because you are an ateoholic and you lied to this 
board)". Needless to say I was flabbergasted. I spent the next Z1I2 years approachkig the board 
several times attempting to get my license renevi/ed. I had even on the first meeting occasion had a 
tentative Memorandum of Agreement worked out by the medical board investigators and myself for 
submission to the board. That MOAwas thrown outvi/lthout any consideration. After 3 1/2 years, when 
the board finaily decided that I was worthy of having my Ik^ense retumed, voted to reinstate my license 
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and then immediately voted to suspend it for anotlier year. During fhite entire time I was being 
monitored by an entity of tine Department of Community and Econorryc DeveiopmenL After tfi^ year 
suspensitxi the board finally accepted a memorandum of agreement and I was able to have my license 
renewed, it tool( me over six months after my license being active before I could even fnd employment 
even though I was beating the streets daily. One of the clinics that 1 applied to had actuedly l^red me, 
signed a cdlaborative Fdan that was to be submitted to the medical board, and then the foHowing day 
after reading a copy of my Memorandum of Agreement (that I am required to give to any of my 
employers) backed out of the agreement and made an excuse about why he could not hire me at that 
time. I have reviewed these events not to obtain sympathy from you, nor to self justify my feelings 
toward the actions of this board in the past, but to enlighten you as to what has transpired over the past 
7 1/2 years. I am now 60 years old, without a steady means of emiMoyment, recenBy cBagnosed with a 
potentlaOy fatal disease, unable to complete the requirements for this board in order for my idea for a 
buskiess venture <o come to fruWon due to the lacit of willingness to participate as a collaborative 
physician by those physicians s^roached in the Anchorage area. I therefore vrould like to suggest 
some things that the board can consider to help me be successful in working in the profession that I 
worked so hard for. 

At the last meeting that I attended, I requested some minor changes in the memorandum of 
agreement that would enable me to get started in my new business venture.

Nondiscrimination on the Basis of Disability in State and Local Government 
Services 

AGENCY: Department of Justice. 

ACTION: Final rule. 

SUMMARY: This rule implements subtitle A of title 11 of the Americans with 
Disabilities Act, Pub. L. 101-336, which prohibits discrimination on the basis of 
disability by public entities. Subtitle A protects qualified individuals with disabilities 
from discrimination on the basis of disability in the services, programs, or activities of all 
State and local governments. It extends the prohibition of discrimination in federally 
assisted programs established by section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973 to all 
activities of State and local .governments, including those that do not receive Federal 
financial assistance, and incorporates specific prohibitions of discrimination on the basis 
of disability from titles I, III, and V of the Americans with Disabilities Act. This rule, 
tlierefore, adopts the general prohibitions of discrimination established under section 504, 
as well as the requirements for making programs accessible to individuals with 
disabilities and for providing equally effective communications. It also sets forth 
standards for what constitutes discrimination on the basis of mental or physical disability, 
proviides a definition of disability and qualified individual with a disability, and 
establishes acomplaint mechanism for resolving allegations of discrimination.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: 

Background. 
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The landmark Americans with Disabilities Act ("ADA" or "the Act"), enacted on July 26, 
1990, provides comprehensive civil rights protections to individuals with disabilities in 
the areas of employment, public accommodations, State and local government services, 
and telecommunications. 

This regulation implements subtitle A of title 11 of the ADA, which applies to State and 
local governments. Most programs and activities of State and local governments are 
recipients of Federal financial assistance from one or more Federal funding agencies and, 
therefore, are already covered by section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, as 
amended (29 U.S.C. 794) ("section 504"), which prohibits discrimination on the basis of 
handicap in federally assisted programs and activities. Because title II of the ADA 
essentially extends the nondiscrimination mandate of section 504 to those State and local 
governments that do not receive Federal financial assistance, this rule hews closely to the 
provisions of existing section 504 replations. This approach is also based on sertion 204 
of the ADA, which provides that the regulations issued by the Attorney General to 
implement title 11 shall be consistent with the ADA and with the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare's coordination regulation, now codified at 28 CFR Part 41, and, 
with respect to "program accessibility, existing facilities," and "communications," with 
the Department of Justice's regulation for its federally conducted programs and activities, 
codified at 28 CFR Part 39. 

The first regulation implementing section 504 was issued in 1977 by the Department of 
Health, Education, and Welfare (HEW) for the programs and activities to which it 
provided Federal financial assistance. The following year, pursuant to Executive Order 
1 1914, HEW issued its coordination regulation for federally assisted programs, which 
served as the model for regulations issued by the other Federal agencies that administer 
grant programs. HEWs coordination authority, and the coordination regulation issued 
under that authority, were transferred to the Department of Justice by Executive Order 
12250 in 1980. 

In 1978, Congress extended application of section 504 to programs and activities 
conducted by Federal Executive agencies and the United States Postal Service. Pursuant 
to Executive Order 12250, the Department of Justice developed a prototype regulation to 
implement the 1978 amendment for federally conducted programs and activities. More 
than 80 Federal agencies have now issued final regulations based on that prototype, 
prohibiting discrimination based on handicap in the programs and activities they conduct. 

Despite the large number of regulations implemeziting section 504 for federally assisted 
and federally conducted programs and activities, there is very little variation in their 
substantive requirements, or even in their language. Major portions of this regulation, 
therefore, are taken directly fi-om the existing regulations. 

In addition, section 204(b) of the ADA requires that the Department's regulation 
unplementing subtitle A of title II be consistent with the ADA. Thus, the Department's 
final regulation includes provisions and concepts from titles 1 and III of the ADA. 
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Rulemaking History. 

On February 22, 1991, the Department of Justice published a notice of proposed 
rulemaking (NPRM) implementing title III of the ADA in the Federal Register. 56 FR 
7452. On February 28, 1991, the Department published a notice of proposed rulemaking 
implementing subtitle A of title II of the ADA in the Federal Register. 56 FR 8538. Each 
NPRM solicited comments on the definitions, standards, and procedures of the proposed 
rules. By the April 29, 1991, close of the comment period of the NPRM for title II, the 
Department had received 2,718 comments. Following the close of the comment period, 
the Department received an additional 222 comments. 

In order to encourage public participation in the development of the Department's rules 
under the ADA, the Department held four public hearings. Hearings were held in Dallas, 
Texas on March 4-5, 1 99 1 , in Washington, D.C. on March 1 3- 1 5, 1 99 1 , in San Francisco, 
California on March 18-19, 1991, and in Chicago, Illinois on March 27-28, 1991. At 
these hearings, 329 persons testified and 1,567 pages of testimony were compiled. 
Traiiscripts of the hearings were included in the Department's rulemaking docket. 

The comments that the Department received occupy almost six feet of shelf space and 
contain over 10,000 pages. The Department received comments from individuals' from all 
fifty States and the District of Columbia. Nearly 75% of the comments that the 
Department received came from individuals and from organizations representing the 
interests of persons with disabilities. The Department received 292 comments from 
entities covered by the ADA and trade associations representing businesses in the private 
sector, and 67 from government units, such as mayors' offices, public school districts, and 
various State agencies working with individuals with disabilities. 

The Department received one comment fix)m a consortium of 540 organizations 
representing a broad spectrum of persons with disabilities. In addition, at least another 25 
commenters endorsed the position expressed by this consortium, or submitted identical 
comments on one or both proposed regulations. 

An organization representing persons with hearing impairments submitted a large number 
of comments. This organization presented the Department with 479 individual comments, 
each providing in chart form a detailed representation of what type of auxiliary aid or 
service would be useful in the various categories of places of public accommodation. 

The Department received a number of comments based on almost ten different form 
letters. For example, individuals who have a heightened sensitivity to a variety of 
chemical substances submitted 266 post cards detailing how exposure to various 
environmental conditions restricts their access to public and commercial buildings. 
Another large group of form letters came from groups affiliated with independent living 
centers. 
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The vast majority of the comments addressed the Department's proposal implementing 
title III. Slightly more than 100 comments addressed only issues presented in the 
proposed title II regulation. 

The Department read and analyzed each comment that was submitted in a timely fashion. 
Transcripts of the four hearings were analyzed along with the written comments. The 
decisions that the Department has made in response to these comments, however, were 
not made on the basis of the number of commenters addressing any one point but on a 
thorough consideration of the merits of the points of view expressed in the comments. 
Copies of the written comments, including transcripts of the four hearings, will remain 
available for public inspection in Room 854 of the HOLC Building, 320 First Street, 
N.W., Washington, D.C. from 10:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m., Monday through Friday, except 
for legal holidays, until August 30, 1991. 

Overview of the Rule. 

The rule is organized into seven subparts. Subpart A, "General," includes the purpose and 
application sections, describes the relationship of the Act to other laws, and defines key 
terms used in the reguljttion. It also includes administrative requirements adapted from 
section 504 regulations for self- evaluations, notices, designation of responsible 
employees, and adoption of grievance procedures by public entities. 

Subpart B, "General Requirements," contains the general prohibitions of discrimination 
based on the Act and the section 504 regulations. It also contains certain "miscellaneous" 
provisions derived from title V of the Act that involve issues such as retaliation and 
coercion against those asserting ADA rights, illegal use of drugs, and restrictions on 
smoking. These provisions are also included in the Department's proposed title III 
regulation, as is tlie general provision on maintenance of accessible features. 

Subpart C addresses employment by public entities, which is also covered by title I of the 
Act. Subpart D, which is also based on the section 504 regulations, sets out the 
requirements for program accessibility in existing facilities and for new construction and 
alterations. Subpart E contains specific requirements relating to communications. 

Subpart F establishes administrative procedures for enforcement of title 11. As provided 
by section 203 of tlie Act, these are based on the procedures for enforcement of section 
504, which, in turn, are based on the enforcement procedures for title VI of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 (42 U.S.C. 2000d to 2000d-4a). Subpart F also restates the provisions 
of title V of the ADA on attorneys fees, alternative means of dispute resolution, the effect 
of unavailability of technical assistance, and State immunity. 

Subpart G designates the Federal agencies responsible for investigation of complaints 
under this part. It assigns enforcement responsibility for particular public entities, on the 
basis of their major functions, to eight Federal agencies that currently have substantial 
responsibilities for enforcing section 504. It provides that the Department of Justice 
would have enforcement responsibility for all State and local government entities not 
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specifically assigned to other designated agencies, but that the Department may further 
assign specific functions to other agencies. The part would not, however, displace the 
existing enforcement authorities of the Federal fimding agencies under section 504. 

Regulatory Process Matters. 

This final rule has been reviewed by the Office of Management and Budget under 
Executive Order 12291 . The Department is preparing a final regulatory impact analysis 
(RIA) of this rule and the Architectural and Transportation Barriers Compliance Board is 
preparing an RIA for its Americans with Disabilities Act Accessibility Guidelines for 
Buildings and Facilities (ADAAG) that are incorporated in Appendix A of the 
Department's final rule implementing title III of the ADA. Draft copies of both 
preliminary RIAs are available for comment; the Department will provide copies of these 
documents to the public upon request. Commenters are urged to provide additional 
information as to the costs and benefits associated with this rule. This will facilitate the 
development of a final RIA by January 1 , 1 992. 

Tlie Department's RIA will evaluate the economic impact of the final rule. Included 
among those title II provisions that are likely to result in significant economic impact are 
the requirements for auxiliary aids, barrier removal in existing facilities, and readily 
accessible new construction and alterations. An analysis of these costs will be included in 
die RIA. 

The Preliminary RIA prepared for the notice of proposed rulemaking contained all of the 
available information that would have been included in a preliminary regulatory 
flexibility analysis, had one been prepared under the Regulatory Flexibility Act, 
concerning the rule's impact on small entities. The final RIA will contain all of the 
information that is required in a fmal regulatory flexibility analysis and will serve as such 
an analysis. Moreover, the extensive notice and comment procedure followed by the 
Department in the promulgation of this rule, which included public hearings, 
dissemination of materials, and provision of speakers to affected groups, clearly provided 
any interested small entities with the notice and opportunity for comment provided for 
under the Regulatory Flexibility Act procedures. 

The Department is preparing a statement of the federalism impact of the rule under 
Executive Order 12612 and will provide copies of this statement on request. 

The reporting and recordkeeping requirements described in the rule are considered to be 
information collection requirements as that term is defined by the Office of Management 
and Budget in 5 CFR Part 1320. Accordingly, those information collection requirements 
have been submitted to OMB for review pursuant to the Paperwork Reduction Act 

SECTION-BY-SECTION ANALYSIS: 

Subpart A ~ General 
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§35.101 Purpose. 

Section 35.101 states the purpose of the rule, which is to effectuate subtitle A of title 11 of 
the Americans with Disabilities Act of 1990 (the Act), which prohibits discrimination on 
the basis of disability by public entities. This part does not, however, apply to matters 
within the scope of the authority of the Secretary of Transportation under subtitle B of 
title II of the Act. 

§35.102 Application. 

This provision specifies that, except as provided in paragraph (b), the regulation apjdies 
to all services, programs, and activities provided or made available by public entities, as 
that term is defined in §35. 104. Section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act of 1973 (29 U.S.C. 
794), which prohibits discrimination on the basis of handicap in ifederally assisted 
programs and activities, already covers those programs, and activities df public entities 
that receive Federal financial assistance. Title II of the AOA extends this prohibition of 
discrimination to include all services, programs, and activities provided -or made available 
by State and local governments or any of their instrumentalities, or agencies, regardless of 
the receipt of Federal financial assistance. Except as provided in §S5 j34, this" part does 
not apply to private entities. 

The scope of title II's coverage of public entities is comparable to the coverage of Federal 
Executive agencies under the 1978 amendment to section 504, which extended section 
504's application to all programs and activities "conducted by" Federal Executive 
agencies, in tiiat title II applies to anything a public entity does. Title II coverage, 
however, is not limited to "Executive" agencies, but includes activities of the legislative 
and judicial branches of State and local governments. All governmental activities of 
public entities are covered, even if they are carried out by contractors. For example, a 
State is obligated by title II to ensure that the services, programs, and activities of a State 
park inn operated under contact by a private entity are in compliance with title II's 
requirements. The private entity operating the inn would also be subject to the obligations 
of public accommodations under title III of the Act and the Department's title III 
regulations at 28 CFR Part 36. 

Aside from employment, which is also covered by titie I of the Act, there are two major 
categories of programs or activities covered by this regulation: those involving general 
public contact as part of ongoing operations of the entity and those directly administered 
by the entities for program beneficiaries and participants. Activities in the first category 
include communication with the public (telephone contacts, office walk-ins, or 
interviews) and the public's use of the entity's facilities. Activities in the second category 
include programs that provide State or local government services or benefits. 

Paragraph (b) of §35.102 explains that to the extent that the public transportation 
services, programs, and activities of public entities are covered by subtitle B of titie II of 
the Act, they are subject to the regulation of the Department of Transportation (DOT) at 
49 CFR Part 37, and are not covered by this part. The Department of Transportation's 
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ADA regulation establishes specific requirements for construction of transportation 
facilities and acquisition of vehicles. Matters not covered by subtitle B, such as the 
provision of auxiliary aids, are covered by this rule. For example, activities that are 
covered by the Department of Transportation's regulation implementing subtitle B are not 
required to be included in the self-evaluation required by §35.105. In addition, activities 
not specifically addressed by DOTs ADA regulation may be covered by DOT's 
regulation implementing section 504 for its federally assisted programs and activities at 
49 CFR Part 27. Like other programs of public entities that are also recipients of Federal 
financial assistance, those programs would be covered by both the section 504 regulation 
and this part. Although airports operated by public entities are not subject to DOT's ADA 
regulation, they are subject to subpart A of title II and to this rule. 

Some commenters asked for clarification about the responsibilities of public school 
systems under section 504 and the ADA with respect to programs, services, and activities 
that are not covered by the Individuals with Disabilities Education Act (IDEA), 
including, for example, programs open to parents or to the public, graduation ceremonies, 
parent-teacher organization meetings, plays and other events open to the public, and adult 
education classes. Public school systems must comply with the ADA in all of their 
services, programs, or activities, including those that are open to parents or to the public. 
For instance, public school systems must provide program accessibility to parents and 
guardians with disabilities to these programs, activities, or services, and appropriate 
auxiliary aids and services whenever necessary to ensure effective communication, as 
long as the provision of the auxiliary aids results neither in an undue burden or in a 
fundamental alteration of the pro-am. 

§35.103 Relationship to other laws. 

Section 35.103 is derived from sections 501(a) and (b) of the ADA. Paragraph (a) of this 
section provides that, except as otherwise specifically provided by this part, title II of the 
ADA is not intended to apply lesser standards than are required under title V of the 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973, as amended (29 U.S.C. 790-94), or the regulations 
implementing that title. The standards of title V of the Rehabilitation Act apply for 
purposes of the ADA to the extent that the ADA has not explicitly adopted a different 
standard than title V. Because title II of the ADA essentially extends the 
antidiscrimination prohibition embodied in section 504 to all actions of State and local 
governments, the standards adopted in this part are generally the same as those required 
under section 504 for federally assisted programs. Title II, however, also incorporates 
those provisions of titles I and III of the ADA that are not inconsistent with the 
regulations implementing section 504. Judiciary Committee report, H.R. Rep. No. 485, 
101st Cong., 2d Sess., pt.3, at 51 (1990) [hereinafter "Judiciary report"]; Education and 
Labor Committee report, H.R. Rep. No. 485, 101st Cong., 2d Sess., pt. 2, at 84 (1990) 
[hereinafter "Education and Labor report"]. Therefore, this part also includes appropriate 
provisions derived fi-om the regulations implementing those titles. The inclusion of 
specific language in this part, however, should not be interpreted as an indication that a 
requirement is not included under a regulation implementing section 504. 
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Paragraph (b) makes clear that Congress did not intend to displace any of the rights or 
remedies provided by other Federal laws (including section 504) or other State laws 
(including State common law) that provide greater or equal protection to individuals with 
disabilities. As discussed above, the standards adopted by title II of the ADA for State 
and local government services are generally the same as those required under section 504 
for federally assisted programs and activities. Subpait F of the regulation establishes 
compliance procedures for processing complaints covered by both this part and section 
504. 

With respect to State law, a plaintiff may choose to pursue claims under a State law that 
does not confer greater substantive rights, or even confers fewer substantive rights, if the 
alleged violation is protected under the alternative law and the remedies are greater. For 
example, a person with a physical disability could seek damages under a State law that 
allows compensatory and punitive damages for discrimination on the basis of physical 
disability, but not on the basis of mental disability. In that situation, the State law would 
provide narrower coverage, by excluding mental disabilities, but broader remedies, and 
an individual covered by both laws could choose to bring an action under both laws. 
Moreover, State tort claims confer greater remedies and M-e not preempted by the ADA. 
A plaintiff may join a State tort claim to a case brought under the ADA. In such a case, 
the plaintiff must, of course, prove all the elements of the State tort claim in order to 
prevail under that cause of action. 

§35.104 Definitions. 

"Act." The word "Act" is used in this part to refer to the Americans with Disabilities Act 
of 1990, Pub. L. 101-336, which is also referred to as the "ADA." 

"Assistant Attorney General." The term "Assistant Attorney General" refers to the 
Assistant Attorney General of the Civil Rights Division of the Department of Justice. 

"Auxiliary aids and services." Auxiliary aids and services include a wide range of 
services and devices for ensuring effective communication. The proposed definition in 
§35.104 provided a list of examples of auxiliary aids and services that was taken from the 
definition of auxiliary aids and services in section 3(1) of the ADA and was 
supplemented by examples from regulations implementing section 504 in federally 
conducted programs (see 28 CFR 39.103). 

A substantial number of commenters suggested that additional examples be added to this 
list. The Department has added several items to this list but wishes to clarify that the list 
is not an all-inclusive or exhaustive catalogue of possible or available auxiliary aids or 
services. It is not possible to provide an exhaustive list, and an attempt to do so would 
omit the new devices that will become available with emerging technology. 

Subparagraph (1) lists several examples, which would be considered auxiliary aids and 
services to make aurally delivered materials available to individuals with hearing 
impairments. The Department has changed the phrase used in the proposed rules, "orally 
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delivered materials," to the statutory phrase, "aurally delivered materials," to track section 
3 of the ADA and to include non-verbal sounds and alarms, and computer generated 
speech. 

The Department has added videotext displays, transcription services, and closed and open 
captioning to the list of examples. Videotext displays have become an important means of 
accessing auditory communications through a public address system. Transcription 
services are used to relay aurally delivered material almost simultaneously in written 
form to persons who are deaf or hearing-impaired. This technology is often used at 
conferences, conventions, and hearings. While the proposed rule expressly included 
television decoder equipment as an auxiliary aid or service, it did not mention captioning 
itself The final rule rectifies this omission by mentioning both closed and open 
captioning. 

Several persons and organizations requested that the Department replace the term 
"telecommunications devices for deaf persons" or "TDD's" with the term "text 
telephone." The Department has declined to do so. The Department is aware that the 
Architectural and Transportation Barriers Compliance Board (ATBCB) has used the 
phrase "text telephone" in lieu of the statutory term "TDD" in its final accessibility 
guidelines. Title IV of the ADA, however, uses the term "Telecommunications Device 
for the Deaf' and the Department believes it would be inappropriate to abandon this 
statutory tenn at this time. 

Several commenters urged the Department to include in the definition of "auxiliary aids 
and services" devices that are now available or that may become available with emerging 
technology. The Department declines to do so in the rule. The Department, however, 
emphasizes that, although the definition would include "state of the art" devices, public 
entities are not required to use the newest or most advanced technologies as long as the 
auxiliary aid or service that is selected affords effective communication. 

Subparagraph (2) lists examples of aids and services for making visually delivered 
materials accessible to persons with visual impairments. Many commenters proposed 
additional examples, such as signage or mapping, audio description services, secondary 
auditory programs, telebraillers, and reading machines. While the Department declines to 
add these items to the list, they are auxiliary aids and services and may be appropriate 
depending on the circumstances. 

Subparagraph (3) refers to acquisition or modification of equipment or devices. Several 
commenters suggested the addition of current technological innovations in 
microelectronics and computerized control systems (e.g., voice recognition systems, 
automatic dialing telephones, and infrared elevator and light control systems) to the list of 
auxiliary aids. The Department interprets auxiliary aids and services as those aids and 
services designed to provide effective communications, i.e., making aurally and visually 
delivered information available to persons with hearing, speech, and vision impairments. 
Methods of making services, programs, or activities accessible to, or usable by, 
individuals witli mobility or manual dexterity impairments are addressed by other

sections of this part, including tlie provision for modifications in policies, practices, or 
procedures (§35. 130(b)(7)). 

Paragraph (b)(4) deals with other similar services and actions. Several coramenters asked 
for clarification that "similar services and actions" include retrieving items fl-om shelves, 
assistance in reaching a marginally accessible seat, pushing a barrier aside in order to 
provide an accessible route, or assistance in removing a sweater or coat. While retrieving 
an item from a shelf might be an "auxiliary aid or service" for a blind person who could 
not locate the item without assistance, it might be a method of providing program access 
for a person using a wheelchair who could not reach the shelf, or a reasonable 
modification to a self-service policy for an individual who lacked the ability to grasp the 
item. As explained above, auxiliary aids and services are those aids and services required 
to provide effective communications. Other forms of assistance are more appropriately 
addressed by other provisions of the final rule. 

"Complete complaint." "Complete complaint" is defined to include all the information 
necessary to enable the Federal agency designated under subpart G as responsible for 
investigation of a complaint to initiate its investigation. 

"Current illegal use of drugs." The phrase "current illegal use of drugs" is used in 
§35. 1 3 1. Its meaning is discussed in the preamble for that section. 

"Designated agency." The term "designated agency" is used to refer to the Federal agency 
designated under subpart G of this rule as responsible for carrying out the administrative 
enforcement responsibilities established by subpart F of the rule. 

"Disability." The definition of the term "disability" is the same as the definition in the 
title III regulation codified at 28 CFR Part 36. It is comparable to the definition of the 
term "individual with handicaps" in section 7(8) of the Rehabilitation Act and section 
802(h) of the Fair Housing Act. The Education and Labor Committee report makes clear 
that the analysis of the term "individual with handicaps" by the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare (HEW) in its regulations implementing section 504 (42 FR 
22685 (May 4, 1977)) and the analysis by the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development in its regulation implementing the Fair Housing Amendments Act of 1988 
(54 FR 3232 (Jan. 23, 1989)) should also apply fully to the term "disability" (Education 
and Labor report at 50). 

The use of the term "disability" instead of "handicap" and the term "individual with a 
disability" instead of "individual with handicaps" represents an effort by Congress to 
make use of up-to-date, currently accepted terminology. As with racial and ethnic 
epithets, the choice of terms to apply to a person witli a disability is overlaid with 
stereotypes, patronizing attitudes, and other emotional connotations. Many individuals 
with disabilities, and organizations representing such individuals, object to the use of 
such terms as "handicapped person" or "the handicapped." In other recent legislation, 
Congress also recognized this shift in terminology, e.g., by changing the name of the 
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National Council on the Handicapped to the National Council on Disability (Pub. L. 100- 
630). 

In enacting the Americans with Disabilities Act, Congress concluded that it was 
important for the current legislation to use terminology most in line with the sensibilities 
of most Americans with disabilities. No change in definition or substance is intended nor 
should one be attributed to this change in phraseology. 

The term "disability" means, with respect to an individual - 

(A) A physical or mental impairment that substantially limits one or more of the major 
life activities of such individual; 

(B) A record of such an impairment; or 

(C) Being regarded as having such an impairment. 

If an individual meets any one of these three tests, he or she is considered to be an 
individual with a disability for purposes of coverage under the Atnericans with 
Disabilities Act. 

Congress adopted this same basic definition of "disability," first used in the 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973 and in the Fair Housing Amendments Act of 1988, for a 
number of reasons. First, it has worked well since it was adopted in 1974. Second, it 
would not be possible to guarantee comprehensiveness by providing a list of specific 
disabilities, especially because new disorders may be recognized in the future, as they 
have since the definition was first established in 1 974. 

Test A — A physical or mental impairment that substantially limits one or more of the 
major life activities of such individual 

Physical or mental impairment. Under the first test, an individual must have a physical or 
mental impairment. As explained in paragraph (l)(i) of the definition, "impairment" 
means any physiological. disorder or condition, cosmetic disfigurement, or anatomical 
loss affecting one or more of the following body systems: neurological; musculoskeletal; 
special sense organs (which would include speech organs that are not respiratory such as 
vocal cords, soft palate, tongue, etc.); respiratory, including speech organs; 
cardiovascular; reproductive; digestive; genitourinary; hemic and lymphatic; skin; and 
endocrine. It also means any mental or psychological disorder, such as mental 
retardation, organic brain syndrome, emotional or mental illness, and specific learning 
disabilities. This list closely tracks the one used in the regulations for section 504 of the 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973 (see, e.g., 45 CFR 84.3(j)(2)(i)). 

Many commenters asked that "traumatic brain injury" be added to the list in paragraph 
(l)(i). Traumatic brain injury is already included because it is a physiological condition 
affecting one of the listed body systems, i.e., "neurological." Therefore, it was 
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unnecessary to add the term to the regulation, which only provides representative 
examples of physiological disorders. 

It is not possible to include a list of all the specific conditions;' contagious and 
noncontagious diseases, or infections that would constitute physical or mental 
impairments because of the difficulty of ensuring the comprehensiveness of such a list, 
particularly in light of the fact that other corditions or disorders may be identified in the 
future. However, the list of examples in paragraph (l)(ii) of the definition includes: 
orthopedic, visual, speech and hearing impairments, cerebral palsy, ppilepsy, muscular 
dystrophy, multiple sclerosis, cancer, heart disease, diabetes, mental retardation, 
emotional illness, specific le arning disabilities, HtV disease ( Symptomatic or 
asymptomatic), tuberculosis, te^&^^BBJ^|||m|piMii The phrase "symptomatic or 
asymptomatic" was inserted in tlie final rule after "HIV disease" in response to 
commenters who suggested the clarification was necessary. 

The examples of "physical or mental impairments" in paragraph (1 )(ii) are the same as 
those contained in many section 504 regulations, except for the addition of the phrase 
"contagious and noncontagious" to describe the types of diseases and conditions 
included, and the addition of "HIV disease (symptomatic or asymptomatic)" and 
"tuberculosis" to the list of examples. These additions are based on the committee 
reports, caselaw, and official legal opinions interpreting section 504. In School Board of 
Nassau County v. Arline, 480 U.S. 273 (1987), a case involving an individual with 
tuberculosis, the Supreme Court held that people with contagious diseases are entitled to 
the protections afforded by section 504. Following the Arline decision, this Department's 
Office of Legal Counsel issued a legal opinion that concluded that symptomatic HIV 
disease is an impairment that substantially limits a major life activity; therefore it has 
been included in the definition of disability under this part. The opinion also concluded 
that asymptomatic HIV disease is an impairment that substantially limits a major life 
activity, either because of its actual effect on the individual with HIV disease or because 
the reactions of other people to individuals with HIV disease cause such individuals to be 
treated as though they are disabled. See Memorandum from Douglas W. Kmiec, Acting 
Assistant Attorney General, Office of Legal Counsel, Department of Justice, to Arthur B. 
Culvahouse, Jr., Counsel to the President (Sept. 27, 1988), reprinted in Hearings on S. 
933, the Americans with Disabilities Act, Before the Subcomm. on the Handicapped of 
the Senate Comm. on Labor and Human Resources, 101st. Cong., 1st Sess. 346 (1989). 

Paragraph (l)(iii) states that the phrase "physical or mental impairment" does not include 
homosexuality or bisexuality. These conditions were never considered impairments under 
other Federal disability laws. Section 51 1(a) of the statute makes clear that they are 
likewise not to be considered impairments under the Americans with Disabilities Act. 

Physical or mental impairment does not include simple physical characteristics, such as 
blue eyes or black hair. 

Nor does it include environmental, cultural, economic, or other disadvantages, such as 
having a prison record, or being poor. 
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Nor is age a disability. Similarly, the definition does not include common personality 
traits such as poor judgment or a quick temper where these are not symptoms of a mental 
or psychological disorder. However, a person who has these characteristics and also has a 
physical or mental impairment may be considered as having a disability for purposes of 
the Americans with Disabilities Act based on the impairment. 

Substantial Imitation of a major life activity. Under Test A, the impairment must be one 
that "substantially limits a major life activity." Major life activities include such things as 
caring for one's self, performing manual tasks, walking, seeing, hearing, speaking, 
breathing, learning, and working. 

For example, a person who is paraplegic is substantially limited in the major life activity 
of walking, a person who is blind is substantially limited in the major life activity of 
seeing, and a person who is mentally retarded is substantially limited in the major life 
activity of learning. A person with traumatic brain injury is substantially limited in the 
major life activities of caring for one's self, learning, and working because of memory 
deficit, confusion, contextual difficulties, and inability to reason appropriately. 

A person is considered an individual with a disability for purposes of Test A, the first 
prong of the definition, when the individual's important life activities are restricted as to 
the conditions, manner, or duration under which they can be performed in comparison to 
most people. A person with a minor, trivial impairment, such as a simple infected finger, 
is not impaired in a major life activity. A person who can walk for 10 miles continuously 
is not substantially limited in walking merely because, on the eleventh mile, he or she 
begins to experience pain, because most people would not be able to walk eleven miles 
without experiencing some discomfort. 

The Department received many comments on the proposed rule's inclusion of the word 
"temporary" in the definition of "disability." The preamble indicated that impairments are 
not necessarily excluded from the definition of "disability" simply because they are 
temporary, but that the duration, or expected duration, of an impairment is one factor that 
may properly be considered in determining whether the impairment substantially limits a 
major life activity. The preamble recognized, however, that temporary impairments, such 
as a broken leg, are not commonly regarded as disabilities, and only in rare circumstances 
would the degree of the limitation and its expected duration be substantial. Nevertheless, 
many commenters objected to inclusion of the word "temporary" both because it is not in 
the statute and because it is not contained in the definition of "disability" set forth in the 
title I regulations of the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission (EEOC), The word 
"temporary" has been deleted from the final rule to conform with the statutory language. 

The question of whether a temporary impaimient is a disability must be resolved on a 
case-by-case basis, taking into consideration both the duration {or expected duration) of 
the impairment and the extent to which it actually limits a major life activity of the 
affected individual. 
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The question of whether a person has a disability should be assessed without regard to the 
availability of mitigating measures, such as reasonable modifications or auxiliary aids 
and services. For example, a person with hearing loss is substantially limited in the major 
life activity of hearing, even though the loss may be improved through the use of a 
hearing aid. Likewise, persons with impairments, such as epilepsy or diabetes, that 
substantially limit a major life activity, are covered under the first prong of the definition 
of disability, even if the effects of the impairment are controlled by medication. 

Many conunenters asked that environmental illness (also known as multiple chemical 
sensitivity) as well as allergy to cigarette smoke be recognized as disabilities. The 
Department, however, declines to state categorically that these the determination as to 
whether an impairment is a disability depends on whether, given the particular 
circumstances at issue, the impairment substantially limits one or more major life 
activities (or has a history of, or is regarded as having such an effect). 

Sometimes respiratory or neurological functioning is so severely affected that an 
individual will satisfy the requirements to be considered disabled under the regulation. 
Such an individual would be entitled to all of tlie protections afforded by the Act and this 
part. In other cases, individuals may be sensitive to environmental elements or to smoke 
but their sensitivity will not rise to the level needed to constitute a disability. For 
example, their major life activity of breathing may be somewhat, but not substantially, 
impaired. In such circumstances, the individuals are not disabled and are not entitled to 
the protections of the statute despite their sensitivity to environmental agents. 

In sum, the determination as to whether allergies to cigarette smoke, or allergies or 
sensitivities characterized by the commenters as environmental illness are disabilities 
covered by the regulation must be made using the same case-by-case analysis that is 
applied to all other physical or mental impairments. Moreover, the addition of specific 
regulatory provisions relating to environmental illness in the final rule would be 
inappropriate at this time pending future consideration of the issue by the Architectural 
and Transportation Barriers Compliance Board, the Environmental Protection Agency, 
and the Occupational Safety and Health Administration of the Department of Labor. 

Test B ~ A record of such an impairment 

This test is intended to cover those who have a record of an impainnent. As explained in 
paragraph (3) of the rule's definition of disability, this includes a person who has a history 
of an impairment that substrnitially limited a major life activity, such as someone who has 
recovered from an impairment. It also includes persons who have been rhisclassified as 
having an impairment. 

This provision is included in the definition in part to protect individuals who have 
recovered from a physical or mental impairment that previously substantially limited 
them in a major life activity. | 

jKWiS Frequently occurring examples of the first group (those who have a history of 
an impairment) are persons with histories of mental or emotional illness, heart disease, or 
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cancer; examples of the second group (those who have been misclassified as having an 
itopairment) are persons who have been misclassified as having mental retardation or 
mental illness. 

Test C ~ Being regarded as having such an impairment 

This test, as contained in paragraph (4) of the definition, is intended to cover persons who 
are treated by a public entity as having a physical or mental impairment that substantially 
limits a major life activity; It applies when a person is treated as if he or she has an 
impairment that substantially limits a major life activity, regardless of whether that 
person has an impairment. 

The Americans with Disabilities Act uses the same "regarded as" test set forth in the 
regulations implementing section 504 of the Rehabilitation Act. See, e.g., 28 CFR 
42.540(k)(2Xiv), which provides: 

(iv) "Is regarded as having an impairment" means (A) Has a physical or mental 
impairment that does not substantially limit major life activities but that is treated by a 
recipient as constituting such a limitation; (B) Has a physical or mental impairment that 
substantially limits major life activities only as a result of the attitudes of others toward 
such impairment; or (C) Has none of the impairments defined in paragraph (k)(2)(i) of 
this section but is treated by a recipient as having such an impairment. 

The perception of the covered entity is a key element of this test. A person who perceives 
himself or herself to have an impairment, but does not have an impairment, and is not 
treated as if he or she has an impairment, is not protected under this test. 

A person would be covered under this test if a public entity refused to serve the person 
because it perceived that the person had an impairment that limited his or her enjoyment 
of the goods or services being offered. 

For example, persons with severe bums often encounter discrimination in community 
activities, resulting in substantial limitation of major life activities. These persons would 
be covered under this test based on the attitudes of others towards the impairment, even if 
they did not view themselves as "impaired." 

The rationale for this third test, as used in the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, was articuiated 
by the. Supreme Court in /ir//«e, 480 U.S. 273 (1987). The Court noted that althoughiai 
individual may have an impairment that does not in fact sub stantially limit a major life 
activity, the reaction of others may prove just as disabling 



|." Id. at 283. The Court concluded that, by including this test in 
the Rehab ilitation Act's defi nition, " Cong ress aekhowleclged that | 

"l" A', at 284. 
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Thus, a person who is denied SCTvices or benefits by a public entity because of myths, 
fears, and' stereotypes associated with disabilities would be covered under this third test 
whether or not the person's physical or mental condition would be considered a disability 
under the first or second test in the definition. 

If a person is refused admittance on the basis of an actual or perceived physical or mental 
condition, and the public entity can articulate no legitimate reason for the refusal (such as 
failure to meet eligibility criteria), a perceived concern about admitting persons with 
disabilities could be inferred and the individual would quality for coverage under the 
"regarded as" test. A person who is covered because of being regarded as having an 
impairment is not required to show that the public entity's perception is inaccurate (e.g., 
that he will be accepted by others) in order to receive benefits from the public entity. 

Paragraph (5) of the definition lists certain conditions that are not included within the 
definition of "disability." The excluded conditions are: transvestism, transsexualism, 
pedophilia, exhibitionism, voyeurism, gender identity disorders not resulting from 
physical impairments, other sexual behavior disorders, compulsive gambling, 
kleptomania, pyromania, and psychoactive substance use disorders resulting from current 
illegal use of drugs. Unlike homosexuality and bisexuality, which are not considered 
impairments under either section 504 or the Americans with Disabilities Act (see the 
definition of "disability," paragraph (l)(iv)), the conditions listed in paragraph (5), except 
for transvestism, are not necessarily excluded as impairments under section 504. 
(Transvestism was excluded from the definition of disability for section 504 by the Fair 
Housing Amendments Act of 1988, Pub. L. 100-430, section 6(b)). 

"Drug." The definition of the term "drug" is taken from section 5 10(d)(2) of the ADA. 

"Facility." "Facility" means all or any portion of buildiiigs, structures, sites, complexes, 
equipment, rolling stock or other conveyances, roads, walks, passageways, parking lots, 
or other real or personal property, including the site where the building, property, 
structure, or equipment is located. It includes both indoor and outdoor areas where 
human-constructed improvements, structures, equipment, or property have been added to 
the natural environment. 

Commenters raised questions about the applicability of this part to activities operated in 
mobile facilities, such as bookmobiles or mobile health screening units. Such activities 
would be covered by the requirement for program accessibility in §35. 1 50, and would be 
included in the definition of "facility" as "other real or personal property," although 
standards for new construction and alterations of such facilities are not yet included in the 
accessibility standards adopted by §35.151. Sections 35.150 and 35.151 specifically 
address the obligations of public entities to ensure accessibility by providing curb ramps 
at pedestrian walkways. 

"Historic preservation programs" and "Historic properties" are defined in order to aid in 
the interpretation of §35. 150(a)(2) and (b)(2), which relate to accessibility of historic

preservation programs, and §35. 15 1(d), which relates to the alteration of historic 
properties. 

"Illegal use of drugs." The definition of "illegal use of drugs" is taken from section 
510(d)(1) of the Act and clarifies that the term includes the illegal use of one or more 
drugs. 

"Individual with a diijability" means a person who has a disability but does not include an 
individual who is coirently illegally using drugs, when the public entity acts on the basis 
of such use. The phrase "current illegal lise of drugs" is explained in §35.131. 

"Public entity." The term "public entity" is defined in accordance with section 201(1) of 
the ADA as any State or local government; any department, agency, special purpose 
district, or other instrum.entali'ty of a. State or States or local government; or the National 
Railroad Passenger Corporation,' and any commuter authority (as defined in section 
103(8) of the Rail Passenger Service Act). 

"Qualified individual with a disability." The definition of "qualified individual with a 
disability" is talcen from section'201(2) of the Act, which is derived from the definition of 
"qualified handicapped person" in the Department of Health and Human Services' 
regulation implementing section 504' (45 CFR §84.3(k)). It combines the definition at 45 
CFR 84.3(k)(J ) for employment ("a handicapped person who, with reasonable 
accommodation, can perform the ess^tial functions of the job in question") with the 
definition for other services at 45 CFR 84.3(k)(4) ("a handicapped person who meets the 
essential eligibility requirements for the receipt of such services"). 

Some commenters requested clarification of the term "essential eligibility requirements." 
Because of the variety of situations in which an individual's qualifications will be at 
issue, it is not possible to include more specific criteria in tlie definition. The "essential 
eligibility requirements" for participation in some activities covered under this pail may 
be minimal. For example, most public entities provide information about their operations 
as a public service to anyone who requests it. In such situations, the only "eligibility 
requirement" for receipt of such infonmation would be the request for it. Where such 
information is provided by telephone, even the ability to use a voice telephone is not an 
"essential eligibility requirement," because §35.161 requires a public entity to provide 
equally effective telecommunication systems for individuals with impaired hearing or 
speech. 

For other activities, identification of the "essential eligibility requirements" may be more 
complex. Wliere questions of safety are involved, the principles established in §36.208 of 
the Department's regulation implementing title III of the ADA, to be codified at 28 CFR 
Part 36, will be applicable. That section implements section 302(b)(3) of the Act, which 
provides that a public accommodation is riot required to permit an individual to 
participate in or benefit from the goods, services, facilities, privileges, ad vantages and 
accommodations of die public accommodation, if that individual poses a i^^B^8 to 
the health or safety of others. 
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A ^^sSSSmSt^ ^ significant risk to the health or safety of othei^ that cannot be 
eliminated by a modification of policies, practices, or procedures, or by the provision of 
auxiliary aids or services. In School Board of Nassau County v. Arline, 480 U.S. 273 
(1987), the Supreme Court recognized that tiiere is a need to balance the interests of 
people with disabilities against legitimate concerns for public safety. Although persons 
with disabilities are gener^ly entittedto the. pro tection of this part, a person who poses a 
significaatfiskto others will not be ''"qualified 
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Arline. Such an inquiry is essential if the law is to achieve its goal of protecting disabled 
individuals from discrimination based on prejudice, stereotypes, or unfounded fear, while 
giving appropriate weight to legitimate concerns,' such as the need to avoid exposing 
others to significant health and safety risks. Making this assessment will not usually 
require the services of a physician. -Sources for medical knowledge include guidance 
from public health authorities,, such as the U.S. Public Health Service, the Centers for 
Disease Control, and the National Institutes of Health, including the National Institute of 
Mental Health. 

"Qualified interpreter." The Department received substantial comment regarding the lack 
of a definition of "qualified interpreter." The proposed rule defined auxiliary aids and 
services to include the statutory term, "qualified interpreters" (§35.104), but did not 
define it. Section 35.160 requires the use of auxiliary aids including qualified interpreters 
and commenters stated that a lack of guidance on what the term means would create 
confusion among those trying to secure interpreting services and often result in less than 
effective communication. 

Many commenters were concerned that, without clear guidance on the issue of 
"qualified" interpreter, the rule would be interpreted to mean "available, rather than 
qualified" interpreters. Some claimed that few public entities would understand the 
difference between a qualified interpreter and a person who simply knows a few signs or 
how to fingerspell. 

In order to clarify what is meant by "qualified interpreter" the Department has added a 
definition of the term to the final rule. A qualified interpreter means an interpreter who is 
able to interpret effectively, accurately^ and impartially both receptively and expressively, 
using any necessary specialized vocabulary. This definition focuses on the actual ability 
of the interpreter in a particular interpreting context to facilitate effective communication 
between the public entity and the individual with disabilities. 
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Public comment also reveded that public entities have at times asked persons who are 
deaf to provide family members or friends to interpret In certain circumstances, 
notwithstanding that the family member of friend is able to interpret or is a certified 
interpreter, the family member or friend may not be qualified to render the necessary 
interpretation because of factors such as emotional or personal involvement or 
considerations of confidentiality that may adversely affect the ability to interpret 
"effectively, accurately, and impartially." 

The definition of "qualified interpreter" in this rule does not invalidate or limit standards 
for interpreting services of any State or local law that are equal to or more stringent than 
those imposed by this definition. For instance, the definition would not supersede any 
requirement of State law for use of a certified interpreter in court proceedings. 

"Section 504." The Department added a definition of "section 504" because the term is 
used extensively in subpart F of this part. 

"State." The definition of "State" is identical to the statutory definition in section 3(3) of 
the ADA. 

§35.105 Self-evaluation. 

Section 35.105 establishes arequirement, based on die section 504 regulations for 
federally assisted and federally conducted programs, that a public entity evaluate its 
cunent policies and practices to identify and correct any that are not consistent witli the 
requirements of this part. As noted in the discussion of §35.102, activities covered by the 
Department of Transportation's regulation implementing subtitle B of title II are not 
required to be included in the self-evaluation required by this section. 

Experience has demonstrated the self-evaluation process to be a valuable means of 
establishing a working relationship with individuals with disabilities, which has promoted 
both effective and efficient implementation of section 504. The Department expects that 
it will likewise be useful to public entities newly covered by the ADA. 

, However, only those that employ 
50 or more persons are required to maintain the self- evaluation on file and make it 
available for public inspection for three years. The number 50 was derived from the 
Department of Justice's section 504 regulations for federally assisted programs, 28 CFR 
42.505(c). The Department received comments critical of this limitation, some suggesting 
the requirement apply to all public entities and others suggesting that the number be 
changed from 50 to 15. The final rule has not been changed. Although many regulations 
implementing section 504 for federally assisted programs do use 15 employees as the cut- 
off for this record-keeping requirement, the Department believes that it would be 
inappropriate to extend it to those smaller public entities covered by this regulation that 
do not receive Federal financial assistance. This approach has the benefit of minimizing 
paperwork burdens on small entities. 
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Paragraph (d) provides that the self-evaluation required by this section shall apply only to 
programs not subject to section 504 or those policies and practices, such as those 
involving communications access, that have not already been included in a self- 
evaluation required under an existing regulation implementing section 504. Because most 
self-evaluations were done from five to twelve years ago, however, the Department 
expects that a great many public entities will be reexamining all of their policies and 
programs. Programs and functions may have changed, mid actions that were supposed to 
have been taken to comply with section 504 may not have been fully implemented or 
may no longer be effective. In addition, there have been statutory amendments to section 
504 which have changed the coverage of section 504, particularly the Civil Rights 
Restoration Act of 1987, Pub. L. No. 100-259, 102 Stat 28 (1988), which broadened the 
definition of a covered "program or activity." 

Several coraraenters suggested that the Department clarify public entities' liability during 
the one-year period for compliance with the self-evaluation requirement. The self- 
evaluation requirement does not stay the effective date of the statute nor of this part. 
Public entities are, therefore, not shielded from discrimination claims during that time. 

Other commenters suggested that the rule require that evay self-evaluation include an 
examination of training efforts to assure that individuals with disabilities are not 
subjected to discrimination because of insensitivity, particularly in the law enforcement 
area. Although the Department has not added such a specific requirement to the rule, it 
would be appropriate for public entities to evaluate training efforts because, in many 
cases, lack of training leads to discriminatory practices, even when the policies in place 
are nondiscriminatory. 

§35.106 Notice. 

Section 35.106 requires a public entity to disseminate sufficient information to 
applicants, participants, beneficiaries, and other interested persons to inform them of the 
riglits and protections afforded by the ADA and this regulation. Methods of providing 
this infonnation include, for example, the publication of information in handbooks, 
manuals, and pamphlets that are distributed to the public to describe a public entity's 
programs and activities; the display of informative posters in service centers and other 
public places; or the broadcast of information by television or radio. In providing the 
notice, a public entity must comply with the requirements for effective communication in 
§35,160. The preamble to that section gives guidance on how to effectively communicate 
with individuals with disabilities. 

§35.107 Designation of responsible employee and adoption of grievance procedures. 

Consistent with §35.105, Self-evaluation, the final rule requires that public entities with 
50 or more employees designate a responsible employee and adopt grievance procedures. 
Most of the commenters who suggested that the requirement that self-evaluation be 
maintained on file for three years not be limited to those employing 50 or more persons 
made a similar suggestion concerning §35.107. Commenters recommended either that all

public entities be subject to section 35. 107, or that "50 or more persons" be changed to 
"15 or more persons." As explained in the discussion of §35.105, the Department has not 
adopted this suggestion. 

The requirement for designation of an employee responsible for coordination of efforts to 
carry out responsibilities under this part is derived from the HEW regulation 
implementing section 504 in federally assisted programs. The requirement for 
designation of a particular employee and dissemination of information about how to 
locate that employee helps to ensure that individuals dealing with large agencies are able 
to easily find a responsible person who is familiar with the requirements of the Act and 
this part and can communicate those requirements to other individuals in the agency who 
may be unaware of their responsibilities. This paragraph in no way limits a public entity's 
obligation to ensure that all of its employees comply with the requirements of this part, 
but it ensures that any failure by individual employees can be promptly corrected by the 
designated employee. 

Section 35.107(b) requires public entities with 50 or more employees to establish 
grievance procedures for resolving complaints of violations of this part. Similar 
requirements are found in the section 504 regulations for federally assisted programs 
(see, e.g., 45 CFR 84.7(b)). The rule, like the regulations for federally assisted programs, 
provides for investigation and resolution of complaints by a Federal enforcement agency. 
It is the view of the Department that public entities subject to this part should be required 
to establish a mechanism for resolution of complaints at the local level without requiring 
the complainant to resort to the Federal complaint procedures established under subpart 
F. Complainants would not, however, be required to exhaust the public entity's grievance 
procedures before filing a complaint under subpart F. Delay in filing the complaint at the 
Federal level caused by pursuit of the remedies available under the grievance procedure 
would generally be considered good cause for extending the time allowed for filing under 
§35. 170(b). 

Subpart B — General Requirements 

§35.130 General prohibitions against discrimination. 

The general prohibitions against discrimination in the rule are generally based on the 
prohibitions in existing regulations implementing section 504 and, therefore, are already 
familiar to State and local entities covered by section 504. In addition, §35.130 includes a 
number of provisions derived from title 111 of the Act that are implicit to a certain degree 
in the requirements of regulations implementing section 504. 

Several commenters suggested that this part should include tlie section of the proposed 
title III regulation that implemented section 309 of the Act, which requires that courses 
and examinations related to applications, licensing, certification, or credentialing be 
provided in an accessible place and manner or that alternative accessible arrangements be 
made. The Department has not adopted this suggestion. The requirements of this part, 
including the general prohibitions of discrimination in this section, the program access 
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requirements of subpart D, and the communications requirements of subpart E, apply to 
courses and examinations provided by public entities. The Department considers these 
requirements to be sufficient to ensure that courses and examinations administered by 
public entities meet the requirements of section 309. For example, a public entity offering 
an examination must ensure that modifications of policies, practices, or procedures or the 
provision of auxiliary aids and services furnish the individual with a disability an equal 
opportunity to demonstrate his or her knowledge or ability. Also, any examination 
specially designed for individuals with disabilities must be offered as often and in as 
timely a manner as are other examinations. Further, under this part, courses and 
examinations must be offered in the most integrated setting appropriate. The analysis of 
§35. 130(d) is relevant to this determination. 

A number of commenters asked that the regulation be amended to require training of law 
enforcement personnel to recognize the difference between criminal activity and the 
effects of seizures or other disabilities such as mental retardation, cerebral palsy, 
traumatic brain injury, mental illness, or deafiiess. Several disabled commenters gave 
personal statements about tJie abuse they had received at the hands of law enforcement 
personnel. Two organizations that commented cited the Judiciary report at 50 as authority 
to require law enforcement training. 

The Department has not added such a training requirement to the regulation. 
Discriminatory arrests and brutal treatment are already unlawful police activities. The 
general regulatory obligation to modify policies, practices, or procedures requires law 
enforcement to make changes in policies that result in discriminatory arrests or abuse of 
individuals with disabilities. Under this section law enforcement personnel would be 
required to make appropriate efforts to determine whether perceived strange or disruptive 
behavior or unconsciousness is the result of a disability. The Department notes that a 
number of States have attempted to address the problem of arresting disabled persons for 
noncriminal conduct resulting from their disability through adoption of the Uniform 
Duties to Disabled Persons Act, and encourages other jurisdictions to consider that 
approach. 

Paragraph (a) restates the nondiscrimination mandate of section 202 of the ADA. The 
remaining paragraphs in §35.130 establish the general principles for analyzing whether 
any particular action of the public entity violates this mandate. 

Paragraph (b) prohibits overt denials of equal treatment of individuals with disabilities. A 
public entity may not refuse to provide an individual with a disability with ari equal 
opportunity to participate in or benefit from its program simply because the person has a 
disability. 

Paragraph (b)(l)(i) provides that it is discriminatory to deny a person with a disability the 
right to participate in or benefit from the aid, benefit, or service provided by a public 
entity. Paragraph (b)(l)(ii) provides that the aids, benefits, and services provided to 
persons with disabilities must be equal to those provided to others, and paragraph 
{b)(l)(iii) requires that the aids, benefits, or services provided to individuals with 
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disabilities must be as effective in affording equal opportunityto obiain the same result, 
to gain the same benefit, or to reach the same level of achievement as those providfcd to 
others. These paragraphs are taicen from the regulations inriplementing section 504 and 
simply restate principles .long established under section 504. 

Paragraph (b)(lXiv) permits the public entity to develop separate or different aids, 
benefits, or services when necessary to provide individuals with disabilities with an equal 
opportunity to participate in or benefit from the public entity's programs or activities, but 
only when necessary to ensure that the aids, benefits, or services are as effective as those 
provided to others. Paragraph (b)(l)(iv) must be read in conjunction with paragraphs 
(bX2), (d), and (e). Even when separate or different aids, benefits, or services would be 
more effective, paragraph (b)(2) provides that a qualified individual with a disability still 
has the right to choose to participate in the program that is not designed to accommodate 
individuals with disabilities. Paragraph (d) requires that a public entity administer 
services, programs, and activities in the most integrated setting appropriate to the needs 
of qualified individuals with disabilities. 

Paragraph (b)(2) specifies that, notwithstanding the existence of separate or different 
programs or activities provided in accordance with this section, an individual with a 
disability shall not be dem"ed the opportunity to participate in such programs or activities 
that are not separate or different. Paragraph (e), which is derived from section 501(d) of 
the Americans with Disabilities Act, states that nothing in this part shall be construed to 
require an individual with a disability to accept an accommodation, aid, service, 
opportunity, or benefit that he or she chooses not to accept. 

Taken together, these provisions are intended to prohibit exclusion and segregation of 
individuals with disabilities and the denial of equal opportunities enjoyed by others, 
based on, among other things, presumptions, patronizing attitudes, fears, and stereotypes 
about individuals with disabilities. Consistent with these standards, public entities are 
required to ensure that their actions are based on facts applicable to individuals and not 
on presumptions as to what a class of individuals with disabilities can or cannot do. 

Integration is fundamental to the purposes of the Americans with Disabilities Act. 
Provision of segregated accommodations and services relegates persons with disabilities 
to second-class status. For example, it would be a violation of this provision to require 
persons with disabilities to eat in the back room of a government cafeteria or to refuse to 
allow a person with a disability the full use of recreation or exercise facilities because of 
stereotypes about the person's ability to participate. 

Many commenters objected to proposed paragraphs (b)(l)(iv) and (d) as allowing 
continued segregation of individuals with disabilities. The Department recognizes that 
promoting integration of individuals with disabilities into the mainstream of society is an 
important objective of the ADA and agrees that, in most instances, separate programs for 
individuals with disabilities will not be permitted. 'Nevertheless, section 504 does permit 
separate programs in limited circumstances, and Congress clearly intended the 
regulations issued under title II to adopt the standards of section 504. Furthermore, 
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Congress included autliority for separate programs in the specific requirements of title III 
of the Act. Section 302(b)(l)(A)(iii) of the Act provides for separate benefits in language 
similar to that in §35.130(b)(l)(iv), and section 302(b)(1)(B) includes the same 
requirement for "the most integrated setting appropriate" as in §35. 130(d). 

Even when separate programs are permitted, individuals with disabilities cannot be 
denied the opportunity to participate in programs that are not separate or different. This is 
an important and overarching principle of the Americans with Disabilities Act. Separate, 
special, or different programs that are designed to provide a benefit to persons with 
disabilities cannot be used to restrict the participation of persons with disabilities in 
general, integrated activities. 

For example, a person who is blind may wish to decline participating in a special 
museum tour that allows persons to touch sculptures in an exhibit and instead tour the 
exhibit at his or her own pace with the museum's recorded tour. It is not the intent of this 
section to require the person who is blind to avail himself or herself of the special tour. 
Modified participation for persons with disabilities must be a choice, not a requirement. 

In addition, it would not be a violation of this section for a public entity to offer 
recreational programs specially designed for children with mobility impairments. 
However, it would be a violation of this section if the entity then excluded these children 
from other recreational services for which they are qualified to participate when these 
services are made available to nondisabled children, or if the entity required children with 
disabilities to attend only designated programs. 

Many commenters asked that the Department clarily a public entity's obligations within 
the integrated program when it offers a separate program but an individual with a 
disability chooses not to participate in the separate program. It is impossible to make a 
blanket statement as to what level of auxiliary aids or modifications would be required in 
the integrated program. Rather, each situation must be assessed individually. The starting 
point is to question whether the separate program is in fact necessary or appropriate for 
the individual. Assuming the separate program would be appropriate for a particular 
individual, the extent to which that individual must be provided with modifications in the 
integrated program will depend not only on what the individual needs but also on the 
limitations and defenses of this part. For example, it may constitute an undue burden for a 
public accommodation, which provides a fijll-time interpreter in its special guided tour 
for individuals with hearing impairments, to hire an additional interpreter for those 
individuals who choose to attend the integrated program. The Department cannot identify 
categorically the level of assistmice or aid required in the integrated progi-am. 

Paragraph (b)(l)(v) provides that a public entity may not aid or perpetuate discrimination 
against a qualified individual with a disability by providing significant assistance to an 
agency, organization, or person that discriminates on the basis of disability in providing 
any aid, benefit, or service to beneficiaries of the public entity's program. This paragraph 
is taken from the regulations implementing section 504 for federally assisted programs. 
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Paragraph (b)(l)(vi) prohibits the public entity from denying a qualified individual with a 
disability the opportunity to participate as a member of a planning or advisory board. 

Paragraph (b)(lXvii) prohibits the public entity from limiting a qualified individual with 
a disability in the enjoyment of any right, privilege, advantage, or opportunity enjoyed by 
others receiving any aid, benefit, or service. 

Paragraph (b)(3) prohibits the public entity from utilizing criteria or methods of 
administration that deny individuals with disabilities access to the public entity's services, 
programs, and activities or that perpetuate the discrimination of another public entity, if 
both public entities are subject to common administrative control or are agencies of the 
same State. The phrase "criteria or methods of administration" refers to official written 
policies of the public entity and to the actual practices of the public entity. This paragraph 
prohibits both blatantly exclusionary policies or practices and nonessential policies and 
practices that are neutral pn their face, but deny individuals with disabilities an effective 
opportunity to participate. This.standard is consistent with the interpretation of section 
504 by the U.S. Supreme Court in Alexander v. Choate, 469 U.S. 287 (1985). The Court 
in Choate explained that members of Congress made numerous statements during 
passage of section 504 regarding eliminating architectural barriers, providing access to 
transportation, and eliminating discriminatory effects of job qualification procedures. The 
Court then noted: "These statements would ring hollow if the resulting legislation could 
not rectify the harnis resulting from action that discriminated by effect as well as by 
design." Id. at 297 (footnote omitted). 

Paragraph (b)(4) specifically applies the prohibition enunciated in §35. 1 30(b)(3) to the 
process of selecting sites for construction of new facilities or selecting existing facilities 
to be used by the public entity. Paragraph (b)(4) does not apply to construction of 
additional buildings at an existing site. 

Paragraph (b)(5) prohibits the public entity, in the selection of procurement contractors, 
from using criteria that subject qualified individuals with disabilities to discrimination on 
the basis of disability. 

Paragraph (b)(6) prohibits the public entity from discriminating against qualified 
individuals with disabilities on the basis of disability in the granting of licenses or 
certification. A person is a "qualified individual with a disability" with respect to 
licensing or certification if he or she can meet the essential eligibility requirements for 
receiving the license or certification {see §35. 104). 

A number of commenters were troubled by the phrase "essential eligibility requirements" 
as applied to State licensing requirements, especially those for health care professions. 
Because of the variety of types of programs to which tiie definition of "qualified 
individual with a disability" applies, it is not possible to use more specific language in the 
definition. The phrase "essential eligibility requirements," however, is taken from the 
definitions in the regulations implementing section 504, so caselaw under section 504 
will be applicable to its interpretation. In Southeastern Community College v. Davis, 442 
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U.S. 397, for example, the Supreme Court held that section 504 does not require an 
institution to "lower or effect substantial modifications of standards to accommodate a 
handicapped person," 442 U.S. at 41 3, and that the school had established that the 
plaintiff was not "qualified" because she was not able to "serve the nursing profession in 
all customary ways," id. Whether a particular requirement is "essential" will, of course, 
depend on the facts of the particular case. 

In addition, the public entity may not establish requirements for the programs or activities 
of licensees or certified entities that subject qualified individuals with disabilities to 
discrimination on the basis of disability. For example, the public entity must comply with 
this requirement when establishing safety standards for the operations of licensees. In that 
case the public entity must ensure that standards that it promulgates do not discriminate 
against the employment of qualified individuals with disabilities in an impermissible 
manner. 

Paragraph (b)(6) does not extend the requirements of the Act or this part directly to the 
programs or activities of licensees or certified entities themselves. The programs or 
activities of licensees or certified entities are not themselves programs or activities of the 
public entity merely by virtue of the license or certificate. 

Paragraph (b)(7) is a specific application of the requirement under the general 
prohibitions of discrimination that public entities make reasonable modifications in 
policies, practices, or procedures where necessary to avoid discrimination on the basis oif 
disability. Section 302(b)(2)(A)(ii) of the ADA sets out this requirement specifically for 
public accommodations covered by title III of the Act, and the House Judiciary 
Committee Report directs the Attorney General to include those specific requirements in 
the title 11 regulation to the extent that they do not conflict with the regulations 
implementing section 504. Judiciary report at 52. 

Paragraph (b)(8), a new paragraph not contained in the proposed rule, prohibits the 
imposition or application of eligibility criteria that screen out or tend to screen out an 
individual with a disability or any class of individuals with disabilities from fully and 
equally enjoying any service, program, or activity, unless such criteria can be shown to 
be necessary for the provision of the service, program, or activity being offered. This 
prohibition is also a specific application of the general prohibitions of discrimination and 
is based on section 302(b)(2)(A)(i) of the ADA. It prohibits overt denials of equal 
treatment of individuals with disabilities, or establishment of exclusive or segregative 
criteria that would bar individuals with disabilities from participation in services, 
benefits, or activities. 

Paragraph (b)(8) also prohibits policies that unnecessarily impose requirements or 
burdens on individuals with disabilities that are not placed on others. For example, public 
entities may not require that a qualified individual with a disability be accompanied by an 
attendant. A public entity is not, however, required to provide attendant care, or 
assistance in toileting, eating, or dressing to individuals with disabilities, except in special 
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circumstances, such as where the hidividual is an inmate of a custodial or correctional 
institution. 

In addition, paragraph (b)(8) prohibits the imposition of criteria that "tend to" screen out 
an individual with a disability. This concept, which is derived from current regulations 
under section 504 (see, e.g., 45 CFR 84. 1 3), makes it discriminatory to impose policies or 
criteria that, while not creating a direct bar to individuals with disabilities, indirectly 
prevent or limit their ability to participate. For example, requiring presentation of a 
driver's license as the sole means of identification for purposes of paying by check would 
violate this section in situations where, for example, individuals with severe vision 
impairments or developmental disabilities or epilepsy are ineligible to receive a driver's 
license and the use of an alternative means of identification, such as another photo I.D. or 
credit card, is feasible. 

A public entity may, however, impose neutral rules and criteria that screen out, or tend to 
screen out, individuals with disabilities if the criteria are necessary for the safe operation 
of the program in question. Examples of safety qualifications that would be justifiable in 
appropriate circumstances would include eligibility requirements for drivers' licenses, or 
a requirement that all participants in a recreational rafting expedition be able to meet a 
necessary level of swimming proficiency. Safety requirements must be based on actual 
risks and not on speculation, stereotypes, or generalizations about individuals with 
disabilities. 

Paragraph (c) provides that nothing in this part prohibits a public entity fi-om providing 
benefits, services, or advantages to individuals with disabilities, or to a particular class of 
individuals with disabilities, beyond those required by this part. It is derived from a 
provision in the section 504 regulations that permits programs conducted pursuant to 
Federal statute or Executive order that are designed to benefit only individuals with 
disabilities or a given class of individuals with disabilities to be limited to those 
individuals with disabilities. Section 504 ensures that federally assisted programs are 
made available to all individuals, without regard to disabilities, unless the Federal 
program under which the assistance is provided is specifically limited to individuals with 
disabilities or a particular class of individuals with disabilities. Because coverage under 
this part is not limited to federally assisted programs, paragraph (c) has been revised to 
clarify that State and local governments may provide special benefits, beyond those 
required by the nondiscrimination requirements of this part, that are limited to individuals 
with disabilities or a particular class of individuals with disabilities, without thereby 
incurring additional obligations to persons without disabilities or to other classes of 
individuals with disabilities. 

Paragraphs (d) and (e), previously referred to in the discussion of paragraph (bXl)(iv), 
provide that the public entity must administer services, programs, and activities in the 
most integrated setting appropriate to the needs of qualified individuals with disabilities, 
i.e., in a setting that enables individuals with disabilities to interact with nondisabled 
persons to the fullest extent possible, and that persons with disabilities must be provided 
the option of declining to accept a particular accommodation. 
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Some commenters expressed concern that §35.1 30(e), which states that notWng in the 
rule requires an individual with a disability to accept special accommodations and 
services provided under the ADA, could be interpreted to allow guardians of infants or 
older people with disabilities to refuse medical treatment for their wards. Section 
35.130(e) has been revised to make it clear that paragraph (e) is inapplicable to the 
concern of the commenters. A new paragraph (e)(2) has been added stating that nothing 
in the regulation authorizes the representative or guardian of an individual with a 
disability to decline food, water, medical treatment, or medical services for that 
individual. New paragraph (e) claiifies that neither the ADA nor the regulation alters 
current Federal law ensuring the rights of incompetent individuals with disabilities to 
receive food, water, and medical treatment. See, e.g.. Child Abuse Amendments of 1984 
(42 U.S.C. 5106a(b)(10), 5106g(10)); Rehabilitation Act of 1973, as amended (29 U.S.C. 
794); the Developmental ly Disabled Assistance and Bill of Rights Act (42 U.S.C. 6042). 

Sections 35.130(e)(1) and (2) are based on section 501(d) of the ADA. Section 501(d) 
was designed to clarify that nofting in the ADA requires individuals with disabilities to 
accept special accommodations and services for individuals with disabilities that may 
segregate them: 

The Committee added this section [501(d)] to clarify that nothing in the ADA is intended 
to permit discriminatory treatment on the basis of disability, even when such treatment is 
rendered under the guise of providing an accommodation, service, aid or benefit to the 
individual with disability. For example, a blind individual may choose not to avail 
himself or herself of the riglit to go to the front of a line, even if a particular public 
accommodation has chosen to offer such a modification of a policy for blind individuals. 
Or, a blind individual may choose to decline to participate in a special museum tour that 
allows persons to touch sculptures in an exhibit and instead tour the exhibits at his or her 
ovrti pace with the museum's recorded tour. 

Judiciary report at 71-72. The Act is not to be construed to mean that an individual with 
disabilities must accept special accommodations and services for individuals with 
disabilities when that individual can participate in the regular services already offered. 
Because medical treatment, including treatment for particular conditions, is not a special 
accommodation or service for individuals with disabilities under section 501(d), neither 
the Act nor this part provides affirmative authority to suspend such treatment. Section 
501 (d) is intended to clarify that the Act is not designed to foster discrimination through 
mandatory acceptance of special services when other alternatives are provided; this 
concern does not reach to the provision of medical treatment fortlte disabling condition 
itself 

Paragraph (f) provides that a public entity may not place a surcharge on a particular 
individual with a disability, or any group of individuals with disabilities, to cover any 
costs of measures required to provide that individual or group with the nondiscriminatory 
treatment required by the Act or this part. Such measures may include the provision of 
auxiliary aids or of modifications required to provide progi-am accessibility. 
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Several commenters asked for clarification that the costs of interpreter services may not 
be assessed as an element of "court costs." The Department has already recognized that 
imposition of the cost of courtroom interpreter services is impermissible under section 
504. The preamble to the Department's section 504 regulation for its federally assisted 
programs states that where a court system has an obligation to provide qualified 
interpreters, "it has the corresponding responsibility to pay for the services of the 
interpreters." (45 FR 37630 (June 3, 1980)). Accordingly, recouping the costs of 
interpreter services by assessing them as part of court costs would also be prohibited. 

Paragraph (g), which prohibits discrimination on the basis of an individual's or entity's 
known relationship or association with an individual with a disability, is based on 
sections 102(b)(4) and 302(b)(1)(E) of the ADA. This paragraph was not contained in the 
proposed rule. The individuals covered under this paragraph are any individuals who are 
discriminated against because of their known association with an individual with a 
disability. For example, it would be a violation of this paragraph for a local government 
to refuse to allow a theater company to use a school auditorium on the grounds that the 
company had recently performed for an audience of individuals with HIV disease. 

This protection is not limited to those who have a familial relationship with the individual 
who has a disability. Congress considered, and rejected, amendments that would have 
limited tlie scope of this provision to specific associations and relationships. Therefore, if 
a public entity refuses admission to a person with cerebral palsy and his or her 
companions, the companions have an independent right of action under the ADA and this 
section. 

During the legislative process, the term "entity" was added to section 302(bXl)(E) to 
clarify that tlie scope of the provision is intended to encompass not only persons who 
have a known association with a person with a disability, but also entities that provide 
services to or are otherwise associated with such individuals. This provision was intended 
to ensure that entities such as health care providers, employees of social service agencies, 
and others who provide professional services to persons with disabilities are not subjected 
to discrimination because of their professional association with persons with disabilities. 

§35.131 Illegal use of drugs. 

Section 35.131 effectuates section 510 of the ADA, which clarifies the Act's application 
to people who use drugs illegally. Paragraph (a) provides that this part does not prohibit 
discrimination based on an individual's current illegal use of drugs. 

The Act and the regulation distinguish between illegal use of drugs and the legal use of 
substances, whether or not those substances are "controlled substances," as defined in the 
Controlled Substances Act (21 U.S.C. 812). Some controlled substances are prescription 
drugs that have legitimate medical uses. Section 35.131 does not affect use of controlled 
substances pursuant to a valid prescription under supervision by a licensed health care 
professional, or other use that is authorized by the Controlled Substances Act or any other 
provision of Federal law. It does apply to illegal use of those substances, as well as to 
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illegal use of controlled substances that are not prescription drugs. The key question is 
whether the individual's use of the substance is illegal, not whether the substance has 
recognized legal uses. Alcohol is not a controlled substance, so use of alcohol is not 
addressed by §35.131 (although alcoholics are individuals with disabilities, subject to the 
protections of the statute). 

A distinction is also made between the use of a substance and the status of being addicted 
to that substance. Addiction is a disability, and addicts are Individuals with disabilities 
protected by the Act. The protection, however, does not extend to actions based on the 
illegal use of the substance. In other words, an addict cannot use the fact of his or her 
addiction as a defense to an action based on illegal use of drugs. This distinction is not 
artificial. Congress intended to deny protectio n to people who engage in the illegal use of 
drugs, whether or not they are addicted, but to \ 



A third distinction is the difficult one between current use and former use. The definition 
of "current illegal use of drugs" in §35. 1 04, which is based on the report of the 
Conference Committee, H.R. Conf Rep. No. 596, 101st Cong., 2d Sess. 64 (1990) 
[hereinafter "Conference report"], is "illegal use of drugs that occurred recently enough to 
justify a reasonable belief that a person's drug use is current or that continuing use is a 
real and ongoing problem." 




Paragraph (b) provides a limited exception to the exclusion of current illegal users of 
dru^ from the protections of the Act. It prohibits denial of health services, or services 
provided in connection with drug rehabilitation to an individual on the basis of current 
illegal use of drugs, if the individual is otherwise entitled to such services. A health care 
facility, such as a hospital or clinic, may not refuse treatment to an individual in need of 
the services it provides on the grounds that the individual is illegally using drugs, but it is 
not required by this section to provide services that it does not ordinarily provide. For 
example, a health care facility that specializes in a particular type of treatment, such as 
care of bum victims, is not required to provide drug rehabilitation services, but it cannot 
refiise to treat a individual's bums on the grounds that the individual is illegally using 
dmgs. 

Some commenters pointed out that abstention from the use of drugs is an essential 
condition of participation in some dmg rehabilitation programs, and may be a necessary 
requirement in inpatient or residential settings. The Department believes that this 
comment is well-founded. Congress clearly intended to prohibit exclusion from drug 
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treatment programs of the very individuals who need such programs because of their use 
of drugs, Ijut, once an individual has been admitted to a program, abstention may be a 
necessary and appropriate condition to continued participation. The final rule therefore 
provides that a drug rehabilitation or treatment program may prohibit illegal use of drugs 
by individuals while they are participating in the program. 

Paragraph (c) expresses Congress' intention that the Act be neutral with respect to testing 
for illegal use of drugs. This paragraph implements the provision in section 510(b) of the 
Act that allows entities "to adopt or administer reasonable policies or procedures, 
including but not limited to drug testing," that ensure that an individual who is 
participating in a supervised rehabilitation program, or who has completed such a 
program or otherwise been rehabilitated successfully is no longer engaging in the illegal 
use of drugs. The section is not to be "construed to encourage, prohibit, restrict, or 
authorize the conducting of testing for the illegal use of drugs." 

Paragraph 35.131(c) clarifies that it is not a violation of this part to adopt or administer 
reasonable policies or procedures to ensure that an individual who formerly engaged in 
the illegal use of drugs is not currently engaging in illegal use of drugs. Any such policies 
or procedures must, of course, be reasonable, and must be designed to identify accurately 
the illegal use of drugs. This paragraph does not authorize inquiries, tests, or other 
procedures that would disclose use of substances that are not controlled substances or are 
taken under supervision by a licensed health care professional, or other uses authorized 
by the Controlled Substances Act or other provisions of Federal law, because such uses 
are not included in the definition of "illegal use of drugs." A commenter argued that the 
rule should permit testing for lawful use of prescription drugs, but most commenters 
preferred that tests must be limited to unlawful use in order to avoid revealing the lawfijl 
use of prescription medicine used to treat disabilities. 

§35.132 Smoking. 

Section 35.132 restates the clarification in section 501(b) of the Act that the Act does not 
preclude the prohibition of, or imposition of restrictions on, smoking in transportation 
covered by title II. Some commenters argued that this section is too limited in scope, and 
that the regulation should prohibit smoking in all facilities used by public entities. The 
reference to smoking in section 501, however, merely clarifies that the Act does not 
require public entities to accommodate smokers by permitting them to smoke in 
transportation facilities. 

§35.133 Maintenance of accessible features. 

Section 35.133 provides that a public entity shall maintain in operable working condition 
those features of facilities and equipment that are required to be readily accessible to and 
usable by persons with disabilities by the Act or this part. The Act requires that, to the 
maximum extent feasible, facilities must be accessible to, and usable by, individuals with 
disabilities. This section recognizes that it is not sufficient to provide features such as 
accessible routes, elevators, or ramps, if those features are not maintained in a manner 
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that enables individuals with disabilities to use them. Inoperable elevators, locked 
accessible doors, or "accessible" routes that are obstructed by furniture, filing cabinets, or 
potted plants are neither "accessible to" nor "usable by" individuals with disabilities. 

Some commenfers objected that this section appeared to establish an absolute 
requirement and suggested that language from the preamble be included in the text of the 
regulation. It is, of course, impossible to guarantee that mechanical devices will never fail 
to operate. Paragraph (b) of the final regulation provides that this section does not 
prohibit isolated or temporary interruptions in service or access due to maintenance or 
repairs. This paragraph is intended to clarify that temporary obstructions or isolated 
instances of mechanical failure would not be considered violations of the Act or this part. 
However, allowing obstructions or "out of service" equipment to persist beyond a 
reasonable period of time would violate this part, as would repeated mechanical failures 
due to improper or inadequate maintenance. Failure of the public entity to ensure that 
accessible routes are properly maintained and free of obstructions, or failure to arrange 
prompt repair of inoperable elevators or other equipment intended to provide access 
would also violate this part. 

Other commenters requested that this section be expanded to include specific 
requirements for inspection and maintenance of equipment, for training staff in the proper 
operation of equipment, and for maintenance of specific items. The Department believes 
that this section properly establishes the general requirement for maintaining access and 
that further details are not necessary.

Governor Announces Second Best Year for Exports 
Alaska's 2007 Exports at $3.9 Billion 

March 20, 2008, Juneau, Alaska - Governor Sarah Palin today announced that the value of Alaska's 
exports for 2007 reached $3.9 billion, the second best year for exports. 

"This is great news for Alaska, and I commend all of the Alaskans whose hard work benefits our 
state and its trade and foreign investment," Governor Palin said. "I thank all Alaskans working in 
the international arena, including the visitor industry, the state's international ports and airports, 
the schools and technical service companies." 

Overall 2007 exports are down 3,8 percent from 2006's record-high $4 billion because of offsets in 
the export market. For example, zinc and gold exports rose significantly In 2007, while the value 
of Cook Inlet gas supply exports decreased and affected the value-added exports of liquefied 
natural gas and fertilizer. 

"We are competing in domestic and international markets," Governor Palin said, "and let's 
remember we prepare best for that competition through a strong educational system and 
workforce development." 

Both exports and foreign direct investment have been important to Alaska for more than six 
decades. Companies headquartered in Japan, Canada and Europe have Invested significantly In the 
state's natural resources. 

High world market prices increased the value of Alaska's zinc and lead ore exports by 8.5 percent 
to $1.2 billion in 2007, another record for the state. High zinc prices have more than doubled the 
value of Alaska's ore exports in the past three years and made it the state's second largest export 
in value after seafood. Alaska accounts for more than three-fourths of all U.S. zinc production. 
Red Dog Mine, in northwest Alaska, is the world's largest zinc mine. Canada was Alaska's largest 
ore market in 2007 followed by Korea, China, Japan, Spain, Finland, Belgium, Germany, and Italy. 

The value of Alaska's 2007 energy exports - primarily jet fuel, LNG, and coal - decreased 10.6 
percent to $232 million. The value of refined petroleum products - mostly jet fuel - rose 41 
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percent to $131 million. Jet fuel was exported to China, Canada, Taiwan and Korea. Alaska's LNG 
exports to Japan were $94 million in 2007, down 39.7 percent. Governor Palin announced an 
agreement on January 3, 2008, between the State of Alaska and oil industry officials that will help 
ensure energy supplies and security for Alaska while supporting the requested two-year extension 
of the federal export license for the LNG plant on the Kenai Peninsula. 

The value of Alaska's 2007 coal export was close to $5 million, and the coal was exported to Chile. 
This is the third year for coal exports to Chile. 

The higher price of gold in 2007 and an increase In export volume resulted in a 20.3 percent 
increase to $132 million for Alaska's 2007 export of precious metals. Switzerland is the major 
market for Alaska's gold exports. 

Constraints on Cook Inlet natural gas availability led to the closure of Agrium's major fertilizer 
plant in Kenai in December 2007. Before the closure, the plant exported $92 million worth of 
fertilizer in 2007 to Korea, Mexico, and Chile. 

In 2007, the value of Alaska's annual seafood exports was the second highest ever at $1.98 billion, 
a 1.9 percent decrease from the previous year. Alaska seafood exports to Japan, still the state's 
largest seafood export market, decreased 18.9 percent to $588 million, while exports to Chjna 
increased 27.1 percent to $411 million. Exports to Korea decreased 14 percent to $306 million. 
The ratio of total value to total volume for seafood exports increased in 2007 over 2006. 

The relatively large increase In seafood export to China Is due to the country's growing role in 
reprocessing for re-export. Alaska seafood Is also available In the retail market in more than a 
dozen cities in China. The Alaska Seafood Marketing Institute has marketing representatives based 
in Japan, China and the European Union - all markets that have generated significant increases in 
the state's seafood exports in the past decade. Since the beginning of the decade, the value of the 
state's seafood exports has nearly doubled. Improvements in processing technology and quality 
assurance, an increase in the number of product forms, and strong promotional efforts by the State 
of Alaska have increased the value of the harvest. 

"We are continuing to push hard both at home and in international markets so we can receive the 
highest possible value for our great fish," Governor Palin said. "We are educating key markets 
about our strong commitment to managing fisheries well and to producing the best seafood 
possible. As our state's constitution dictates, we are committed to sustainability of our precious 
fisheries." 

The state's 2007 seafood exports to Europe accounted for nearly one quarter of the value of 
Alaska's seafood exports. Ten years ago, European markets accounted for less than 6 percent. 
The increased demand in Europe for Alaska seafood is linked to the value those markets place on 
healthy eating, food traceabllity, sustainability of fisheries and the strength of the Euro.

Governor Palin Reaffirms Budget Commitment 

March 21, 2008, Juneau, Alaska - With just over three weeks left in the 

legislative session. Governor Sarah Palin today renewed her commitment 

to work with members of the legislature on responsible operating and 

capital budgets. In an effort to keep the pioblic informed, Governor 

Palin has answered questions that have been at the center of the budget 

debate. 

How do you feel about the changes proposed by House and Senate to your 

operating budget? 

I am pleased that the House, Senate and Administration all agree that we 

must control the growth of government spending. As we developed our 

budget, we took a hard look at all areas of government spending to 

change the direction of the large increases in previous years. Our 

approach in working with the Legislature has been to welcome additional 

ideas of how the State can be more efficient in serving Alaskans. By 

the end of session, I am confident that we will be able to say the 

Administration and Legislature both contributed to help achieve that 

1 
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common goal of controlling government spending. 

Have you really added more than 1,000 new positions in your budget this 
year? 

When we released our budget to the public and the Legislature on Dec. 
10, we included a "true up" of existing state positions that had not 
been accounted for in previous administrations. We felt it was 
important to tell Alaskans the real number of state positions and not 
continue the practice of holding a large number of positions off the 
books. Our "true up" included more than 800 positions that already 
existed but were not reflected in the budget. 



Various sources have suggested that your budget proposes to increase 
spending anywhere from 11 percent to 27 percent. Is this accurate? 
When we released our budget on Dec. 10 we calculated our General Fund 
increase in government spending for operating, capital and supplemental 
budgets at 4 percent. Our budget includes all categories. We included 
items that we knew would require supplemental funding to reflect a more 
accurate comparison between the current year and next year's spending. 
In addition, we clearly reflected the amount of the oil tax credits but 
did not include the funds as agency spending. When determining the 
spending increase from year to year, Alaskans need to look at what is 
included or not included in the number. 



What is your approach on the supplemental budget? 

I have been consistent in that I do not believe the supplemental budget 
is the appropriate vehicle to build a capital budget. It is appropriate 
for operating or capital items to receive early or supplemental funding 
only due to extraordinary or unforeseen circumstances. Projects that do 
not meet this description should be included in a comprehensive capital 
budget . 

2 
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The deadline for reviewing the supplemental budget (SB 256) is April 5, 
just 8 days prior to the end of session. During this time, I plan on 
frequent discussions with legislative leaders to work out a plan for 
total savings and an acceptable level of spending. I have also 
committed to meet with every legislator in an effort to improve 
communication, work in cooperation and learn about items important to 
their individual districts. A final decision regarding the supplemental 
budget will be made once we have had a chance to meet with legislators 
about their projects. 



What is your intention for the school funding bill? 
I intend to sign the bill. My goal has always been to provide 
multi-year funding in a level sufficient to provide predictability and 
stability to Alaska school districts. Certain legislators felt our 
adjustment to the base student allocation (BSA) was too high and that 
districts could manage with an increase of $100 BSA. We have been 
hearing recently from school districts that the amount appropriated to 
date is not sufficient. I also understand that legislators may provide 
some additional funds in FY2009 to help ensure the rising costs of labor 
and energy do not divert money from the classroom. 

Given the revised revenue forecast increasing the amount of surplus 
available, have you changed your savings plan? 

We are blessed to have significant budget surplus in the current year 
and projected for next year. The opportunity to put even more in 
savings than we anticipated in December is something all Alaskans 
support . That is why it is even more important to work with the 
Legislature on an overall spending plan for operating and capital 
budgets so that we can slow the growth of government, meet the needs of 
Alaskans and save for the future. Our goal is to save as much as 
possible in FY2008 and FY2009.

Governor Palin Reaffirms Budget Commitment 

March 21, 2008, Juneau, Alaska - With just over three weeks left in the 
legislative session, Governor Sarah Palin today renewed her commitment 
to work with members of the legislature on responsible operating and 
capital budgets. In an effort to keep the public informed. Governor 
Palin has answered questions that have been at the center of the budget 
debate . 

How do you feel about the changes proposed by House and Senate to your 
operating budget? 

I am pleased that the House, Senate and Administration all agree that we 
must control the growth of government spending. As we developed our 
budget, we took a hard look at all areas of government spending to 
change the direction of the large increases in previous years . Our 
approach in working with the Legislature has been to welcome additional 

1 
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ideas of how the State can be more efficient in serving Alaskans. By 
the end of session, I am confident that we will be able to say the 
Administration and Legislature both contributed to help achieve that 
comnion goal of controlling government spending. 

Have you really added more than 1,000 new positions in your budget this 
year? 

When we released our budget to the public and the Legislature on Dec. 
10, we included a "true up" of existing state positions that had not 
been accounted for in previous administrations. We felt it was 
important to tell Alaskans the real number of state positions and not 
continue the practice of holding a large number of positions off the 
books. Our "true up" included more than 800 positions that already 
existed but were not reflected in the budget. 



Various sources have suggested that your budget proposes to increase 
spending anywhere from 11 percent to 27 percent. Is this accurate? 
When we released our budget on Dec. 10 we calculated our General Fund 
increase in government spending for operating, capital and supplemental 
budgets at 4 percent. Our budget includes all categories. We included 
items that we knew would require supplemental funding to reflect a more 
accurate comparison between the current year and next year's spending. 
In addition, we clearly reflected the amoimt of the oil tax credits but 
did not include the funds as agency spending. When determining the 
spending increase from year to year, AlaskeUis need to look at what is 
included or not included in the number. 



What is your approach on the supplemental budget? 

I have been consistent in that I do not believe the supplemental budget 

is the appropriate vehicle to build a capital budget. It is appropriate 

for operating or capital items to receive early or supplemental funding 

only due to extraordinary or unforeseen circumstances. Projects that do 

2 
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not meet this description should be included in a comprehensive capital 
budget . 

The deadline for reviewing the supplemental budget (SB 256) is April 5, 
just 8 days prior to the end of session. During this time, I plan on 
frequent discussions with legislative leaders to work out a plan for 
total savings and an acceptable level of spending. I have also 
committed to meet with every legislator in an effort to improve 
communication, work in cooperation and learn about items important to 
their individual districts. A final decision regarding the supplemental 
budget will be made once we have had a chance to meet with legislators 
about their projects. 



What is your intention for the school funding bill? 
I intend to sign the bill. My goal has always been to provide 
multi-year funding in a level sufficient to provide predictability and 
stability to Alaska school districts. Certain legislators felt our 
adjustment to the base student allocation (BSA) was too high and that 
districts could manage with an increase of $100 BSA. We have been 
hearing recently from school districts that the amount appropriated to 
date is not sufficient, i also understand that legislators may provide 
some additional funds in FY2009 to help ensure the rising costs of labor 
and energy do not divert money from the classroom. 

Given the revised revenue forecast increasing the amount of surplus 
available, have you changed your savings plan? 

We are blessed to have significant budget surplus in the current year 
and projected for next year. The opportunity to put even more in 
savings than we anticipated in December is something all Alaskans 
support. That is why it is even more important to work with the 
Legislature on an overall spending plan for operating and capital 
budgets so that we can slow the growth of government, meet the needs of

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Alaskans and save for the future. Our goal is to save as much as 
possible in FY2008 and FY2009.

BACKGROUND 



Senator Fred Dyson met with the Governor in early 2007 to discuss reconvening the Alaska 
Natives Commission -- a joint Federal-State body, created by Congress in 1990, to review 
policies and programs that affect Alaska Natives. 



Senator Dyson says two men inspired him to take action: 



* Dr. Walter Soboleff, a Tlingit elder who will turn 100 years old this November. 
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* Harold Napoleon, author of '"Yuuyaraq: Way of the Human Being." Napoleon wrote this 
book while serving time in prison for battering his son to death in an alcoholic blackout. 
The book gives a historical perspective on why Alaska Natives abuse alcohol. 



THE VISION. Walter Soboleff and Harold Napoleon want a state task force comprised of 
Native elders: 



to review the Commission' s report 



to assess the status of Alaska Natives since the report came out in 1994. 



to find out how much progress has been made on the report's recommendations. 



Senator Dyson says there's a spiritual aspect to this as well -- that Soboleff and 
Napoleon believe God directed them to him, to help make their vision a reality. 



Some of the goals Dyson describes:

to "redirect Alaska Native attention to spiritual values and transformation" 



* to bring together "a group of godly men and women from Alaska's Native peoples to meet 
and study the many Native problems and identify solutions."

HAROLD NAPOLEON MEETING 



This meeting was quite emotional. I've known Harold Napoleon for many years, but he's 
never spoken so intimately of the day his son died - the day his spiritual journey began. 



At the time. Napoleon was head of the Association of Village Council Presidents, one of 
Southwest Alaska's most powerful leaders. 



But alcohol brought an end to all that. Napoleon described the confusion when he awoke in 
a strange place after a night of heavy drinking -- how Trooper Jerry Hooper gently told 
him what he had done, even took him outside to get some air. Napoleon said time literally 
stopped in the room where he was held - that it seemed like hours had gone by. But when he 
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looked at the clock, only five minutes had passed. 



And from that day inl984 forward, time would keep dragging on. Napoleon spent nine years 
in prison. But out of this time of darkness came an important book -- that sheds new 
light on old problems. 



While in prison. Napoleon had time to talk with other Native inmates - and found they had 
so much in common. These discussions sparked a desire to learn the root causes of Native 
alcoholism. In his book, "Yuuyaraq ( you -yuh- hawk) : The Way of the Human Being," he 
disco\mted the role of genetics -- and said the primary cause of alcoholism is spiritual 
not physical. 



Governor Walter Hickel was among those deeply moved by the book. He later tapped 
Napoleon as an advisor in efforts to bring about a change in the Native condition. 



Napoleon now believes genetics it plays a greater role than he once thought, but he still 
believes the central issue is inter-generational trauma. Today he talks about this trauma 
passes from generation to generation through child eibuse. 



To break this chain of death and self-destruction. Napoleon says Alaska Natives must 
return to the source of cultural breakdown -- the "Great Death," a series of epidemics 
which struck Native comm\mitiea from the 1770' s to the 1940' s, which wiped out the "old 
culture." 



Napoleon says Alaska Natives do not realize that Native culture today is very different 
from what existed before the "Great Death." 
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Napoleon believes a Native Commission could make a big difference, by helping Natives 
understand their past - a process that will take open and honest communication. 



DR. WALTER SOBOLEFF MEETING 



This meeting was also quite powerful. How often do you get to sit down with a 99-year- 
old man, who is so clear in mind and heart -- so humble, yet so great? 



Aside from reviewing the Alaska Native Commission report, Walter Soboleff would like to 
use the commisison as a vehicle to reconnect Alaska Natives to their "old culture* - which 
was governed by an elaborate set of rules to promote good behavior. 



"Good behavior is prevention," Walter said. "We have the best of doctors, clinics, 
everything, but now we need to let people know they need to behave themselves." 



Soboleff says the commission needs to focus on "delinquent parents," because "parental 
delinquency is contagious . " 



Some of the other concepts he would like the commission to promote among Alaska Natives. 



* The road of progress is under construction and you are one of the workers. 
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* Every village, every community is a teacher. And a commvmity teaches us well. We must 
ask: what kind of lessons are Alaska Native communities teaching today? 



* All cultures have family values, cultural commandments. Take the best of each culture. 
Take the best of both worlds. 



* Share codes of conduct and protocol from different Native Cultures. 



* Native people need to speak out about bad behavior. We act because we care. If we 
don't speak -- and don't act, it means we don't care. 



* Good people need to support the helpless, but sometimes good people are too busy. 



FEEDBACK FROM OTHER ALASKA NATIVE LEADERS 
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* Most like the idea of a Native Commission to explore Native issues and give feedback to 
the Governor. They point out that other states with much smaller Native populations than 
Alaska have departments set-up to deal with tribal groups. They would like to see 
something similar and see the commission as a good start. 



* Senator Dyson gave us a list of people to tap for the commission. All were Native 
religious leaders. Almost all of the Native leaders I spoke with think this panel should 
have broader representation. 



* A number of leaders say they would like to see a mix of elders and young leaders on the 
panel. They believe this would energize and inspire a growing number of talented young 
Natives . 



* Some wanted to see subsistence included. Others felt that this would be too divisive - 
that nothing would result and the commission would lose credibility. 



* Some say the scope of this task force should be limited - that if it was asked to do too 
many things, it would fail -- that it would be better for the Governor to give this board 
one assignment with a short time frame. Upon completion, the Governor and the group 
would decide whether the board should live on. If so, they would then decide what the 
next task would be. 



* Others thought the group should serve as ein advisory board to the Rural Advisor, who

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would pass on their input on current issues to the governor.

(JXniEAU) - Today the Alaska Senate passed the state's FY 09 operating budget, House Bill 
310, after a thorough and complete review of all the spending increases proposed by the 
Palin administration. 



"The Senate Finance Committee has always believed that living within our means starts with 
slowing down the growth of the state operating budget," said Senate Finance Co-Chair Lyman 
Hoffman, D-Bethel. "We started with Governor Palin' s version that was 17 percent larger 
than last year. After weeks of analyzing that budget we were able to trim that increase by 
nearly five percent . " 



"This is a sound budget that meets the people's needs," said Senate President Lyda Green, 
R-Wasilla. "However, I am still concerned about the total dollar amount. We were able to 
make reductions to the Governor's budget, but more will need to be made next year so that 
we can save as much of the surplus as possible." 



The Senate started its review by applying the following three principals to the FY 09 
spending plan: 



* No new state positions unless absolutely necessary 

* Refrain from backfilling the loss of federal funds with state general funds 

* Curb expansion of existing programs without so\ind justification 
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By applying these principals the Senate crafted a spending plan that curbs the growth of 
state government by $208 million and saves as much of the budget surplus as possible and: 



* Reduces Governor Palin's proposed operating budget increase from 17 percent to 11.5 
percent 

* Slashes the number of new state government positions in the Palin administration's 
proposed budget by half from 305 to 157 

* Turned away the expansion of state programs proposed by the Palin administration for 
a savings of $4 million 



The FY 09 operating budget uses $4.2 billion in general fund revenue. The operating budget 
now goes back to the House for concurrence. If the House declines to concur with the 
Senate's changes a joint conference committee will be appointed to come up with compromise 
legislation.

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All pf us who have signed below are writing you to express our strong support for a fixed 
annual allocation of at least 1.9 million pounds of halibut in Area 2C and 4.15 million 
pounds of halibut in Area 3A for charter fishing off Alaska. Sport caught fish is one of 
Alaska's most value-added resources, and contributes tens of millions of dollars to the 
economies of coastal communities in Southeast and Southcentral Alaska. 



Alaska needs a charter industry with stability. Adopting a fixed pound allocation of at 
least 1.9 million pounds for Area 2C and 4.15 million pounds for Area 3A would provide for 
the continuation of the charter industry in Alaska as it exists today. Allocating 6.05 
million pounds - only 8.2 percent of the average amount of halibut allocated each year by 
the International Pacific Halibut Commission (IPHC) to the fisheries off Alaska - is a 
reasonable solution. It is the level that most closely tracks what charter anglers caught 
in 2005, the year the Council chose as the control date for the charter fleet moratorium. 
6.05 million pounds is far less than the 11 million plus pounds of halibut taken annually 
by commercial fisheries in the form of bycatch under rules recommended by the Council, and 
just 10.4 percent of the 58 million pounds allocated on average by the IPHC to the 
commercial halibut fleet off Alaska since 1998. 



The charter industry differs from the commercial industry in that it depends on stability 
and advance notice of rulesmost clients book their trips a year out. Charter operators 
cannot significantly increase or decrease capacity from year to year to adjust to annual 
increases or decreases in allocation. They simply can't build more rooms or put more 
people on a boat they don't have, any more than they can afford to mothball rooms or boats 
they do have. The charter fleet is also different from the commercial fleet because they 
do not sell pounds of fish, they sell a fishing experience, which is based on client 
expectations of the opportunity to catch fish. To remain competitive in the global 
marketplace, Alaskan charter operators need to reliably offer their clients the 
opportunity to catch two halibut a day, something they have traditionally been able to do 
for decades . 



The North Pacific Fishery Management Council has adopted numerous different management 
regimes for fisheries off Alaska. Each is tailored to best meet the needs of that 
particular fishing industry segment. The Council needs to adopt a management scheme that 
makes sense for the charter industry, and should not adopt measures simply because they 
mirror how the commercial fleet is managed. A fixed po\md allocation of at least 1.9 
million pounds for Area 2C and 4.15 million pounds for Area 3A will provide certainty and 
stability for both the charter industry and the commercial industry. It will also ensure 
that the State, the North Pacific Fishery Management Council, HMFS, and the commercial and 
charter industry participants won't have to devote significant time and resources to 
annual changes in halibut regulations .

BACKGROUND 

Senator Fred Dyson met with the Governor in early 2007 to discuss reconvening 
the Alaska Natives Commission ~ a joint Federal-State body, created by 
Congress in 1990, to review policies and programs that affect Alaska Natives. 

Senator Dyson says two men inspired him to take action: 

• Dr. Waiter Soboleff, a Tlingit elder who will turn 100 years old this 
November. 

• Harold Napoleon, author of "Yuuyaraq: Way of the Human Being." 
Napoleon wrote this book while serving time in prison for battering his son 
to death in an alcoholic blackout. The book gives a historical perspective 
on why Alaska Natives abuse alcohol. 

THE VISION. Walter Soboleff and Harold Napoleon want a state task force 
comprised of Native elders: 

• to review the Commission's report 

• to assess the status of Alaska Natives since the report came out in 
1994.

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• to find out how much progress has been made on the report's 
recommendations. 

Senator Dyson says there's a spiritual aspect to this as well - that Soboleff and 
Napoleon believe God directed them to him, to help make their vision a reality. 

Some of the goals Dyson describes: 

• to "redirect Alaska Native attention to spiritual values and transformation" 

• to bring together "a group of godly men and women from Alaska's Native peoples 
to meet and study the many Native problems and identify solutions." 

Originally, Dyson considered introducing legislation to resurrect the "Alaska Native 
Commission," but said it would be difficult to restrict members of the panel to "people 
with deep spiritual conviction." 

Dyson now believes it would be easier for the Governor to appoint such a panel by 
executive order.

HAROLD NAPOLEON MEETING 



This meeting was quite emotional. I've known Harold Napoleon for many years, but 
he's never spoken so intimately of the day his son died - the day his spiritual journey 
began. 

At the time. Napoleon was head of the Association of Village Council Presidents, one of

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Southwest Alaska's most powerful leaders. 



But alcohol brought an end to all that. Napoleon described the confusion when he 
awoke in a strange place after a night of heavy drinking - how Trooper Jerry Hooper 
gently told him what he had done, even took him outside to get some air. Napoleon 
said time literally stopped in the room where he was held -that it seemed like hours 
had gone by. But when he looked at the clock, only five minutes had passed. 

And from that day in1984 forward, time would keep dragging on. Napoleon spent nine 
years in prison. But out of this time of darkness came an important book - that sheds 
new light on old problems. 

While in prison, Napoleon had time to talk with other Native inmates - and found they 
had so much in common. These discussions sparked a desire to (earn the root causes 
of Native alcoholism. In his book, "Yuuyaraq (you-yuh-hawk) : The Way of the Human 
Being," he discounted the role of genetics ~ and said the primary cause of alcoholism 
is spiritual not physical. 

Governor Walter Hickel was among those deeply moved by the book. He later tapped 
Napoleon as an advisor in efforts to bring about a change in the Native condition. 

Napoleon now believes genetics it plays a greater role than he once thought, but he still 
believes the central issue is inter-generational trauma. Today he talks about this 
trauma passes from generation to generation through child abuse. 

To break this chain of death and self-destruction, Napoleon says Alaska Natives must 
return to the source of cultural breakdown ~ the "Great Death," a series of epidemics 
which struck Native communities from the 1770's to the 1940's, which wiped out the 
"old culture." 

Napoleon says Alaska Natives do not realize that Native culture today is very different 
from what existed before the "Great Death." 

Napoleon believes a Native Commission could make a big difference, by helping 
Natives understand their past - a process that will take open and honest 
communication. 

DR. WALTER SOBOLEFF MEETING 

This meeting was also quite powerful. How often do you get to sit down with a 99- 
year-old man, who is so clear in mind and heart ~ so humble, yet so great? 

Aside from reviewing the Alaska Native Commission report, Walter Soboleff would like 
to use the commisison as a vehicle to reconnect Alaska Natives to their "old culture" - 
which was governed by an elaborate set of rules to promote good behavior. 

"Good behavior is prevention," Walter said. "We have the best of doctors, clinics, 
everything, but now we need to let people know they need to behave themselves." 

Soboleff says the commission needs to focus on "delinquent parents," because 
"parental delinquency is contagious."

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Some of the other concepts he would like the commission to promote among Alaska 
Natives. 

• The road of progress is under construction and you are one of the workers. 

• Every village, every community is a teacher. And a community teaches us well. 
We must ask: what kind of lessons are Alaska Native communities teaching 
today? 



• 



All cultures have family values, cultural commandments. Take the best of each 
culture. Take the best of both worlds. 

• Share codes of conduct and protocol from different Native Cultures. 

• Native people need to speak out about bad behavior. We act because we care. If 
we don't speak -- and don't act, it means we don't care. 

• Good people need to support the helpless, but sometimes good people are too 
busy. 



FEEDBACK FROM OTHER ALASKA NATIVE LEADERS 

• Most like the idea of a Native Commission to explore Native issues and give 
feedback to the Governor. They point out that other states with much smaller 
Native populations than Alaska have departments set-up to deal with tribal 
groups. They would like to see something similar and see the commission as a 
good start. 

• Senator Dyson gave us a list of people to tap for the commission. All were Native 
religious leaders. Almost all of the Native leaders I spoke with think this panel 
should have broader representation. 

• A number of leaders say they would like to see a mix of elders and young leaders 
on the panel. They believe this would energize and inspire a growing number of 
talented young Natives. 

• Some wanted to see subsistence included. Others felt that this would be too 
divisive - that nothing would result and the commission would lose credibility. 

• Some say the scope of this task force should be limited - that if it was asked to do 
too many things, it would fail - that it would be better for the Governor to give this 
board one assignment with a short time frame. Upon completion, the Governor 
and the group would decide whether the board should live on. If so, they would 
then decide what the next task would be. 

• Others thought the group should serve as an advisory board to the Rural Advisor, 
who would pass on their input on current issues to the governor.

I recieved a briefing this morning from commissioner Hartig and his staff regarding the 
general permit for cruise ship discharges. It is going to be issued and released later 
today or tommorrow. 



The department is siding with the unitiative sponsors and not allowing a mixing zone. 
They are, however, going to utilize a compliance schedule to try and accommodate the 
reality that the ships cannot possibly retrofit their vessels this season. Gershon Cohen 
acknowledged the need to be reasonable in a meeting with the department two weeks ago. 



The heart of this debate comes down to the design of the State's water quality 
regulations. They are calibrated for ambient conditions. . .which is the condition the 
water would be in after dilution. Basically, this is a back-door effort to wage war on 
mixing zones. Let me explain. 



The cruise ships do not persently have the technology to discharge water quality standard 
water at the end of the pipe. That would require that the water in the pipe is good 
enough for fish to swim in. Gershon wants the Cruise industry to spend the money that it 
will take to meet those standards. He believes they are making enough profit to cover 
those expenditures. Once the cruise industry has proven up that technology, he wants to 
move on to other industries. 



Here's the problem with that approach. The cruisers contend that they will not make the 
investment necessary to meet the standards. Instead, they will take the ships outside of 
state waters and discharge freely out in the gulf. This will result in less time in 
communities and have a negative economic impact. That will, in turn, result in southeast 
legislators supporting changes to the law later on. . .presumably as soon as next session. 
Of course they would like to do it this session. 



With all this as context, the general permit will contain a compliance schedule that will 
allow the ships to operate as-is this year, but will require progressive steps in future 
years. It is possible that the industry will react very negatively. The enviros may react 
negatively, but may not. 



The department intends to issue a positive press release and fact sheet. Again, that will 
be later today or tommorrow. If you have any questions or concerns, please let me know.

I ani writing you to express my strong support for a fixed annual allocation of at least 
1.9 million pounds of halibut in Area 2C and 4.15 million pounds of halibut in Area 3A for 
charter fishing off Alaska. Sport caught fish is one of Alaska's most value-added 
resources, and contributes tens of millions of dollars to the economies of coastal 
communities in Southeast and Southcentral Alaska. 



Alaska needs a charter industry with stability. Adopting a fixed pound allocation of at 
least 1.9 million pounds for Area 2C and 4.15 million pounds for Area 3A would provide for 
the continuation of the charter industry in Alaska as it exists today. Allocating 6.05 
million pounds - only 8.2 percent of the average amount of halibut allocated each year by 
the International Pacific Halibut Commission (IPHC) to the fisheries off Alaska - is a 
reasonable solution. It is the level that most closely tracks what charter anglers caught 
in 2005, the year the Council chose as the control date for the charter fleet moratorium. 
6.05 million pounds is far less than the 11 million plus pcunds of halibut taken annually 
by commercial fisheries in the form of bycatch under rules recommended by the Council, and 
just 10.4 percent of the 58 million povmds allocated on average by the IPHC to the 
commercial halibut fleet off Alaska since 1998. 



The charter industry differs from the commercial industry in that it depends on stability 
and advance notice of rules — most clients book their trips a year out. Charter operators 
cannot significantly increase or decrease capacity from year to year to adjust to annual 
increases or decreases in allocation. They simply can't build more rooms or put more 
people on a boat they don't have, any more than they can afford to mothball rooms or boats 
they do have. The charter fleet is also different from the commercial fleet because they 
do not sell pounds of fish; they sell a fishing experience, which is based on client 
expectations of the opportunity to catch fish. To remain competitive in the global 
marketplace, Alaskan charter operators need to reliably offer their clients the 
opportunity to catch two halibut a day, something they have traditionally been able to do 
for decades. 



The North Pacific Fishery Management Council has adopted numerous different management 
regimes for fisheries off Alaska. Each is tailored to best meet the needs of that 
particular fishing industry segment. The Council needs to adopt a management scheme that 
makes sense for the charter industry, and should not adopt measures simply because they 
mirror how the commercial fleet is managed. A fixed pound allocation of at least 1.9 
million pounds for Area 2C and 4.15 million pounds for Area 3A will provide certainty and 
stability for both the charter industry and the commercial industry. It will also ensure 
that the State, the North Pacific Fishery Management Council, NMFS, and the commercial and 
charter industry participants won't have to devote significant time and resources to 
annual changes in halibut regulations.

My Turn: Transportation department road stats fail to 
illuminate

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Pat Kemp, a good public servant and vocal Lynn Canal road advocate for many years, mentioned my 
Feb. 29 newsletter in his recent opinion piece. Here's what the 1,175 newsletter subscribers read: 

The Department of Transportation and Public Facilities is losing street cred faster than Idaho Sen. Larry 
Craig. 

The transportation department's credibility problem arises because some managers use statistics the way 
Vin Scully says a drunk uses a lamp post. The value of a lamp post to the inebriated is it props you up. 
But for policy makers the real value should be illumination. 

The transportation department pooh-bahs are not tipplers but neither are they fully committed to using 
statistics for illumination. Let's review the statistics they used advocating for the Lynn Canal road to a 
new ferry termineil opposite Haines. 

Transportation department statistic 1 : (Ferry system) costs over 12 years are equivalent to about six 
Juneau Access projects. My reaction to this statistical lamp post is: Comparing the proposed Lynn Canal 
road costs to the cost of the entire ferry system over 12 years is no more appropriate than comparing the 
costs of the entire state highway system over 1 2 years to the cost of a new ferry. 

Transportation department statistic 2: The number of vehicle miles traveled on the ferry system is 0.5 
percent of vehicle miles on state roads. My reaction to this statistical lamp post is: The huge majority of 
vehicle miles on state roads is conunuter traffic in Alaska's big cities. Ferries go from town to town, not 
downtown to the suburbs. 

Transportation department statistic 3: The cost per vehicle mile on the highways is far less than the cost 
per vehicle mile on the marine highway system. My reaction to this statistical lamp post is: So what? 
This is, at best, a meaningless figure and at worst purposefijlly misleading. Ferries don't have the tens 
and tens and tens of thousands of daily vehicle miles that accrue because of the intra-urban state roads 
that move big city commuters. Ferries don't do drags like Egan Expressway, the A-C couplet, Tudor, 
Diraond, or O'Malley, or all the other Anchorage and Fairbanks state roads that move drivers from home 
to job and job to the grocery store. Massive numbers from commuter volume obviously distort any cost 
comparisons with ferries that don't serve commuters. 

Transportation department statistic 4: The projected inflation rate used to help support the estimated 
$350 million road cost is 4 percent per year over the course of a 12-year construction period. My 
reaction to this statistical lamp post: Remember, this third of a billion dollar cost estimate, based on 4 
percent inflation for the next 12 years, comes from the same folks who estimated the cost of the one- 
mile Third Avenue project in Ketchikan at $6 million while the final cost was four times that. 

I'm especially aggrieved by transportation department statistic 4. On a Tuesday, transportation 
department officials projected yearly inflation for the Lynn Canal Highway over 12 years will be 4 
percent. On the day after, they testified in support of a $1 billion endowment for fixture road projects by 
noting inflation was 80 percent for paving and 60 percent for earthmoving in the past seven years. 

Let's repeat this: Transportation department folks touted a theoretical 4 percent inflation rate in support 
of the road, but the next day they touted a real inflation rate of 10 percent-plus to convince us to back $1 
billion for fixture, unspecified, road spending. It doesn't take Sherlock Holmes, known for cracking the 7 
percent solution caper, to intuit there may be mischief afoot with the transportation department's 
situational statistics. 
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Transportation department officials lose street cred (in this case, road cred) massaging statistics to suit 
the advocacy on proposals adding up to $1 .35 billion ($1 billion for the transportation project fund and 
$350 million-plus for the road). That's a lot of money - 1.35 billion seconds ago it was 1942. 

When we deal with that much money let's find statistics that illxmiinate. The lamp posts and the lamps 
are supposed to light the way, not just prop us up.

The book gives a historical perspective on why Alaska Natives abuse alcohol. 



THE VISION. Walter Soboleff and Harold Napoleon want a state task force comprised of 
Native elders: 



to review the Commission's report 



to assess the status of Alaska Natives since the report came out in 1994. 



to find out how much progress has been made on the report's recommendations.

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Senator Dyson says there's a spiritual aspect to this as well -- that Soboleff and 
Napoleon believe God directed them to him, to help make their vision a reality.

At the time, Napoleon was head of the Association of Village Council Presidents, one of 
Southwest Alaska's most powerful leaders. 



But alcohol brought an end to all that . Napoleon described the confusion when he awoke in 
a strange place after a night of heavy drinking -- how Trooper Jerry Hooper gently told 
him what he had done, even took him outside to get some air. Napoleon said time literally 
stopped in the room where he was held - that it seemed like hours had gone by. But when he 
looked at the clock, only five minutes had passed. 



And from that day inl984 forward, time would keep dragging on. Napoleon spent nine years 
in prison. But out of this time of darkness came an important book -- that sheds new 
light on old problems. 



While in prison. Napoleon had time to talk with other Native inmates - and found they had 
so much in common. These discussions sparked a desire to learn the root causes of Native 
alcoholism. In his book, "Yuuyaraq (you-yuh-hawk) : The Way of the Human Being," he 
discounted the role of genetics -- and said the primary cause of alcoholism is spiritual 
not physical. 



Governor Walter Hickel was among those deeply moved by the book. He later tapped 
Napoleon as an advisor in efforts to bring about a change in the Native condition. 



Napoleon now believes genetics it plays a greater role than he once thought, but he still 
believes the central issue is inter- generational trauma. Today he talks about this trauma 
passes from generation to generation through child abuse. 
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To break this chain of death and self-destruction, Napoleon says Alaska Natives must 
return to the source of cultural breakdown -- the "Great Death," a series of epidemics 
which struck Native communities from the 1770 's to the 1940 's, which wiped out the "old 
culture." 



Napoleon says Alaska Natives do not realize that Native culture today is very different 
from what existed before the "Great Death." 



Napoleon believes a Native Commission could make a big difference, by helping Natives 
understand their past - a process that will take open and honest communication. 



DR. WALTER SOBOLEFF MEETING 



This meeting was also quite powerful. How often do you get to sit down with a 99-year- 
old man, who is so clear in mind and heart -- so humble, yet so great? 



Aside from reviewing the Alaska Native Commission report, Walter Soboleff would like to 
use the commisison as a vehicle to reconnect Alaska Natives to their "old culture" - which 
was governed by an elaborate set of rules to promote good behavior. 



"Good behavior is prevention," Walter said. "We have the best of doctors, clinics, 
everything, but now we need to let people know they need to behave themselves."

* The road of progress is under construction and you are one of the workers. 



We must 
ask: what kind of lessons are Alaska Native communities teaching today? 



* All cultures have family values, cultural commandments. Take the best of each culture. 
Take the best of both worlds. 



* Share codes of conduct and protocol from different Native Cultures . 



* Native people need to speak out about bad behavior. We act because we care. If we 
don't speak -- and don't act, it means we don't care. 
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* Good people need to support the helpless, but sometimes good people are too busy. 



FEEDBACK FROM OTHER ALASKA NATIVE LEADERS 



* Most like the idea of a Native Commission to explore Native issues and give feedback to 
the Governor. They point out that other states with much smaller Native populations than 
Alaska have departments set-up to deal with tribal groups. They would like to see 
something similar and see the commission as a good start. 



* Senator Dyson gave us a list of people to tap for the commission. All were Native 
religious leaders. Almost all of the Native leaders I spoke with think this panel should 
have broader representation. 



* A number of leaders say they would like to see a mix of elders and young leaders on the 
panel. They believe this would energize and inspire a growing number of talented young 
Natives. 



* Some wanted to see subsistence included. Others felt that this would be too divisive 
that nothing would result and the commission would lose credibility. 
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* Some say the scope of this task force should be limited - that if it was asked to do too 
many things, it would fail -- that it would be better for the Governor to give this board 
one assignment with a short time frame. Upon completion, the Governor and the group 
would decide whether the board should live on. If so, they would then decide what the 
next task would be. 



* Others thought the group should serve as an advisory board to. the Rural Advisor, who 
would pass on their input on current issues to the governor.

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Senator Fred Dyson met with the Governor in early 2007 to discuss reconvening the Alaska 
Natives Commission - a joint Federal-State body, created by Congress in 1990, to review 
policies and programs that affect Alaska Natives. 

Senator Dyson says two men inspired him to take action: 

• Dr. Walter Soboleff, a Tlingit elder who will turn 100 years old this November.

The book gives a historical perspective on why Alaska Natives abuse alcohol. 

THE VISION. Walter Soboleff and Harold Napoleon want a state task force comprised of 
Native elders: 

• to review the Commission's report 

• to assess the status of Alaska Natives since the report came out in 1994. 

•to find out how much progress has been made on the report's recommendations. 

Senator Dyson says there's a spiritual aspect to this as well - that Soboleff and Napoleon 
believe God directed them to him, to help make their vision a reality. 

Some of the goals Dyson describes: 

• to "redirect Alaska Native attention to spiritual values and transfomiation" 

• to bring together "a group of godly men and women from Alaska's Native peoples to 
meet and study the many Native problems and identify solutions."

Napoleon described the confusion when he awoke in a 
strange place after a night of heavy drinking - how Trooper Jeny Hooper gently told him what 
he had done, even took him outside to get some air. Napoleon said time literally stopped in 
the room where he was held - that it seemed like hours had gone by. But when he looked at 
the clock, only five minutes had passed. 

And from that day in1984 fonward, time would keep dragging on. Napoleon spent nine years in 
prison. But out of this time of darkness came an important book - that sheds new light on old 
problems. 

While in prison, Napoleon had time to talk with other Native inmates - and found they had so 
much in common. These discussions sparked a desire to learn the root causes of Native 
alcoholism. In his book, "Yuuyaraq (you-yuh-hawk) : The Way of the Human Being," he 
discounted the role of genetics ~ and said the primary cause of alcoholism is spiritual not 
physical. 

Governor Walter Hickel was among those deeply moved by the book. He later tapped 
Napoleon as an advisor in efforts to bring about a change in the Native condition. 

Napoleon now believes genetics it plays a greater role than he once thought, but he still 
believes the central issue is inter-generational trauma. Today he talks about this trauma 
passes from generation to generation through child abuse. 

To break this chain of death and self-destruction. Napoleon says Alaska Natives must return to 
the source of cultural breakdown ~ the "Great Death," a series of epidemics which struck 
Native communities from the 1770's to the 1940's, which wiped out the "old culture." 

Napoleon says Alaska Natives do not realize that Native culture today is very different from 
what existed before the "Great Death." 

Napoleon believes a Native Commission could make a big difference, by helping Natives 
understand their past - a process that will take open and honest communication. 
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DR. WALTER SOBOLEFF MEETING 

This meeting was also quite powerful. How often do you get to sit down with a 99-year-oId 
man, who is so clear in mind and heart ~ so humble, yet so great? 

Aside from reviewing the Alaska Native Commission report, Walter Soboleff would like to use 
the commisison as a vehicle to reconnect Alaska Natives to their "old culture" - which was 
governed by an elaborate set of rules to promote good behavior. 

"Good behavior is prevention," Walter said. "We have the best of doctors, clinics, everything, 
but now we need to let people know they need to behave themselves." 

Soboleff says the commission needs to focus on "delinquent parents," because "parental 
delinquency is contagious." 

Some of the other concepts he would like the commission to promote among Alaska Natives. 

• The road of progress is under construction and you are one of the workers. 

• Every village, every community is a teacher. And a community teaches us well. We must 
ask: what kind of lessons are Alaska Native communities teaching today? 

• All cultures have family values, cultural commandments. Take the best of each culture. 
Take the best of both worlds. 

• Share codes of conduct and protocol from different Native Cultures. 

• Native people need to speak out about bad behavior. We act because we care. If we 
don't speak ~ and don't act, it means we don't care. 

• Good people need to support the helpless, but sometimes good people are too busy. 



FEEDBACK FROM OTHER ALASKA NATIVE LEADERS 

• Most like the idea of a Native Commission to explore Native issues and give feedback to 
the Governor. They point out that other states with much smaller Native populations 
than Alaska have departments set-up to deal with tribal groups. They would like to see 
something similar and see the commission as a good start. 

• Senator Dyson gave us a list of people to tap for the commission. All were Native 
religious leaders. Almost all of the Native leaders I spoke with think this panel should 
have broader representation. 

• A number of leaders say they would like to see a mix of elders and young leaders on the 
panel. They believe this would energize and inspire a growing number of talented young 
Natives. 

• Some wanted to see subsistence included. Others felt that this would be too divisive - 
that nothing would result and the commission would lose credibility. 
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Some say the scope of this task force should be limited - that if it was asked to do too 
many things, it would fail ~ that it would be better for the Governor to give this board one 
assignment with a short time frame. Upon completion, the Governor and the group 
would decide whether the board should live on. If so, they would then decide what the 
next task would be. 

Others thought the group should serve as an advisory board to the Rural Advisor, who 
would pass on their input on current issues to the governor.

I have received a copy of a letter sent to Trident's Bristol Bay Fishermen, (which I would 
like to attach and send to you, but am unable to through this service) . In any event, on 
the second page of this letter under the heading Ogashik, Trident Seafoods makes clear to 
their fishermen that they: 



1. Are not going to have sufficient fish buying capacity at Ugashik during the 2008 
fishing season. 

2. That they see the Ugashik fish as less desireable. 

3. Due to conditions 1 & 2 the Trident fleet will be smaller than usual at Ugashik 



A number of other fish buyers are either not buying Ugashik fish or will also have a 
reduced buying effort. 
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A small system such as Ugashik cannot experience over escapement without damage to overall 
fish production. Ugashik is just now recovering from over escapement from the 1990' s. Yet 
it seems clear that the fishing effort will not be sufficient to handle large numbers of 
fish coming into the Ugashik district. Ugashik will have a serious over escapement problem 
this summer. Undoubtedly, the buyers in Bristol Bay have assured Fish and & Wildlife that 
they can handle the large numbers of fish this summer. But, this will obviously not be the 
case in Ugashik. We will definitely need additional buyers this svimmer in the Ugashik 
District. 



I personally fish for Icicle, so if I fish Ugashik I would benefit from having fewer 
Trident fishermen in the district, BUT it is not in the best interest of bay fishermen, 
fishery managers, the local Ugashik community or the State of Alaska if we have this kind 
of, or lack of, processing support in Ugashik from one of the largest companies operating 
in the Bay.

Charter operators 
cannot significantly increase or decrease capacity from year to year to adjust to annual 
increases or decreases in allocation. They simply can't build more rooms or put more 
people on a boat they don't have, any more than they can afford to mothball rooms or boats 
they do have. The charter fleet is also different from the commercial fleet because they 
do not sell pounds of fish, they sell a fishing experience, which is based on client 
expectations of the opportunity to catch fish. To remain competitive in the global 
marketplace, Alaskan charter operators need to reliably offer their clients the 
opportunity to catch two halibut a day, something they have traditionally been able to do 
for decades. 



The North Pacific Fishery Management Council has adopted numerous different management 
regimes for fisheries off Alaska.

A suit against NMFS for inaction and 
a suit against the council process as being the tool of the commercials to 
eliminate any competition. It is easier to eliminate charters than to fight 
for a reduction of bycatch. That sounds like another lawsuit waiting to be 
filed.

The Industry is in peril, and those who put us there have no conscience or 
concern about what they have done because there is no accountability, they 
just go back home at the end of the meeting. This seems to be a real failure 
of the North Pacific Fishery Management Council and we have no ability to 
influence them or the Alaska Governor, she will not have audience with us. 
Please do what you can to get your letters in to the council, at least we 
will be on record of expressing our concerns.

Senate expands state spending as savings talk dominates

JUNEAU --It would have been unthinkable two years ago: lawmakers arguing over whether to 
pad the state savings account with $1 billion or $3 billion on top of several billion 
already proposed. 
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But such is the nature of state revenues as money from high oil prices and a new 
production tax continues to cascade into state coffers. 

Given the new fiscal scene, it was savings, not spending, that dominated the legislative 
debate as the Alaska Senate approved an $11 billion operating budget Monday for state 
agencies and K-12 education next year. 

As part of that plan, a bipartisan Senate majority successfully proposed an addition of $1 
billion from next year's surplus revenues to the state savings account, the Constitutional 
Budget Reserve Fund. 
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Lawmakers are already planning to put at least $2.6 billion into the account from this 
year's surplus and another $1 billion into a different account. 

Republican minority members said that's not enough, however. 

Senate Minority Leader Gene Therriault, R- Fairbanks, pointed to a recent report from the 
University of Alaska that says the current rate of state spending is not sustainable. 

He proposed setting aside a total of $2.9 billion, adding that the extra money would allow 
the operating budget to pass at the proposed level while leaving another $350 million in 
state general funds for the capital budget. "Why wouldn't we set it aside?" Therriault 
asked. "If the concern is that we haven't done a capital budget yet, I tell you that's 
part of my concern." 

He said he fears a spending free-for-all over construction projects around the state 
because lawmakers have failed to set a spending cap in the capital budget. 

Sen. Bert Stedman, R-Sitka, said lawmakers should wait to put aside additional savings 
until the 2009 supplemental budget in the next legislative session. 

He said volatile oil prices could change the state's fiscal picture in a hurry. 

State revenue forecasters last fall projected oil prices would be $66 a barrel and, with 
prices continuing to climb, lawmakers are currently building a budget based on $83 a 
barrel. But if prices can go up, they can just as easily go back down, said Stedman. "To 
take the cushion and lock it up in the CBR is irresponsible at best," he said. "To my 
knowledge, it's never been done in the history of the state to tie the fiscal hands of the 
state so it does not have the ability to maneuver . " 

For all the talk about savings, the operating budget, which passed 15-4, is really about 
spending. It would draw about $5.2 billion from the general fund, $4 billion from other 
state funds and $1.7 billion from federal funds. It represents about an 11.5 percent 
increase in spending over last year, according to lawmakers. 

Lawmakers also considered adding an extra $20 million to schools through school 
improvement grants. 

Sen. Gary Wilken, R-Fairbanks, withdrew the amendment, however, saying it was his 
understanding that schools would be getting more money through a separate appropriation, 
perhaps as an energy grant. Stedman said an additional appropriation for schools will be 
added in another budget bill. 

The budget includes $60 million in revenue sharing and $175 million for oil and gas tax 
credits and more than $310 million to fund negotiated state employee salary increases. 

At Gov. Sarah Palin's request, senators added about $13 million to various programs in one 
lump amendment, including $6.1 million for outside legal assistance in oil and gas issues, 
$676,000 for operation of shooting ranges in Anchorage, Fairbanks and Juneau and 
additional money for troopers, health and social services public affairs office and 
election workers . 

Lawmakers passed the budget with both majority and minority members warning that spending 
cannot be sustained into the future. 

Even if high oil prices remain, they are expected to be offset by the steady decrease in 
oil production on the North Slope and fiscal experts warn that structural deficits are 
expected three to four years in the future. 

"With the growth that we see and no apparent plan for where total spending is going to end 
up, I'm fearful for what it sets up, perhaps not for this legislature or even the next one 
but certainly for the one after that," said Therriault.

Dear Governor Palin and Chairman Olson: 
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All of US who have signed below are writing you to express our strong support for a fixed 
annual allocation of at least 1.9 million pounds of halibut in Area 2C and 4.15 million 
pounds of halibut in Area 3A for charter fishing off Alaska. Sport caught fish is one of 
Alaska's most value-added resources, and contributes tens of millions of dollars to the 
economies of coastal communities in Southeast and Southcentral Alaska. 



Alaska needs a charter industry with stability. Adopting a fixed pound allocation of at 
least 1.9 million pounds for Area 2C and 4.15 million pounds for Area 3A would provide for 
the continuation of the charter industry in Alaska as it exists today. Allocating 6.05 
million pounds - only 8.2 percent of the average amount of halibut allocated each year by 
the International Pacific Halibut Commission (IPHC) to the fisheries off Alaska - is a 
reasonable solution. It is the level that most closely tracks what charter anglers caught 
in 2005, the year the Council chose as the control date for the charter fleet moratorium. 
6.05 million pounds is far less than the 11 million plus pounds of halibut taken annually 
by commercial fisheries in the form of bycatch under rules recommended by the Council, and 
just 10.4 percent of the 58 million pounds allocated on average by the IPHC to the 
commercial halibut fleet off Alaska since 1998. 



The charter industry differs from the commercial industry in that it depends on stability 
and advance notice of rules — most clients book their trips a year out. Charter operators 
cannot significantly increase or decrease capacity from year to year to adjust to annual 
increases or decreases in allocation. They simply can't build more rooms or put more 
people on a boat they don't have, any more than they can afford to mothball rooms or boats 
they do have. The charter fleet is also different from the commercial fleet because they 
do not sell pounds of fish, they sell a fishing experience, which is based on client 
expectations of the opportunity to catch fish. To remain competitive in the global 
marketplace, Alaskan charter operators need to reliably offer their clients the 
opportunity to catch two halibut a day, something they have traditionally been able to do 
for decades . 



The North Pacific Fishery Management Council has adopted numerous different management 
regimes for fisheries off Alaska. Each is tailored to best meet the needs of that 
particular fishing industry segment. The Council needs to adopt a management scheme that 
makes sense for the charter industry, and should not adopt measures simply because they 
mirror how the commercial fleet is managed. A fixed pound allocation of at least 1.9 
million pounds for Area 2C and 4.15 million pounds for Area 3A will provide certainty and 
stability for both the charter industry and the commercial industry. It will also ensure 
that the State, the North Pacific Fishery Management Council, NMFS, and the commercial and 
charter industry participants won't have to devote significant time and resources to 
annual changes in halibut regulations.

NMFS 
screwed the charter industry by sitting on the original IFQ motion and now 
the whole industry is in peril. Our only hope is that the council does what 
it will with the allocation and then implements an IFQ type of "historic 
catch" limited entry. Anything less will spell eventual doom to all the 
established small operators. The guy with the biggest boat wins again. The 
size of the boats will increase and the price of a charter will decrease and 
the length of season will shrink. 

Perhaps lawsuits are the only recourse. A suit against NMFS for inaction and 
a suit against the council process as being the tool of the commercials to 
eliminate any competition. It is easier to eliminate charters than to fight

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for a reduction of bycatch. That sounds like another lawsuit waiting to be 
filed. 

I will be absolutely stunned if any good comes of April's council meeting..

Please act now, comments must be in to the council by Wednesday, March 26th. 
16 Industry participants from all areas and investment levels had a 3 hour 
teleconference on Monday with this outcome. 

The consensus of the group on the call was as follows; 

1. the industry should highlight the incorrect and missing portions of 
the draft analysis, recognizing that this could cause the current timeline 
for Council action to slip; 

2. everyone should support the addition of a new fixed pound allocation 
option for analysis that provides enough pounds to: 

A. allow the moratorium eligible fleet in both 2C and 3A to 
continue to operate with a two fish daily bag limit and a season of historic 
length, and 

B. accommodate the new permits which the Council decided to 
include in the moratorium for eligible communities (the CQE permits could 
add up to 72 new permits, or 10 percent, in Area 2C, and 91 new permits, or 
15 percent, in Area 3A, each fishing up to six clients) ; and 

3 . with respect to leasing of IFQ, it was agreed that we would continue 

to discuss the issue internally within the industry over the summer, and In 

2 
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the meantime everyone would support leaving the option in the analysis, but 
would make clear that IFQ leasing is not a substitute for providing a 
sufficient fixed pound initial allocation, and people are free to express 
their concerns about the feasibility of leasing as an option (the key point 
here being that it was agreed we would not let anyone turn IFQ leasing into 
an issue that divides the industry) . 

The Industry is in peril, and those who put us there have no conscience or 
concern about what they have done because there is no accountability, they 
just go back home at the end of the meeting. This seems to be a real failure 
of the North Pacific Fishery Management Council and we have no ability to 
influence them or the Alaska Governor, she will not have audience with us. 
Please do what you can to get your letters in to the council, at least we 
will be on record of expressing our concerns. 

Thanks and as always we are trying to be there for the betterment of the 
charter industry.

It Is election time again, and many PTA leaders 
are having questions about what election related 
activities they can and can't engage in. Local 
PTAs are non-profit organizations and fall under 
the IRS election guidelines for non-profits. To 
help you decide what activities your local PTA 
will get involved In, we have provided a few 
"cans" and "cant's." 



PTA CAN: 

• Host a candidate's forum: all candidates 
appearing on the ballot for a given 
position must be invited to participate 
and given equal time to respond. 

• Publish a candidate's questionnaire: all 
candidates must be given the opportunity 
to answer the questionnaire and 
responses must be printed exactly as 
written. 

• Register voters: volunteers must register 
all eligible voters regardless of party 
affiliation or political views. 

• Remind members to vote 

• Educate candidates on Issues important 
to PTA 



PTA CAN'T! 

• Invite only one candidate in an election 
to come speak to the PTA 

» Tell PTA members to only vote for a

Legislative 

Alaska PTA has now come back from its Juneau-Fly-ln day. What a success it was. 
Yet we wonder why more of you do not come? We wonder if it Is that you Just do 
not know what It is that can come out of these meetings. For a very quick overview 
of what Legislative work and Advocacy work is, the following has been developed to 
better increase all of our understanding. 

Advocacy or Legislative works, what are the differences between these two actions? 
To understand how these two entitles work together we must begin by 
understanding what Legislative work is and what Advocacy work is. 

Let us begin by defining each word. 

Legislative: 

1 . Of or relating to the enactment of laws. 

2. Resulting from or dedded by legislation. 

3. Having the power to create laws; intended to legislate. 
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Distribute any campaign materials on 
behalf of a candidate 

Wear campaign buttons or t-shirts during 
a PTA meeting 



Frequently Asked Questions: 

Q: If I'm a PTA President, am 1 allowed to make 
any political contributions? 

A; Yes. As a citizen, you can make political 
contributions. It is important to make it clear 
that the donation is coming from you as an 
individual and not the PTA. 



Q: Can our PTA take a position on a local ballot 
measure or- levy? 

A: Yes. It Is considered direct lobbying because 
the voters are the decision makers. It is 
Important to remember that working on a ballot 
measure will count as lobby activities and is 
subject to IRS non-profit lobbying rules. 



Ask your state PTA about any state laws that 
may apply.

Whafs the Difference Between 
"PTA" and "PTO Today"? 

One common question PTA leaders are asked Is, 
"What's the difference between PTA and PTO 
Today?" Below is a list of replies you can give. 
Item 1 is most important, so use that if you only 
have a little time, use more when speaking or 
making presentations to interested non-PTA 
parent or community groups. 



1. In a nutshell, PTO Today, which appears to 
position Itself as a national affiliation 
organization, is a for-oroRt business that sells 
information through a magazine and web site. 
Whether or not they pay PTO Today a single 
dime, non-PTA parent groups are not part of a 
larger organization. 

2. Most state PTAs (though not all) offer 
automatic not-for-profit and tax exemption to 
their local units. PTO Today can not do this. All 
non-PTA parent groups must apply for this 
status themselves If they want the benefits of 
not-for-profit status. The current fee for filing 
for not-for-profit status with the IRS is $750. 

3. The money that goes to PTA is not money 
taken away from the schools. It is put back into

1 . The profession or work of an advocate 

2. The action of advocating, pleading for, or supporting a cause or proposal 

In short summary, the Legislative committee may develop great Ideas, new 
language for legislation that our local, state, or federal legislative body may not want 
to hear. So how do we get them to consider a new option or to see our point of 
view? This is where Advocacy comes In and plays a vital role, for tracking and 
developing and seeing how laws are being interpreted Is more than a full time job, 
by the legislative committee. Thus we have developed another committee that 
focuses on advocating for these changes, and developing in all FTA's a voice that can 
advocate on Issues at the state level. This will require meetings at the state level 
with all those who have control over the Issues: I.e. Legislatures, Committees & Task 
Force members. Commissioners, Governor, Federal representatives etc. Advocates 
need to understand all sides of the issue and will need to have conversations with 
local administrators, teachers, principals and parents throughout our state to better 
understand how laws and/or proposed laws are/or may affect them. This Information 
is then fed back to the Legislative Committee so that if needed language changes 
need to be made to better suite the needs of all who will be affected by those laws, 
then the legislative committee can do this. The changes are then returned back to 
the Advocacy group to enaa the action of advocating, pleading for, or supporting a 
cause or proposal. 

Each of these committees has room for additional individuals to join. Ideally every 
PTA should have one Individual who would participate on these committees. Please 
contact the Alaska PTA if you are Interested In ellj^er of these committees. 



Senator Murkowski Receives PTA Award 

WASHINGTON, DC (February 28, 2008) -Today, PTA honored two of our country's 
leaders, great child advocates, and champions of education. PTA presented its first- 
ever PTA Congressional Voice for Children Award to U.S. Senator Lisa Murkowski (R- 
AK) and U.S. Congressman James E. Clyburn (D-SC). 

The presentation took place this afternoon at Capitol Hill at a special awards 
luncheon filled with hundreds of PTA state presidents and legislative leaders during 
PTA's National Legislative Conference in Washington, OC. 

Senator l^urkowski was honored for her dedication to a number of efforts that 
benefit children and education. As a member of the Health, Education, Labor, and 
Pensions Committee Murkowski acted as the sponsor of the Child Nutrition Promotion 
and School Lunch Protection Act, helped pass the College Cost Reduction Act of 
2007, and Is currently working on reauthorization of the No Child Left Behind Act. 

"As a mother, former PTA President and Senator I am honored to receive this award 
and remain committed to ensuring that schools across the nation are strong, healthy 
places for our children to learn and grow," said Senator Murkowski. "I have been 
fighting for updated nutritional standards In schools because it Is Imperative that we 
teach our children healthy eating habits while they are young. I will also continue to 
work toward increased parent involvement in the reauthorization of the Mo Child Left 
Behind Act, because as parents, nobody knows our kids better than us and nobody 
has a greater ability to ensure their success than us." 

"By fighting to make higher education more accessible and confronting threats to our 
kids' health and nutrition, she has proven to be a truly powerful voice for children," 
said Jan Harp Domene, PTA national president. 'Incidentally, we're proud to note 
that before she became the first Alaskan bom senator to serve the state, Senator 
Murkowski got her start In public service as PTA president at her son's school.

effective at helping their children and schools. 
PTO Today is a privately owned company with 
$2.6 million in revenue in 2004 (Boston Business 
Journal, April 18, 2005). Its owner benefits from 
the profits from the services his company 
provides. 

4. State PTas are made up of trained and 
passionate volunteers who have led local units. 
They provide personal support to local units and 
assist with legislative issues, training, tax 
changes, and many other items that specifically 
affect PTAs. PTO Today does not have people in 
the field and provides no such support. 

5. PTA is an extremely well-recognized 
organization that has worked to make significant, 
positive changes for all children, including school 
breakfast and lunch programs, nationwide polio 
vaccinations, and most recently, parent 
involvement standards in the federal act known 
as No Child Left Behind. PTO Today isn't and 
hasn't. 

6. The portion of dues local PTAs send to state 
and national PTA is low (only $1.75 to national 
and a few dollars to state), but the return on 
investment is very high. PTO Today claims to be 
cheap - but you get what you pay for. (See 
number 7 below.) 

7. PTA's growing list of resources currently 
includes 18 comprehensive campaigns and 
programs; 5 national award recognitions; 1 
annual convention (and 1 state convention in 
each state); dozens of print publications, 
Including Our Children magazine; a resource- 
filled web site; 8 national print and e- 
newsletters, as well as state newsletters and web 
sites; 10 e-learning courses; live workshops; and 
member discounts at popular retailers. PTO 
Today offers are much more limited and 
narrower in scope. 

8. PTA welcomes and works with all people 
interested in children and education, as well as a 
wide variety of national, not-for-pront groups 
and non-PTA parent groups to ensure that each 
child has a good start in life. PTO Today has no 
such reach. 

9. PTA's loss of membership - touted by PTO 
Today as proof PTA doesn't work - reflects losses 
across the entire not-for-profit world, as the pace 
of life and time for volunteering for any 
organization has decreased for everyone. PTA Is 
nearly 6 million members strong - still a 
formidable advocate working successfully for 
children, families, and education. 



It's never too early or too late to begin developing the next generation of PTA 
leaders. Newly elected PTA presidents can begin cultivating successors right away. 
By Identifying several promising candidates and assigning roles or tasks which give 
them an opportunity to show their leadership potential, the entire unit can see who 
rises to the challenge. It Is important not to favor any one candidate over another, 
however; there should always be a democratic process, rather than an "anointing," 
for choosing our new leaders. 

Current leaders late in their terms can help develop leaders, too. Any time a PTA 
president has a meeting— with a school board member, state PTA leader, or potential 
community partner— that's a chance for an emerging leader to make new contacts or 
personally witness new, higher-level strategies.

Carlyle Group May Buy Major CIA Contractor: Booz Allen Hamilton (CorpWatch) 
The Carlyle Group, one of the world's largest private equity funds, may soon acquire the $2 billion 
government contracting business of consulting giant Booz Allen Hamilton, one of the biggest suppliers 
of technology and personnel to the U.S. government's spy agencies. Carlyle manages more than $75 
billion in assets and has bought and sold a long string of military contractors since the early 1990s. But 
in recent years it has significantly reduced its investments in that industry. If it goes ahead with the 
widely reported plan to buy Booz Allen, it will re-emerge as the owner of one of America's largest 
private intelligence armies. 

Reports of a potential Carlyle acquisition of Booz Allen's government unit began circulating among U.S. 
military contractors in December 2007, after Booz Allen's senior partners and board members - a group 
of 300 vice presidents who own the privately-held firm - gathered at company headquarters in McLean, 
Virginia, for an extraordinary two-day meeting. 

According to a December 1 5 letter to Booz Allen employees from CEO Ralph W. Shrader that was 
released by the firm, the vice presidents signed off on a "new strategic direction" that would involve 
separating the company's commercial and government units and operating them as separate 
companies. That was widely seen, both inside and outside the company, as a sign that a sale of one or 
both of the units was imminent. Shrader said the company hoped to come to a resolution of the issues 
involved by March 31, 2008. 

In January 2008, major newspapers - each quoting unnamed people close to the situation - reported 
that discussions between Booz Allen and Cariyle about the sale of ttie govemment unit were underway. 
According to the Wall Street Journal, the deal will be "centered on Booz Allen's influence in defense 
and intelligence contracting. If an agreement is reached the sale price will likely be around $2 billion." 

Christopher Ullman, Cariyle's chief spokesman, couki neither confirm nor deny that a deal was in the 
works, and declined to comment to CoipWatch about the reports. Because of Cariyle's long experience 
in the defense sector, he added, such companies "would be a priority for us w^en the price is right and 
it's the right fit for us." George Farrar, a Booz Allen spokesman, said his company "has refused to 
discuss particulars of any ongoing discussions" and would not comment beyond what Shrader wrote in 
his December 1 5 missive to Booz Allen's woridbrce. 

Who Is Booz Allen Hamilton? 

In 2006, Booz Allen Hamilton, a privately held company based in McLean, Virginia, had a global staff of 
18,000 and annual revenues of $3.7 billron. Its work for U.S. government agencies accounts for more 
than 50 percent of its business. Notably Booz Allen is a key adviser and prime contractor to all of the 
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major U.S. intelligence agencies - the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA), the Defense Intelligence Agency 
(DIA), the National Geospatial-lntelligence Agency (NGA), the National Reconnaissance Office (NRO), the 
National Security Agency (NSA), and - as well as the Department of Homeland Security (DHS), the National 
Counterterrorism Center, the Department of Defense and most of the Pentagon's combatant commands. 

On its website, Booz Allen describes its intelligence work as part of its broader expertise in information 
technology. "Whether dealing with homeland security, peacekeeping operations, or the battlefield, success 
depend on the ability to collect, safeguard, store, distribute, fuse, and share infomiation - on getting the right 
information to the right place at the right time," it says. "Our security professionals work in partnership with 
clients to develop capabilities ... for protecting infomnation and networks against cyber and physical frireats." 

That has not always been the case: Booz Allen Hamilton was founded as a management consultancy in 1914 
in Chicago by three businessmen whose surnames gave the firm its name. In 1940, after more than three 
decades of giving advice to top ranking companies in America's manufecturing and service economy, such as 
Montgomery Ward, Goodyear Tire and the Illinois State Railroad, Booz Allen started working for the U.S. 
military, where its clients included the Army, the Navy, and, after the war, the Air Force and the Pentagon. 

Its initial contracts with ttie Navy in 1940 set the pace for its military work: as a management consultant, Booz 
Allen helped the Navy restructure for World War II and permeated its ranks with contractors ("Each Navy 
bureau had a Booz rep," Investors Daily reported in a 2005 profile of the firm). That relationship served as a 
template for Booz Allen's later wori< in intelligence and national security where its personnel worked inside 
government agencies alongside publte employees. 

Since the late-1990s, Booz Allen has forged a particulariy close relationship with the NSA, the spy agency that 
monitors global telephone, e-mail and Internet traffic for the U.S. military and political leaders, which hired Booz 
Allen as its chief outside consultant on Project Ground breaker. This $4 billion project outsourced the NSA's 
internal communications and networking systems to a consortium led by Computer Sciences Corporation 
(CSC) and the IT subsidiary of Northrop Grumman. 

Today, among the many services Booz Allen provides to intelligence agencies, according to its Website, are 
war-gaming - simulated drills in which military and intelligence officials test their response to potential threats 
like terrorist attacks - as well as data-mining and analysis of imagery and intelligence picked up by U.S. spy 
satellites, the design of cryptographic, or code-breaking, systems (an NSA specialty) and 
"outsourcing/privatization strategy and planning." The company's 2007 annual report spells out several other 
areas of expertise, including "all source analysis," an intelligence specialty managed by the CIA and the Office 
of the Director of National Intelligence (DNl) that draws on public sources of information, such as foreign 
newspapers and textbooks, to add texture to data gathered by spies and electronic surveillance. 

According to the company's annual report, Booz Allen is also working on one of the most important spy 
initiatives launched in recent years: the Cryptographic Modemization Program. Air Force General John C. 
Koziol, the commander of the Air Force Intelligence, Surveillance and Reconnaissance Agency, described this 
program as an attempt to combine a variety of intelligence technologies to pick up tell-tale signs of chemicals 
and other substances - into a single electronic package that can be used by combat and special operations 
commanders to track the enemy. 

Booz Allen is a full partner in the project, according to General Koziol, an idea that has been "fully endorsed" by 
the Director of National Intelligence Michael McConnell, the nation's spy chief - himself a Booz Allen alumnus.

hired a dazzling array of former national security officials and foot-soldiers. In 2002, Information Week reported 
that Booz Allen had more than 1 ,000 former intelligence officers on its payroll. In 2007, as this reporter was 
researching a chapter about Booz Allen for his forthcoming book, he asked the company if it could confirm that 
number or provide a more accurate one, and received an e-mail reply from spokesman George Farrar: "It Is 
certainly possible, but as a privately held corporation we consider that infomiation to be proprietary and do not 
disclose." 

Buried deep on the company's Web site, however, a much larger number is confirmed in an explanation of a 
Booz Allen information technology contract with the DIA, which carries out intelligence for the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff and the Office of the Secretary of Defense. It stated that the Booz Allen team "employs more than 10,000 
TS/SCI cleared personnel." TS/SCI stands for top secret-sensitive compartmented intelligence, one of the 
highest possible security ratings, which would make Booz Allen one of the largest employers of cleared 
personnel in the United States. 

Many of these former intelligence officers at Booz Alien, do the same jobs as they did for the government. For 
example, Keith Hall, a Booz Allen vice president initially worked in Army intelligence and on one of the 
congressional intelligence committees. In the early 1990s, he was hired by the CIA to manage budgets and 
policy development for then-Director of Central Intelligence Robert Gates. During that time, he played an 
instrumental role in creating the National Imagery and Mapping Agency, which was later renamed the National 
Geospatial-lntelligence Agency. During the Clinton administration. Hall was named Assistant Secretary of the 
Air Force for space programs and, simultaneously, director of the NRG, the agency that manages the nation's 
military satellite program. 

Now, as a Booz Allen executive. Hall leads a "strategic intelligence initiative" that integrates the company's 
extensive contracting activities for the NRG and the NGA. Recently, one of his most important tasks involved 
chairing a 2006 homeland security study group that recommended a major expansion of information and data- 
sharing between U.S. spy agencies that work outside the country and domestic law enforcement, like the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI). "The stud/s findings have become a road map for the government in 
making decisions related to critical information sharing in support of homeland security," Booz Allen boasts in 
its 2007 annual report. (See our article. Domestic Spying. Inc.) 

Other key executives who came to Booz Allen from the spy agencies include R. James Woolsey, the former 
director of the CIA, who was hired in 2003 to run Booz Allen's "global resilience" division, which advises 
corporations on security issues, and Joan A. Dempsey, a career U.S. intelligence offlcial and a fonner top aide 
to former CIA Director George Tenet who was hired in 2005 as a Booz Allen vice pr other key intelligence 
agencies. 

It is these senior managers who would most likely benefit from a sale to Carlyle. 

Unlike many of its competitors in the intelligence industry, Booz Allen is a privately held company whose shares 
are owned by its 300 vice presidents of whom "approximately 80 are in government support," Booz Allen's 
Farrar told CorpWatch. For these vice presidents, Cariyle's infusion of capital, and its $2 billion buyout of their 
shares, will make them very rich men and women indeed. After all, $2 billion divided by 80 is $25 million; even if 
Booz Allen's shares were divided equally, which is unlikely, that's an astounding windfall for any executive. 

Booz Alien CEO Ralph Shrader 

The man most responsible for Booz Allen's growth as an intelligence contractor is Ralph Shrader, who has 
been running the company as chairman and CEO since 1998. Shrader, an electrical engineer by training, came 
to Booz Allen in 1974 after serving at senior management levels of two prominent telecommunications 
companies - Western Union, where he was national director of advanced systems planning, and RCA, where 
he served in the company's government communications system division. These positions prepared him well 
for his later work at Booz Allen as a consultant to the telecommunications industry. AcconJing to his official 
biography, he "led major assignments" for the industry as a Booz Allen consultant and was deeply involved in 
the company's "landmark work for AT&T' when that company was broken up by the government. 

In those assignments, Shrader may have been exposed to the telecommunications industry's close ties to U.S. 
intelligence. During the years he wori<ed for Western Union and RCA, those companies, along with ITT Worid 
Communications, were part of a secret surveillance program known as Minaret in which telecommunication 
companies, with the concurrence of a handful of high-ranking executives, handed over to the NSA information 
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on all incoming and outgoing U.S. telephone calls and telegrams - an early version of the NSA's warrantless 
sun/elllance program launched by the Bush administration after the September 11th attacks. Minaret, and the 
involvement of the private companies in NSA spying, was exposed by the congressional committees 
investigating intelligence abuse in the mid-1970s, and was the inspiration behind the 1978 Foreign Intelligence 
Surveillance Act (FISA), which set the rules - including the important requirement for warrants - for domestic 
surveillance of telephone traffic. 

None of this is alluded to in Bpoz Allen's official literature, of course; but Shrader, upon his appointment as 
CEO in 1998, mentioned in a rare press interview (with the Finandal Times) that the most relevant background 
for his new position of chief executive was his experience working for telecommunications clients and doing 
classified military work for the U.S. government - "something of a Booz specialty," the FT pointed out. 

Booz Allen adds on its website that Shrader, as CEO, has also "led important programs for the U.S. National 
Communications System and the Defense Infomiation Systems Agency," two of the most important classified 
intelligence networks in use by the federal govemment. Under Shrader, Booz Allen also became the NSA's 
most important outside consultant, culminating in its advisory role in Project Groundbreaker. That project, which 
awarded its first contracts in the summer of 2001, put Booz Allen in a prime position to capture NSA and other 
intelligence work in the aftennath of the September 11th attacks, when intelligence budgets, and NSA 
surveillance, increased substantially. 

"War on Terror" Contracts 

After September 1 1th, 2001, by Booz Allen's own account, the firm helped the govemment reshape Its spying 
capabilities to match the new era of counterinsurgencies and terrorist threats. 'The nature of intelligence 
changed dramatically in the wake of 9/1 1 ," Christopher Ling, a Booz Allen vice president, explains in the 
company's most recent annual report. "An entire analytic production system geared to detect large-scale cold 
war adversarial capabilities was suddenly required to transform." At Booz Allen, he added, "We are finding 
innovative ways to integrate intelligence and operations, enabled by advanced visualization and data 
management capabilities, which has allowed us to pioneer tactics, techniques, and procedures." 

In addition to serving as a prime contractor on Admiral John Poindexter's controversial Total Information 
Awareness project, Booz Allen was active on both the military and economic fronts on the "war on terror." For 
the Pentagon, it helped develop the "blue force" tracking system that allows soldiers and commanders in Iraq 
and other battlegrounds the ability to electronically identify friendly troops. And in the weeks leading up to the 
invasion of Iraq, Booz Allen sponsored and organized several conferences aimed at helping U.S. corporations 
secure contracts in occupied Baghdad, with former CIA director Woolsey, one of the most ardent backers of the 
war, as a keynote speaker. 

Under Shrader's leadership, Booz Allen played an instrumental role after September 1 1th in proselytizing for a 
greater corporate role in national and homeland security. 1Tiis was important, the Booz Allen CEO said at a 
CEO summit he organized in 2002, because "business leaders cannot opt out of geopolitics and leave the job 
of security solely to govemment and the military." 

Deepening the corporate alliance with the Bush administration and its war on ten-or also had significant 
advantages for Booz Allen and its fellow corporations: on one hand, it drastically increased their contracts with 
military and intelligence agencies; and on the other, homeland security provided a convenient excuse for 
reducing govemment oversight and regulation. These dual interests were spelled out in unusual detail in 2004 
by Richard Wilhelm. a former CIA and NSA officer who onc» served as national security adviser to former Vice 
President Al Gore and now leads Booz Allen's business with the CIA and the Office of the DNI. 

Speaking to a conference on information-sharing and countertenx)rism, Wilhelm explained that the "right mix of 
policies" for business should include a wide range of "incentives" and "cooperative arrangements," including 
"appropriate protections from Freedom of Infomnation Act requirements and other unintended consequences of 
more open information sharing." Govemment, he argued, should "help make the business case, and then 
sweeten it - because industry will share information when there is a business case to do so." In other words, 
corporations were happy to participate in the exchange of infomiation about ten-orism and ottier security 
threats, but only if there were enough rewards. And for Booz Allen, those rewards have been sweet indeed, as 
a short list of their recent unclassified contracts attests. They include: 
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• A $6.3 million contract to provide research on 3-D tecial recognition biometric software for the 
Information Assurance Technical Analysis Center at Offut Air Force Base in Nebraska, awarded in 2008. 

• A $48 million contract with the U.S. Air Force to conduct research on "survivability and lethality 
implications" of an Air Force vehicle program, awarded in 2008. 

• In a partnership with CACI International, EDS, Lockheed Martin, SAICand SRA, the right to bid on $12.2 
billion worth of contracts for telecom and IT services for the Defense Information Systems Agency 
(DISA), awarded in 2007. 

• Participation in a consortium of seven companies that will bid on up to $20 billion worth of work in 
Command, Control, Communications, Computers, Intelligence, Surveillance and Reconnaissance - a 
mouthful of a term usually referred to as C4ISR - ifor the Army's Communications Electronics Command, 
which is based in Fort Monmouth, New Jersey, awarded In 2006. 

• A five-year, $25o million contract to provide "systems engineering technical assistance" to the Science 
and Technology Directorate of the Department of Homeland Security, signed in 2005. 

Little Congressional Scrutiny? 

In spite of its tremendous power as a contractor, Booz Allen has received very little criticism or even scrutiny 
from the U.S. Congress. In January 2007, the Senate had a rare opportunity to inquire about the company 
when it held hearings on Michael McConnell's nomination as Director of National Intelligence (see box). Prior to 
the hearing, several senators said they would question McConnell about Booz Allen's role as a contractor; but 
the hearing was a desultory affair, and few questions were asked of the new DNI about the high level of 
contracting among the spy agencies or the specific role of Booz Allen. 

A month later, a Booz Allen contract with the Department of Homeland Security came under ctose scrutiny in 
the House. In February 2007, Henry Waxman, a Democratic Congressman from California, the chairman of the 
House Committee on Government Oversight and Refomn, charged that Booz Allen had a significant conflict of 
interest over its contract to oversee an $8 billion contract with the DHS Secure Border Initiative known as SBI- 
Net. Under the contract, Boeing and other companies will build a "virtual fence" of cameras, radar and sensors 
that will transmit imagery and data to border patrol agents working along the U.S. borders with Canada and 
Mexico. (See CorpWatch's "Fencing the Border ".) 

The conflict arose, said Waxman, because Booz Allen had long-standing business partnerships with Boeing, 
the prime contractor for SBI-Net, and could therefore not provide objective oversight of the program. At the 
hearing, Waxman pointed out to DHS officials that they had hired 98 people to oversee the SBI-Net contract. 
"But the problem is that 65 of these people don't work for the govemment They work for the contractor," he 
said, "You're relying on them to do the function that a government ordinarily would do." DHS officials responded 
that Booz Allen had been hired for advice, not for oversight. 

Waxman's criticism could be made of a myriad of contracts Booz Allen holds with intelligence agencies. At the 
NSA, for example, it has advised the agency about several <K)ntracts that involve companies that Booz Allen 
has close business ties with. That is also true at the NRO, the NGA and the CIA. So far, however, no reports of 
conflicts of interest have emerged from Congress, which in any case exercises little oversight over intelligence 
contracts. 

In another damaging report issued in 2007, the General Accounting Office, the audit arm of the U.S. Congress, 
found that the Department of Homeland Security was spending nearly $16 billion a year on goods and services 
from the private sector, making it the third-largest employer of contractors in the federal government. Among 
the beneficiaries of DHS' spending was Booz Allen Hamilton, which in 2006 was awarded a $43 million no-bid 
contract to provide services to the DHS intelligence unit. Upon reading the $16 billion DHS figures in the GAO 
report, Joseph Lieberman, an independent U.S. senator from Connecticut, angrily commented: "plainly put, we 
need to know who is in charge at DHS - its managers and workers, or the contractors." 

The Washington Post later found that Booz Allen's no-bid intelligence contract with DHS had ballooned in value 
from $2 million in 2003 to over $30 million in 2006 - 15 times its original value. VVhen DHS lawyers first 
examined the Booz Allen deal, the Post said, they found it was "grossly beyond the scope" of the original 
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contract and had violated government procurement mles. An open competition was ordered by DHS lawyers, 
but delayed for a year. During that time, the Post said, "the payments to Booz Alien more than doubled again 
under a second no-bid arrangement, to $73 million." 

Union Protests 

So far, the only public criticism of the potential Carlyle-Booz Allen deal has come from the Service Employees 
International Union (SEIU), one of the country's largest labor unions. Last year, the union launched a blistering 
attack on Carlyle and the private equity industry in a widely distributed report called "Behind the Buyouts: Inside 
the World of Private Equity." The gist of the report was that Carlyle. Kohlberg, Kravis, Roberts (KKR) and other 
large private equity funds were undermining the U.S. economy by avoiding taxes and creating "harsh 
consequences," such as layoffs, for workers and communities. In late 2007, when Carlyle acquired the assets 
of Manor Care, a chain of nursing homes where the SEIU is trying to organize workers, the union stepped up its 
campaign. 

In January 2008, after rumors of a Carlyle takeover of Booz Allen surfaced in the press, SEIU issued a 
blistering press release denouncing the potential deal. The union's criticism of the proposed acquisition didn't 
focus on Booz Allen's role in intelligence outsourcing but on Carlyle's ties with the IViubadala Development fund 
of the Government of Abu Dhabi. In 2007, that fund paid $1 .35 billion to buy a 7.5 percent ownership stake in 
Carlyle's general partnership. 

As a result of that investment, the SEIU charged, Carlyle was risking national security. "The potential for a 
Carlyle Group-Booz Allen buyout demands urgency on the part of lawmakers and regulators to examine the 
risks faced by the U.S. when foreign govemments potentially have access to classified and other sensitive 
national security information through their stake in U.S. companies," the union declared in a press release. In 
an interview with CorpWatch, Stephen Lemer, the director of SEIU's Private Equity Project, said the union 
launched this nationalist campaign out of concern that classified infomnation from Booz Allen could leak into the 
hands of the Abu Dhabi fund, thus compromising U.S. security interests. 

"When you combine buyout firms, which have much less reporting requirements because they are private, with 
opaque sovereign wealth funds, you get a toxic stew of secrecy," he said. Asked how or why Booz Allen 
executives might leak classified information to a foreign government, he replied: "The point is, you have no way 
of knowing if they would or wouldn't." He added that, while the SEIU has not taken a position on Booz Allen's 
extensive role in intelligence outsourcing, the issue of "government jobs being done by private contractors" 
might emerge in the future for the union. 

(The SEIU does not mention in its material that the California Public Employees Retirement System, the 
pension fund for California state retirees where the SEIU has significant influence, owns five percent of the 
Carlyle Group.) 

Carlyle's Ullman, who recently discussed the union campaign with SEIU president Andrew Stem during a 
conference On private equity, rejected the SEIU's claims. The charges that the Abu Dhabi investment could 
jeopardize national security "is really an obscene allegation," he said. Ullman added that the Abu Dhabi fund 
was a "passive investor" in Carlyle and would have no role in the management of Carlyle companies. "Carlyle's 
portfolio companies have a pristine track record in handling sensitive government data," he said. "Giving top 
secret and classified data to foreign govemments is known as treason, and is punishable by jail and worse. 
That would be a fairly strong impediment" to leaks. 

In any case, there is virtually no evidence to suggest that any US intelligence contractor has leaked classified 
information, and it's unlikely the union's allegations will be a factor if the Carlyle Group does decide to acquire 
Booz Allen Hamilton. 

Shadow intelligence Agency 

Booz Allen prides itself on the long-term personal relationships it has forged between its personnel and their 
government clients. "We stay for a lifetime," Mark J. Gerencser, the senior vice president in charge of Booz 
Allen's govemment contracting division, remarked in 2006. A quick study of their biographies posted on Booz 
Allen's Website suggests that this is indeed true - the senior management have shuttled back and forth 
between the company and the govemment for their entire lives. 
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As the director of Booz Allen's U.S. government business, for example, Gerencser serves in "several broad- 
based roles," including "representing industry" to tiie Office of the Secretary of Defense and the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, which manage the Pentagon's vast intelligence operations. He is also a member of Booz Allen's 
leadership team that sets the strategic direction of the company, and has run many of the war games staged by 
Booz Allen for its government clients. 

Just below him in the company's intelligence hierarchy is Ken Wiegand, another senior vice president. Weigand 
came to Booz Allen in 1983 after working for a decade in Air Force intelligence, and now leads the firm's work 
for national intelligence and law enforcement agencies and the Department of Homeland Security. His 
specialty, the Website says, includes imagery intelligence operations, which are managed by the NGA, one of 
Booz Allen's most important clients. 

Senior vice president Joseph W. Mahaffee, a veteran of naval intelligence, is the leader of Booz Allen's 
Maryland procurement office business, which puts him in charge of the company's contracts with the NSA in 
Fort Meade. He focuses on "meeting the Infonmation Assurance mission objectives" of the NSA with various 
technology services, including systems engineering, software development and "advanced telecommunications 
analysis." 

Another key Booz Allen figure at the NSA is Marty Hill, who came to the company after a 35-year career in 
signals intelligence and electronic warfare and previously served as an expert on "information operations 
capabilities and policy" for Donald Rumsfeld's Pentagon. He leads of team of 1,200 professionals engaged in 
all aspects of "signals intelligence" including technical analysis, systems development and operations. 

Vice President Pamela Lentz is a fomier cryptology officer with the Navy and once worked as a program 
manager for TRW, one of the nation's oldest intelligence contractors (it is now owned by Northrop Grumman). 
She is Booz Allen's "client service officer" for the DIA and other military intelligence markets, which includes 
intelligence units within the Navy, Air Force, Amny, the unified combatant commands and the undersecretary of 
defense for intelligence. Among other tasks, Lentz manages a 120-person Booz Allen team that supports the 
NRO, the Pentagon agency that manages the nation's military spy satellites. She also njns a task force that 
supports human intelligence collection efforts at the DIA. 

Vice President Laurene Gallo, a former intelligence analyst at the NSA, leads a Booz Allen "intelligence 
research and analysis" team that support several agencies, including the CIA, the DNI and the National 
Countertenrrorism Center. Vice President Richard Wilhelm, whose job at Booz Allen is to work with the CIA and 
the ODNI, came to the company after a long career in U.S. intelligence that included stints directing the Joint 
Intelligence Center for Iraq during Operation Desert Storm and the NSA's first director of information warfare. 

Vice President William Wansley, a former Army intelligence officer, leads a team of experts in "strategic and 
business planning" who support the CIA's National Clandestine Service, the part of the CIA that conducts 
covert operations and recruits foreign spies, as well as the DNI. Another vice president Robert W, Noonan, a 
retired Army lieutenant general who once served as the Amny's deputy chief of staff for intelligence and the 
commanding general of the U.S. Army's Intelligence and Security Command, is in charge of expanding Booz 
Allen's military intelligence business within all the anned services, the combatant commands, the DIA and the 
Office of the Secretary of Defense. 

It is each of these vice presidents who are poised to personally profit from a corporate takeover by the Cariyle 
Group. 

Who is the Cariyle Group? 

The Cariyle Group is a private equity ftjnd - a group of financial advisers that invests large sums of money from 
pension funds, large corporations, wealthy individuals and foreign banks into privately held companies in many 
different industries, and then run those companies until the market is right to sell them at a substantial profit. 
During the early years of the George W. Bush administration, it gained attention - and some notoriety - because 
of the large number of former high-ranking political figures it had attracted as advisers and managers. They 
included former President George H.W. Bush, former Secretary of State James Baker and fomier British Prime 
Minister John Major. 

Shortly after the September 1 1 , 2001 , attacks on New York and Washington, Cariyle was in the news again 
when newspapers revealed that Osama Bin Laden's family in Saudi Arabia - which owns one of the world's 
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largest construction companies - held a stake in the fund. The stake was quickly liquidated after the news 
broke. 

Until the recent slowdown in the financial markets, the private equity industry, with over $160 billion under its 
control, was widely seen as one of the most important drivers of the global economy, pumping venture capital 
into high-tech startups and buy-out capital into corporate reorganizations worldwide. They are extremely active 
in Britain, where more than 20 percent of the private sector workforce is employed by companies that are, or 
have been, the targets of private equity investments. Business magazines credit them with breaking up some of 
America's worst-run conglomerates and bringing competition to Japan's highly regulated and incestuous 
banking industry. 

"Private equity funds now wield much of the transformational power at the heart of the capitalist system," The 
Economist magazine recently observed. In addition to Carlyle, which has more than $75 billion under 
management, industry leaders include the Blackstone Group ($30 billion), Bain Capital ($27 billion), Kohlberg, 
Kravis, Roberts & Co. ($26 billion) and Texas Pacific Group ($20 billion). 

Carlyle, the largest of the funds, is best-known for owning large military contractors and aerospace contractors, 
such as United Defense Industries, the maker of the Bradley Fighting Vehicle and other weapons systems, 
which it sold to BAE Systems in 2004, and Vought Aircraft Industries, a major producer of structural assemblies 
for commercial, military and business aircraft, which it still holds. Other military contractors that have gone 
through Carlyle's hands include EG&G, LTV Aerospace and Magnavox Electronic Systems. 

During the 1 990s, when it made most of these acquisitions, the fund was led by former Secretary of Defense 
Frank Cariucci, who served during the Carter administration as deputy director of the CIA. During his tenure, 
Cariyle bought and sold neariy a dozen companies active in the intelligence industry. They include BDM 
International, an influential company that, during the 1990s, provided some of the U.S. Army's first contract 
interpreters and, through a subsidiary known as Vinnell Corporation, once trained the Saudi National Guard. It 
was eventually sold to Northrop Grumman and is now part of that company's huge intelligence division. 

U.S. Investigative Service, which Cariyle bought in 1996 and sold in 2007, is the largest provider of security 
investigations for employees and contractors hired by the Pentagon, the National Security Agency and other 
agencies, and in recent months has been training Iraqi police commandoes under contract to the Pentagon. 
(See CorpWatch coverage of US IS .) 

Another spectacular acquisition was QinetiQ, the privatized ami of Britain's military research corporation. It was 
acquired by Carlyle In 2003, sold in 2007, and recently emerged as one of the premiere U.S. intelligence 
contractors - after netting a $470 million profit for Carlyle. (See our article " QinetiQ goes Kinetic" .) 

Carlyle, however, has divested itself of most of its military holdings. "In our current U.S. portfolio, there's none," 
Carlyle's Ullman told CorpWatch. Today, most of its investments are concentrated in commercial industries, 
such as real estate and banking. During a few months' span in 2006, for instance, Carlyle did a "manufacturing 
deal, an education deal, a consumer products deal, and buildings deal, and a financial services deal," 
according to an account in the Washingtonian magazine. Its holdings are extensive and pervasive: every time 
you rent a car from Hertz, catch a quick breakfast at Dunkin' Donuts or get ice-cream at Baskin-Robbins, you're 
sending money to Cariyle. 

A $2 billion acquisition of Booz Allen's contracting business would therefore put Carlyle back in the big leagues 
of military contractors. 

AAichael McConnell 

Booz Allen Hamilton's most illustrious alumnus is Michael McConnell, the current Director of National 
Intelligence, the top spy job in the country, who epitomizes the term revolving door, spinning from govemment 
job to industry and back again. 

McConnell was a senior Pentagon official during George Bush Senior's administration and the first Gulf War, 
where he wori<ed for Dick Cheney, then the Secretary of Defense, as the chief intelligence adviser to General 
Colin Powell, the chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Cheney was so impressed with McConnell's wori< during 
the war that he appointed him to head the NSA in 1993 (he later intervened personally to convince McConnell 
to take the DNI job in 2007). 
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McConnell subsequently spent more than 10 years as a Booz Allen senior vice president in charge of the 
company's extensive contracts in military intelligence and information operations for the Pentagon. In that job, 
his official biography states, McConnell provided intelligence support to "the U.S. Unified Combatant 
Commanders, the Director of National Intelligence Agencies, and the Military Service Intelligence Directors." 
That made him a close colleague of not only Donald Rumsfeld, who ran the Pentagon from 2001 to 2007, but of 
Vice President Cheney, who has served President Bush as a kind of intelligence godfather since the earliest 
days of the administration. 

As Booz Allen's chief intelligence liaison to the Pentagon, McConnell was at the center of action, both before 
and after the September 1 1 attacks. During the first six years of the Bush administration, Booz Allen's contracts 
with the U.S. government rose dramatically, from $626,000 in 2000 to $1.6 billion in 2006. McConnell and his 
staff at Booz Allen were deeply involved in some of the Bush administration's most controversial 
counterterrorism programs. They included the Pentagon's infamous Total Information Awareness data-mining 
scheme run by former Navy Admiral John Poindexter, which was an attempt to collect information on potential 
terrorists in America from phone records, credit card receipts and other databases. (Congress cancelled the 
program over civil liberties concerns, but much of the work was transferred to the NSA, where Booz Allen 
continued to receive the contracts.) 

In 2002, when the CIA launched a financial intelligence project to track terrorist financing with the secret 
cooperation of SWIFT, the Brussels-based international banking consortium, Booz Allen won a contract to 
sen/e as an "outside" auditor of the project. 

In January 2007, McConnell resigned from Booz Allen after he was appointed by President George W. Bush to 
his current job. He now oversees ail 16 U.S. intelligence agencies, and thus much of Booz Allen's government 
business. (See this reporter's 2007 Salon article .) 

Of Unions, Pension Funds and Qie Carlyle Group 

The SEIU's campaign material on the Carlyle Group, including a 40-page white paper on private equity issued 
last year, teils to mention a salient fact: that many SEIU members are affiliated with a pension fund that holds a 
significant stake in the Carlyle Group, 

That fund is the California Publte Employees Retirement System, the worid's largest public pension fund, often 
known as CalPERS. It has held a five percent stake in Carlyie's core management group since 2000, and 
therefore profits every time Carlyle makes money from one of its investments. Many of the California state 
officials who sit on CalPERS boards are also members of the SEIU, although they officially only represent their 
employer, not the union. 

In 2001 , this reporter attended a meeting of the CalPERS investment board where Carlyie's three founding 
managers appeared as witnesses. The public meeting took place at a time when Carlyle was a hot media topic 
because of its close ties to the Bush administration and its prominence as the nation's 1 1th largest military 
contractor. Several SEIU officials attended the meeting, and the questioning of Carlyle was led by a CalPERS 
official who belonged to the SEIU. However, the investment board didn't ask about Carlyie's military industry 
investments, and instead posed a single, softball question about Carlyie's views on the U.S. investment climate. 

Asked why the SEIU hasn't mentioned CalPERS' stake in Carlyle in any of its literature, Stephen Lemer, the 
director of SEIU's Private Equity Project, replied that the union didn't start investigating the pension ftind's role 
in Carlyle until 2007. 

Until then, "we never really thought about CalPERS' investment in Carlyle," he said. "Now that we're digging in 
deeper, we're raising lots of questions." Under SEIU's initiative, a California lawmaker has introduced legislation 
that would prohibit CalPERS from investing in private equity funds owned in part by overseas funds from 
countries that don't "generally respect human rights." According to an SEIU handout, the legislation "is only 
applicable to private equity firms in which sovereign wealth funds have an ownership stake," such as Carlyle. 

Carlyie's Ullman responded that the legislation could hurt the people it is supposed to protect. California 
lawmakers "should consider the detrimental impact on California pensioners who have benefited greatly from 
CalPERS' investment in, and ownership of, the Carlyle Group," he told CorpWatch.

How much money will schools get?

Lawmakers are talking about adding money to K-12 education this year, but it's unclear how much 

and in what form, and therefore how much school districts will get. 

Last week, Sen. Lyman Hoffman of Bethel talked about giving schools about $20 million as fuel 

grants. In 2007 (the last audited year), school districts spent about $62 million on fuel ~ Hoffman 

figured the state could pick up a third of it. The money would be distributed based on actual 

spending on fuel, so bigger districts would get more dollars, but districts where fuel was a higher 

percent of the overall budget would fare relatively better. 

Sen. Gary Wilken of Fairbanks pitched a different idea yesterday on the Senate floor ~ bring back 

the school improvement grants that were doled out last year but dropped this year, also worth $20 

million. 

Each of the proposals can be compared to tacking another $100 onto the base student allocation, 

something Wilken, Gov. Sarah Palin, and others pushed for. That would have put another $22 

million into K-12. 

All three proposals affect different districts differently. Basically, the school improvement grants 

would be best for urban districts, followed by the BSA increase and then the fuel grants. Rural 

districts would benefit most from the fuel grants, then the BSA boost, then the improvement grants. 

(Implementing the ISER study for district cost fectors, which accounts for higher fuel costs, is part 

of the new K-12 funding package, but it doesn't kick in for the next few years.) 

There seems to be some disagreement on the issue among members of the Senate majority. At a 

news conference today. Senate President Lyda Green of Wasilla said they would probably dole out 

money on a per-student basis, as the BSA or improvement grants would. Sen. Bert Stedman of 

Sitka chimed in that they were still considering different proposals. 
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There's also another idea out there. Rep. Gabrielle LeDoux of Kodiak is sponsoring a bill that 
would cover 50 percent of districts' fuel costs for 2007 to 2009 - a more generous version of 
Hoffman's proposal. The bill has a hearing Thursday. 

One key aspect of the proposals being considered now is that they would all be one-time deals, 
whereas the increase in the BSA would have given more money this year and every year after. 
The new K-1 2 funding package is stairstepped, with increases to the BSA of $100 for each of the 
next three years. But if lawmakers provide "one-time" grants worth the same as a $100 increase 
this year, school districts won't see any increase next year, which means they'll probably push for 
another "one-time" grant.

Legislative sources say that no deal was cut with Gov. Palin regarding the K-12 funding distribution bill, which 
on Thursday she threatened to veto.

But I'm hearing 
that the additional funding rather will just ensure that the $100 is a real number, offsetting the 
reductions that will come through the loss of school Improvement grants. 

Palin lost this one, but she cut her losses quickly, possibly minimizing the impact on the public. 



Senate Finance Co-Chairs Lyman Hoffman and Bert Stedman say they're still checking to be sure, but it 
appears that Fiscal Year 2008 will go down as the biggest year in state history for both savings and revenue. 
The Senate has voted to put $4 billion in the Constitutional Budget Reserve and $1 billion in the heretofore- 
llttle-known Statutory Budget Reserve. 

Hoffman says he's not sure if revenue in inflation-adjusted terms is the most ever. There were some fat years 
in the early 1980s.

The Bureau of Land Management has just published a public land order making 
82,608 acres near Paxson available for conveyance to the State under the Alaska 
Statehood Act. 

At least one Alaska reporter has inquired about the BLM decision and the relevant 
background. So, I wanted you to know. 

The modification of PLO 5150 to recognize the State's previous selections is the 
product of a lengthy planning process initiated several years ago. The State 
originally asked the Secretary of the Interior to release most of the lands in the TAPS 
Corridor on the grounds that they are no longer needed for federal purposes. While 
the 82,608 acres is far less than the State originally sought, it does represent high 
priority acreage for DNR. 

The BLM is unlikely to make additional lands within the TAPS Corridor south of the 
Yukon River available for State selection any time soon. However, it will commence 
a planning process to consider acreage north of the Yukon which the State also 
would like to receive.
